PREFACE. 


Besides  the  matter  contained  in  the  latter  part  of  the  manuscript 
volume  XI,  and  last,  of  the  Records  of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut, 
this  book  contains  the  record  of  the  Council  of  Safety  from  their 
first  sitting,  June  7th,  1775,  to  October  2d,  1776,  which  was  their 
last  meeting  before  the  session  of  the  first  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of  that 
month. 

The  Journal  of  the  Council  of  Safety  extends  to  November  15th, 
1783.  It  is  comprised  in  four  volumes.  Volume  T,  from  which 
is  taken  what  is  here  printed,  is  made  up  of  a  number  of  thin 
books  of  irregular  size,  folio  and  quarto,  bound  together.  The 
book  is  not  in  the  best  condition,  but  was  carefully  copied  in  the 
early  part  of  the  present  century. 

The  Appendix  contains  some  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and 
Coimcil  between  1663  and  1710,  all  which,  except  the  first,  have 
been  discovered  since  the  publication  of  previous  volumes. 

Number  I  is  taken  from  the  record  in  the  Secretary's  oflBce. 

Number  II  is  from  a  transcript  of  the  Council  Records  received 
from  the  State  Paper  office  in  London  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  For  this  1  was  indebted  to  the  late  Oliver  Warner, 
sometime  Secretary  of  that  Commonwealth.  I  printed  it  in  1875, 
in  connection  with  Gershom  Bulkeley's  book  Will  and  Doom,  of 
which,  unfortunately,  the  whole  edition,  save  a  single  copy,  was 
destroyed  by  a  fire  at  the  printing-office,  and  it  has  not  since  been 
republished. 

Numbers  III  and  IV  are  from  a  considerable  collection  of 
ancient  papers  lately  presented  to  the  State  Library  by  the  Honor- 
able Robert  C.  Winthrop  and  his  son,  Robert  C.  Wintbrop  Jr. 

Numbers  V  and  VI  were  very  kindly  furnished  by  General 
Rush  C.  Hawkins,  of  New  York  City.  They  were  obtained  orig- 
mally  from  the  last  male  descendant  of  the  Wyllys  family  and 
name.

With  this  volume  terminates  the  series  of  Colonial  Records  of 
Connecticut,  the  publication  of  which  was  begun  forty  years  ago. 
My  editorial  labors  commenced  with  volume  fourth,  1689-1706, 
which  appeared  in  1868.  To  all  who  in  any  way  have  aided  the 
work  I  return  sincere  thanks.

sufficient  notice  to  all  persons  to  give  in  their  lists  to  the 
listers  as  by  law  directed,  as  if  the  same  had  been  given  per- 
sonally or  as  by  said  act  provided  ;  any  law,  usage  or  custom 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

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That  there  be  forthwith  imprinted  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
(H>uuds  bills  of  credit  on  this  Colony,  equal  to  lawful  money, 
of  suitable  denominations  as  the  committee  herein  appointed 
shall  direct,  and  of  the  same  tenor  with  the  late  emission  of 
bills  of  credit  of  this  Colony,  without  interest,  payable  at  or 
lK*fore  the  first  day  of  June  A,  Dom.  1778,  dated  the  first 
day  of  June,  A.  D.  1775.  And  Jabez  Hamlin,  William  Pit- 
kin, George  Wyllys,  Elisha  Williams,  Benjamin  Payne, 
Thomas  Seymour,  and  Jesse  Root,  Esq",  or  any  three  of 
thorn,  are  appointed  a  committee  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
to  take  care  said  bills  be  imprinted  with  all  convenient  speed, 
and  to  sign  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Colony,  taking  his  receipt  therefor.  And  the  said  committee 
shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  trust.  And 
the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  out  said  bills  accord- 
ing to  the  order  of  Assembly. 

And,  for  providing  an  ample  and  sufficient  fund  to  call  in, 
sink  and  discharge,  the  aforesaid  sum  to  be  emitted  as  afore- 
said, 

Be  it  ena<;ted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  a  tax  of 
seven  pence  on  the  pound  be  and  is  hereby  granted  and  or- 
dered to  be  levied  on  all  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  in  this 
Colony,  according  to  the  list  thereof  to  be  brought  into  this 
Assembly  in  October,  1776,  with  the  additions;  which  tax 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  Colony  by 
the  first  day  of  June,  A.  Dom.  1778 ;  which  tax  may  be  dis- 
charged by  paying  the  bill^  of  this  Colony  of  this  emission  or 
lawful  money.  And  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  is  hereby 
ordered  and  directed  to  send  forth  his  warrants  for  collecting 
the  same  accordingly. 

Resolved  hy  this  Asseynbly,  That  the  Embargo  laid  by  the 
General  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  April  last  be  continued 
on  the  several  articles  mentioned  in  the  act  of  said  Assembly 
laying  said  embargo,  until  the  first  day  of  August  next,  and 
the  same  is  continued  by  this  Assembly ;  and  his  Honor  the 
Governor  is  desired  to  issue  his  proclamation  accordingly. 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  by  and 
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with  the  advice  of  the  Council  be  and  are  hereby  impowered 
to  discontinue  such  embargo,  in  whole  or  iit  part,  at  any  time 
when  it  may  be  judged  proper  and  expedient. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  there  be  provided  ninety 
marquee  or  officers  tents,  and  five  hundred  tents  for  private 
soldiers,  and  also  cloath  for  forty-eight  marquee  tents  and  four

each  particular  destination,  and  that  whatever  of  medicine,

for  each  company.

tro<^>ps  at  the  discretion  of  the  general  and  field  officers. 

Awl  it  in  further  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  one  shil- 
ling and  six  |>ence  shall  be  paid  to  each  of  said  men  who  shall 
8Uf>ply  themselves  with  three  pounds  of  ball,  also  three  shil- 
lings for  a  pound  of  powder,  and  three  pence  for  a  half  a 
dozen  of  flints:  in  case  of  failure  such  defect  to  l)e  supplied 
by  the  selectmen  of  each  town,  respectively,  out  of  the  town 
stock  ;  and  in  case  of  further  failure  the  deficiency  of  three 
pounds  of  ball,  one  pound  of  powder  and  six  flints  to  each 
man  shall  be  supplied  out  of  the  stock  of  ammunition  belong- 
in^f  to  this  Colony,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to 
order  the  same,  accordingly.  Those  troops  who  march  east- 
ward to  \}G  supplied  out  of  the  Colony  stock  at  New  London, 
Norwich,  Windham  or  Mansfield;  and  that  the  account  of 
}>owder,  ball  and  flints  that  shall  be  supplied  by  the  several 
towns  shall  be  adjusted  by  two  Assistants  or  justices  of  the 
peace  and  delivered  to  the  selectmen  of  such  respective  town, 
who  shall  present  the  same  to  the  Committee  of  the  Pay 
Tai>lr,  who  shall  give  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the 
sum  due  to  such  selectmen  accordingly.  And  that  the  pay- 
master of  each  company  shall  take  a  particular  account  of  the 
jiowder,  ball  and  flints  that  each  person  belonging  to  such  com- 
])any  shall  provide  for  himself,  and  shall  procure  an  order  on 
the  Treasurer  from  the  Committee  of  the  Pay  Table  for  the 
sums  due  for  the  same  according  to  the  rates  aforesaid;  and 
such  paymaster  shall  receive  and  pay  the  same  to  each  person 
to  whom  it  is  due  accordingly.  And  (hat  five  thousand  of 
(Ih;  flints  that  belong  to  this  Colony  shall  be  sent  to  New 
London,  and  five  thousand  of  do.  to  Norwich,  ten  thousand  of 
do.   to    Windham,  five  thousand  of  do.  to  remain  at  New 
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Haven,  three  thousand  of  do.  be  sent  to  Fairfield,  and  two 
thousand  be  sent  to  Litchfield,  and  delivered  to  the  keepers 
of  the  Colony  stores  in  those  places.  And  that  one  ton  of  the 
ball  belonging  to  the  Colony  in  the  care  of  the  Treasurer  be 
forthwith  sent  to  Windham. 

An  Act  for  encouragrlnfir  the  Manufticturing  Fire-Arms  and  Military 
Stores  within  thu  Colony  for  the  SafBty  and  Defence  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  th^  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  there  be  procured,  as  soon  as  may  be,  three  thousand 
stands  of  arms  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  of  the  following 
dimensions,  viz:  the  leiigtli  of  the  barrel  of  the  gun  tliree 
feet  and  ten  inches,  the  diameter  of  the  bore  from  inside  to 
inside  three-quarters  of  an  inch,  the  length  of  the  blade  of  the 
bayonet  sixteen  inches,  the  length  of  the  socket  four  inches 
and  one  quarter ;  that  the  barrels  of  the  guns  to  be  of  a  suit- 
able thickness,  with  iron  ramrods,  with  a  spring  in  the  low- 
est loop  to  secure  the  ramrods ;  a  good  substantial  lock,  well 
mounted  with  brass  and  marked  with  the  name  or  initial  let- 
ters of  the  maker's  name. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
a  bounty  of  five  shillings  shall  be  given  for  every  stand  of 
arms,  including  a  good  lock,  that  shall  be  manufactured  with- 
in this  Colony  by  or  before  the  20th  day  of  October  next:  pro- 
vided the  same  be  not  made  for  or  sold  to  any  person  not  be- 
longing to  this  Colony ;  and  also  that  a  bounty  or  premium  of 
one  shilling  and  six  pence  be  given  for  every  good  gun-lock  that 
shall  be  made  and  manufactured  within  this  Colony  by  or  be- 
fore the  20th  day  of  October  next;  and  that  all  such  arms 
made  and  manufactured  in  this  Colony  by  or  before  the  20th 
day  of  October  next  shall  be  purchased  by  this  Colony  at  a 
reasonable  price  over  and  above  the  premium  or  bounty  afore- 
said. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
William  Williams,  William  Hilhouse,  James  Wadswor  h, 
Titus  Hosmer,  Icliabod  Lewiss,  El)enezer  Norton,  and  Erastus 
Wolcott,  Es(i'"*,  be  and  they  arc  hereby  appointed  a  committee 
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to  procure  said  fire-arms  to  be  made  and  compleated  accord- 
ing to  the  direction  of  this  act.  And  said  committee  are 
hereby  ordered  and  directed  forthwith  to  make  enquiry  what 
number  of  fire-arms  and  gun-locks  may  probably  be  made  and 
furnished  in  the  several  parts  of  this  Colony  by  the  20th  day 
of  October  next,  and  report  the  same  to  his  Honor  the  Gov- 
ernor as  soon  as  may  be.  And  said  committee  are  also  here- 
by impowered  and  directed  to  receive  such  sums  of  money 
out  of  the  public  treasury  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  for  the 
arms  that  shall  be  made  and  compleated  pursuant  to  this  act 
by  the  time  limited  as  aforesaid,  with  the  bounty  and  pre- 
[457]  mium  aforesaid;  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  ||  Colony  is 
hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly ; 
and  said  committee  are  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  to 
the  several  persons  to  whom  it  is  due  pursuant  to  this  act, 
according  to  the  orders  and  directions  they  shall  receive  from 
the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony  for  that  purpose,  and 
to  receive  and  secure  such  arms  so  purchased  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  this  Colony. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
a  bounty  or  premium  of  ten  pounds  shall  be  given  for  every 
fifty  pounds  weight  of  salt  petre  that  sball  be  made  and  man- 
ufactured from  material  found  in  this  Colony  within  one  year 
next  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  and  so  in  proportion  for 
a  greater  or  lesser  quantity ;  and  also  that  a  bounty  or  pre- 
mium of  five  pounds  shall  l)e  given  for  every  hundred  pounds 
weight  of  sulphur  that  shall  be  made  and  manufactured  with- 
in this  Colony  from  materials  found  in  any  of  tlie  British 
Colonies  on  the  continent  in  America  within  one  year  next 
after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  and  so  in  proportion  for  a 
greater  or  lesser  quantity. 

An  Act  for  regrulatlnff  and  ordeiingr  the  Troops  that  are  or  may  be 

raised  for  the  Defence  of  this  Oolony. 

Whereas  God  in  his  providence  liath  been  pleased  in  great 
mercy  to  bestow  upon  the  inhabitant-s  of  this  Colony  all  the 
lights,  liberties  and  immunities  of  the  free  and  natural  born 
sulijects  of  the  realm  of  England,  which  have  been  estab- 
lished and  confirmed  by  a  sacred  compact  and  secured  by  a 
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Royal  Charter ;  which  rights,  liberties  and  immunities  were 
the  birthright  of  our  brave,  virtuous  and  religious  ancestors 
whilst  in  England,  who  rather  than  submit  to  religious  or 
civil  tyranny  chose  to  leave  their  pleasant  seats  and  all  their 
happy  prospects  in  their  native  country,  bravely  encountered 
the  danger  of  untried  seas  and  coasts  of  a  howling  wilderness, 
barbarous  men  and  savage  beasts,  at  the  expence  of  their 
ease  and  safety  of  their  blood,  their  treasure  and  their  lives, 
transplanted  and  reared  the  English  constitution  in  these 
wilds  upon  the  strong  pillars  of  civil  and  religious  liberty, 
and  having  led  the  way  by  their  great  example  bequeathed 
their  inestimable  purchase  as  a  sacred  and  unalienable  legacy 
to  their  posterity,  who  have  ever  since  united  the  sincerest 
loyalty  to  their  sovereign  and  the  warmest  affection  for  their 
elder  brethren  in  England  with  the  enjoyment  of  their  afore- 
said rights,  liberties  and  immunities,  nor  have  they  till  lately 
been  thought  incompatible. 

And  whereas  since  the  close  of  the  last  war  the  British 
Parliament  claiming  a  power  of  right  to  bind  tlJe  people  of 
America  by  statute  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  hath  ill  some  acts 
expressly  imposed  taxes  upon  them,  and  in  others,  under 
various  pretences  but  in  fact  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a 
revenue,  hath  imposed  rates  and  duties  payable  in  these  Col- 
onies, established  a  Board  of  Commissioners  with  unconstitu- 
tional powers,  and  extended  the  jurisdiction  of  Courts  of 
Admiralty  not  only  for  collecting  said  duties  but  also  for  the 
tryal  of  causes  merely  arising  within  the  body  of  a  county. 

And  whereas  in  consequence  of  other  statutes,  judges  who 
before  held  only  estates  at  will  in  their  offices  have  been  made 
to  depend  on  the  crown  alone  for  their  salaries,  and  standing 
armies  kept  in  time  of  peace ;  and  it  has  been  lately  resolved 
in  Parliament  that  by  force  of  a  statute  made  in  the  thirty- 
fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  eighth,  colonists 
may  be  transported  to  England  and  tryed  there  upon  accusa- 
tions for  treasons  and  misprisions,  or  concealment  of  treasons, 
committed,  or  alledged  to  be  committed,  in  the  Colonies ;  and 
by  a  late  statute  such  tryals  have  been  directed  in  cases 
therein  mentioned. 
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And  whereas  three  acts  of  Parliament  have  been  passed, 
by  one  of  wliich  the  Port  of  Boston  is  shut  up  and  thousands 
reduced  frora  affluence  to  poverty  and  distress ;  by  another 
the  charter  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusets  Bav  is  sub- 
verted  and  destroyed  ;  and  by  the  third,  under  pretence  of 
the  impartial  administration  of  justice,  all  hope  of  justice  is 
taken  away  in  certain  cases. 

And  whereas  another  statute  hath  been  made  by  which  the 
Roman  Catholic  Religion  is  established,  the  equitable  system 
of  English  laws  are  abolished,  and  a  tyranny  erected,  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  to  the  great  danger  of  the  neighbouring 
Colonies ;  and  also  in  the  present  session  of  Parliament 
another  act  is  passed  by  which  the  New  England  Colonies 
are  in  a  great  measure  deprived  of  their  trade  and  fishery, 
the  blessings  which  God  and  nature  have  indulged  them  be- 
ing thus  attempted  by  force  to  be  wrested  from  them. 

And  whereas  all  our  humble,  dutifull  and  loyal  petitions  to 
the  throne  for  redress  of  grievances  have  been  treated  with 
contempt,  or  passed  by  in  silence  by  his  Majesty's  ministers  of 
state,  and  the  refusal  to  surrender  our  just  rights,  liber- 
ties and  immunities,  hath  been  stiled  Rebellion,  and  fleets 
and  armies  have  been  sent  into  a  neighbouring  Colony  to  force 
them  to  submit  to  slavery  and  awe  the  other  Colonies  to  sub- 
mission by  the  example  of  vengeance  inflicted  on  her,  who 
have,  besides  the  usual  calamities  and  insults  that  proceed 
from  standing  armies,  fortified  the  town  of  Boston,  driven 
the  peaceable  inhabitants  from  their  dwellings,  and  imbrued 
[458]  their  ||  hands  in  the  blood  of  our  countrymen ;  all 
which  acts  and  measures  have  relation  to  all  the  British 
Colonies  in  the  principles  from  which  they  flow,  and  are  evi- 
dently intended  to  force  or  terrify  them  into  a  submission  to 
Parliamentary  taxation,  or  at  least  into  a  surrender  of  their 
property  at  the  pleasure  of  the  British  Parliament,  and  in 
such  ])roportion  as  they  shall  please  to  prescribe,  with  which 
we  must  comply  or  lye  at  the  mercy  of  those  who  cannot  know 
our  situation  and  circumstances,  and  will  be  interested  to 
oppress  and  enslave  us.  Our  liberty,  our  lives  and  property, 
will  become  precarious  and  defendant  upon  the  will  of  men 
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over  whom  we  can  have  no  check  or  controul.  Religion, 
property,  personal  safety,  learning,  arts,  public  and  private 
virtue,  social  happiness  and  every  blessing  attendant  on  lib- 
erty, will  fall  victims  to  the  principles  and  measures 
advanced  and  pursued  against  us,  whilst  shameless  vice,  infi- 
delity, irreligion,  abject  dependance,  ignorance,  superstition, 
meanness,  servility  and  the  whole  train  of  despotism,  present 
themselves  to  our  view  in  melancholy  prospect. 

And  whereaSy  although  this  Assembly  wish  for  no  new 
rights  and  privileges,  and  desire  only  to  preserve  their  antient 
constitution  as  it  has  been  understood  and  practised  upon 
from  the  beginning,  freely  yielding  to  the  British  Parliament 
the  regulation  of  our  external  commerce,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  commercial  advantages  of  all  the 
dominions  of  our  sovereign  to  the  mother  country,  and  the 
commercial  benefits  of  its  several  members  excluding  every 
idea  of  taxation  for  raising  a  revenue  without  our  consent, 
and  claiming  only  a  right  to  regulate  our  internal  police 
and  government,  and  are  most  earnestly  desirous  of  peace 
and  deprecate  the  horrors  of  war  :  Yet,  when  they  see  mili- 
tary preparations  against  them  at  hand,  and  the  hopes  of 
peace  and  harmony  placed  at  a  greater  distance,  being  fully 
determined  never  to  make  a  voluntary  sacrifice  of  their 
rights,  not  knowing  how  soon  parliamentary  and  ministerial 
vengeance  may  be  directed  against  them  immediately,  as  it  is 
now  against  the  Province  of  Massachusets  Bay,  who  are 
suffering  in  the  common  cause  of  British  America,  trusting 
in  the  justice  of  their  cause  and  the  righteous  providence  of 
Almighty  God,  for  the  restoration  of  quiet  and  peace,  or  for 
success  in  their  efforts  for  their  defence,  have  thought  it  their 
duty  to  raise  troops  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  that  such  troops,  both  officers 
and  soldiers,  should  be  made  acquainted  with  their  duty,  and 
that  articles,  rules  and  regulations  should  be  established  to 
preserve  order,  good  government  and  discipline,  in  the  army, 
agreeable  to  the  mild  spirit  of  our  constitution,  and  not 
according  to  the  severities  practiced  in  standing  armies. 
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Therefore^  he  it  enacted  by  the  Oovemor^  Council  and  Rep- 
resentatives^ in  General  Court  assemhledy  and  hy  authority  of 
the  Bame^ 

Art.  I.  That  all  officers  and  soldiers,  not  having  just 
impediment,  shall  diligently  frequent  divine  service  and  ser- 
mon in  the  places  appointed  for  the  assembling  the  regiment, 
troop  or  company,  to  which  they  belong,  and  such  as  wilfully 
absent  themselves,  or  being  present  behave  indecently  or 
irreverently,  shall,  if  commissioned  officers,  be  brought  before 
a  regimental  court  martial,  there  to  be  publickly  and  severely 
reprimanded  by  the  president:  if  non-commissioned  officers 
or  soldiers,  every  person  so  offending  shall  for  his  first 
offence  forfeit  one  shilling  to  be  deducted  out  of  his  wages; 
for  his  second  offence,  he  shall  not  only  forfeit  one  shilling 
but  be  confined  not  exceeding  twenty -four  hours;  and  for 
every  like  offence  shall  suffer  and  pay  in  like  manner ;~ 
which  money,  so  forfeited,  shall  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the 
sick  soldiers  of  the  troop  or  company  to  which  the  offender 
belongs. 

Art.  II.  That  whatsoever  non-commissioned  officer  or  sol- 
dier shall  use  any  unlawful  oath  or  execration  shall  incur  the 
penalties  expressed  in  the  first  article  ;  and  if  a  commissioned 
officer  be  thus  guilty  of  prophane  cursing  or  swearing,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  such  offence  the  sum 
of  four  shillings,  lawful  money. 

Art.  III.  That  any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  behave 
himself  with  contempt  or  disrespect  towards  the  general  or 
generals  or  commander-in-chief,  or  shall  speak  words  tend- 
ing to  his  or  their  hurt  or  dishonour,  shall  be  punished  ac- 
cording to  the  nature  of  his  offence  by  the  judgment  of  a 
general  court-martial. 

[459]  Art.  IV.  That  any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall 
begin,  excite,  cause  or  join  in  any  mutiny  or  sedition  in  the 
regiment,  troop  or  company  to  which  he  belongs,  or  in  any 
other  regiment,  troop  or  company  of  the  forces  of  this  Col- 
ony, either  by  land  or  sea,  or  in  any  party,  post,  detachment 
or  guard,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  shall  suffer  such  pun- 
isliment  as  by  a  general  court-martial  shall  be  ordered. 
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Art.  V.  That  any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or  sol- 
*dier  who,  being  present  at  any  mutiny  or  sedition,  does  not 
use  his  utmost  endeavours  to  suppress  the  same,  or  coming 
to  the  knowledge  of  any  mutiny  or  intended  mutiny  does  not 
without  delay  give  information  thereof  to  the  commanding 
officer,  shall  be  punished  by  order  of  a  general  court-martial 
according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence. 

Art.  VI.  That  any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  strike  his 
superior  officer,  or  draw  or  offer  to  draw,  or  shall  lift  up  any 
weapon,  or  offer  any  violence  against  him,  being  in  the  exe- 
cution of  his  office,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  or  shall  dis- 
obey any  lawful  commands  of  his  superior  officer,  shall  suffer 
such  punishment  as  shall,  according  to  the  nature  of  his 
offence,  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court- 
martial. 

Art.  VII.  That  any  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier 
who  shall  desert,  or  without  leave  of  his  commanding  officer 
absent  himself  from  the  troop  or  company  to  which  he 
belongs,  or  from  any  detachment  of  the  same,  shall,  upon 
being  convicted  thereof,  be  punished  according  to  the  nature 
of  his  offence,  at  the  discretion  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  VIII.  That  whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  shall  be 
convicted  of  having  advised  or  persuaded  any  otlicr  oflicer  or 
soldier  to  desert  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  sliall  be 
ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  IX.  That  all  officers  of  what  condition  soever  shall 
have  power  to  part  and  quell  all  quarrels,  frays  and  disorders, 
though  the  persons  concerned  should  belong  to  another  regi- 
ment, troop  or  company;  and  either  order  officers  to  be 
arrested,  or  non-commissioned  officers  or  soldiers  to  be  con- 
fined and  imprisoned  till  their  proper  superior  officers  shall 
be  acquainted  therewith;  and  whoever  shall  refuse  to  obey 
such  officer,  though  of  an  inferior  rank,  or  shall  draw  his 
sword  upon  him,  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  a 
general  court-martial. 

Art.  X.  That  no  officer  or  soldier  shall  use  any  reproach- 
ful or  provoking  speeches  or  gestures  to  another,  nor  shall 
any  officer  or  soldier  presume  to  send  a  challenge  to  any  per-

son  to  fight  a  duel.  [And  whoever  shall]*  second  or  promote 
or  carry  any  challenge  shall  be  deemed  a  principal  therein;' 
and  whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  shall  upbraid  another  for 
refusing  a  challenge  shall  also  be  considered  as  a  challenger ; 
and  all  such  offenders  in  any  of  these  or  such  like  cases 
shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  XI.  That  every  officer  commanding  in  quarters  or 
on  a  march  shall  keep  good  order,  and  to  the  utmost  of  his 
power  redress  all  such  abuses  or  disorders  which  may  be 
committed  by  any  officer  or  soldier  under  his  command,  if 
upon  any  complaint  made  to  him  of  officers  or  soldiers  beat- 
ing or  otherwise  ill-treating  any  person,  or  of  committing 
any  kind  of  riot  to  the  disquieting  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  . 
continent  he,  the  said  commander,  who  shall  refuse  or  omit 
to  see  justice  done  on  the  offender  or  offenders  and  reparation 
made  to  the  party  or  parties  injured,  as  far  as  the  offenders 
wages  shall  enable  him  or  them,  shall,  upon  due  proof  there- 
of, be  punished  as  ordered  by  a  general  court-martial,  in 
such  manner  as  if  he  himself  had  committed  the  crimes  or 
disorders  complained  of. 

Art.  XII.  That  if  any  officer  should  think  himself  to  be 
wronged  by  his  colonel  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the  reg- 
iment, and  shall  upon  due  application  made  to  him  be  refused 
to  be  redressed,  he  may  complain  to  the  general  or  comman- 
der-in-chief of  the  forces  of  this  Colony,  in  order  to  obtain 
justice;  who  is  hereby  required  to  examine  into  said  com- 
plaint and  see  that  justice  be  done. 

Art.  XIII.  That  if  anv  inferior  officer  or  soldier  shall 
think  himself  wronged  by  his  captain  or  other  officer  com- 
manding the  troop  or  company  to  which  he  belongs,  he  is  to 
complain  thereof  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment? 
who  is  hereby  required  to  summon  a  regimental  court-mar- 
tial for  the  doing  justice  to  the  complainant;  from  which  reg- 
imental court-martial  either  party  may,  if  he  thinks  himself 
still  aggrieved,  appeal  to  a  general  court-martial :  but  if  upon 
a  second  hearing  the  appeal  shall  appear  to  be  vexatious  and

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groundless,  the  person  so  appealing  shall  be  punished  at  the 
discretion  of  the  general  court-martial. 

[460]  Art.  XIV.  That  whatsoever  non-commissioned 
officer  or  soldier  shall  be  convicted  at  a  regimental  court- 
martial  of  having  sold  or  designedly  or  through  neglect 
wasted  the  ammunition,  arms  or  provision,  or  other  military 
stores,  delivered  out  to  him  to  be  employed  in  the  service  of 
this  Colony,  shall,  if  an  oflBcer,  be  reduced  to  a  private  centi- 
nal,  and  if  a  private  soldier  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as 
shall  be  ordered  by  a  regimental  court-martial. 

Art.  XV.  That  all  non-commissioned  oflScers  and  soldiers 
who  shall  be  found  one  mile  from  the  camp  without  leave  in 
writing  from  their  commanding  oflBcer  shall  suffer  such 
punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted  on  him  or  them  by  the 
sentence  of  a  regimental  court-martial. 

Art.  XVI.  That  no  officer  or  soldier  shall  lie  out  of  his 
quarters  or  camp  without  leave  from  their  commanding  officer 
of  the  regiment,  upon  penalty  of  being  punished  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  his  offence  by  order  of  a  regimental 
court-martial. 

Art.  XVII.  That  everj  non-commissioned  officer  and 
soldier  shall  retire  to  his  quarters  or  tent  at  the  beating  of 
the  retreat,  in  default  of  which  he  shall  be  punished  according 
to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  by  order  of  the  commanding 
officer. 

Art.  XVIII.  That  no  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or 
soldier,  shall  fail  of  repairing  at  the  time  fixed  to  tlie  place  of 
parade  or  exercise  or  other  rendezvous  appointed  by  the  com- 
manding officer,  if  not  prevented  by  sickness  or  some  other 
evident  necessity,  or  shall  go  from  the  said  place  of  rendez- 
vous or  from  his  guard  without  leave  from  his  commanding 
officer,  before  he  shall  be  regularly  dismissed  or  relieved,  on 
penalty  of  being  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his 
offence  by  the  sentence  of  a  regimental  court-martial. 

Art.  XIX.  That  whatsoever  commissioned  officer  shall 
be  found  drunk  on  his  guard  party  or  other  duty  under  arms 
shall   be  cashiered  for  it ;  any   non-commissioned  officer  or 
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soldier  so  offending  shall  suffer  Such  punishment  as  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  regimental  court-martial. 

Art.  XX.  That  whatsoever  centinal  shall  be  found  sleep- 
ing upon  his  post,  or  shall  leave  it  before  lie  shall  be  regu- 
larly relieved,  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  shall  be  ordered 
by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  XXI.  That  any  person  belonging  to  the  troops  of 
this  Colony  virho,  by  discharging  of  fire-arms,  beating  of 
drums,  or  by  any  other  means  whatsoever,  shall  occasion 
false  alarms  in  camp  or  quarters,  shall  suffer  such  punish- 
ment as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court- 
martial. 

Art.  XXII.  That  any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall,  without 
urgent  necessity  or  without  leave  of  his  superior  officer,  quit 
his  platoon  or  division  shall  be  punished  according  to  the 
nature  of  his  offence  by  the  sentence  of  a  regimental  court- 
martial. 

Art.  XXIII.  That  no  officer  or  soldier  shall  do  violence 
or  offer  any  insult  or  abuse  to  any  person  who  shall  bring 
provision  or  other  necessaries  to  the  camp  or  quarters  of  the 
army :  any  officer  or  soldier  so  offending  shall  upon  complaint 
being  made  to  the  commanding  officer  suffer  such  punish- 
ment as  shall  be  ordered  by  a  regimental  court-martial. 

Art.  XXIV.  That  whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  shall 
shamefully  abandon  any  post  committed  to  his  charge,  or 
shall  speak  words  inducing  others  to  do  the  like,  in  time  of  an 
engagement,  shall  suffer  death  immediately. 

Art.  XXV.  That  any  i)erson  belonging  to  the  forces 
raised,  or  that  may  be  raised,  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony 
who  shall  make  known  the  watch-word  to  any  person  who  is 
not  entituled  to  receive  it  according  to  the  rules  and  discipline 
of  war,  or  shall  presume  to  give  a  parole  or  watch-word  differ- 
ent from  what  he  received,  shall  suffer  death  or  such  other 
punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general 
court-martial. 

Art.  XXVI.  That  wliosoever  belonging  to  tlie  forces 
raised,  or  that  may  be  raised,  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony 
shall  relieve  the  enemy  with  money,  victuals  or  ammunition, 
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or  shall  knowingly  harbour  or  protect  an  enemy,  shall  suffer 
such  punishment  as  by  a  general  court-martial  shall  be 
ordered. 

[461]  Art.  XXVII.  That  whosoever  belonging  to  the 
forces  already  raised,  or  that  may  be  raised  for  the  defence 
of  this  Colony,  shall  be  convicted  of  holding  correspondence 
with  or  of  giving  intelligence  to  the  enemy,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  by  a  general  court- 
martial  shall  be  ordered. 

Art.  XXVIII.  That  all  public  stores  taken  in  the  enemy's 
camp  or  magazines,  whether  of  artillery,  ammunition,  cloath- 
ing  or  provisions,  shall  be  secured  for  the  use  of  this 
Colony. 

Art.  XXIX.  That  if  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  leave  his 
post  or  colours  in  time  of  an  engagement,  to  go  in  search  of 
plunder,  he  shall,  upon  being  convicted  thereof  before  a 
general  court-martial,  suffer  such  punishment  as  by  said 
court-martial  shall  be  ordered. 

Art.  XXX.  That  if  any  commander  of  any  post,  intrench- 
ment  or  fortress,  shall  be  compelled  by  the  officers  or  soldiers 
under  his  command  to  give  it  up  to  the  enemy  or  to  abandon 
it,  the  commissioned  officer,  non-commissioned  officers  or 
soldiers  who  shall  be  convicted  of  having  so  offended  shall 
suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  may  be  inflicted 
upon  them  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  XXXI.  That  all  sutlers  and  retailers  to  a  camp,  and 
all  persons  whatsoever  serving  with  the  forces  already  raised, 
or  that  may  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony  in  the 
field,  though  not  enlisted  soldiers,  are  to  be  subjected  to  the 
same  articles,  rules  and  regulations,  to  which  the  officers  and 
soldiers  are  or  shall  be  subjected. 

Art.  XXXII.  That  no  general  court-martial  shall  consist 
of  a  less  number  than  thirteen,  none  of  which  shall  be  under 
the  degree  of  a  commissioned  officer ;  and  the  president  of 
each  and  every  court-martial,  whether  general  or  regimental, 
shall  have  power  to  administer  an  oath  to  every  witness  in 
order  to  the  tryal  of  offenders ;  and  the  members  of  all  courts- 
martial  shall  be  duly  sworn  by  the  president,  and  the  next  in 
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rank  on  the  court-martial  shall  administer  the  oath  to  the 
president. 

Art.  XXXIII.  That  the  members  both  of  general  and 
regimental  courts-martial  shall  when  belonging  to  different 
corps  take  the  same  rank  which  they  hold  in  the  army : 
but  when  courts-martial  shall  be  composed  of  officers  of  one 
corps,  they  shall  take  their  ranks  according  to  their  commis- 
sions by  which  they  are  mustered  in  the  said  corps. 

Art.  XXXIV.  That  all  the  members  of  a  court-martial 
are  to  behave  with  calmness,  decency  and  impartiality,  and 
in  giving  of  their  votes  are  to  begin  with  the  youngest  or 
lowest  in  commission. 

Art.  XXXV.  That  no  field-officer  shall  be  tryed  by  any 
person  under  the  degree  of  a  captain,  nor  shall  any  proceed- 
ings or  tryals  be  carried  on  excepting  between  tlie  hours  of 
eight  in  the  morning  and  three  in  the  afternoon,  except  in 
cases  which  require  an  immediate  example. 

Art.  XXXVI.  That  the  commissioned  officers  of  every 
regiment  may  by  the  appointment  of  their  colonel  or  command- 
ing officer  hold  regimental  courts-martial,  for  the  inquiry  into 
such  disputes  or  criminal  matters  as  may  come  before  them 
and  for  the  inflicting  corporal  punishments  for  small  offences, 
and  shall  give  judgment  by  the  majority  of  voices :  but  no 
sentence  shall  be  executed  till  the  commanding  officer  (not 
being  a  member  of  the  court-martial)  shall  have  confirmed 
the  same. 

Art.  XXXVII.  That  no  regimental  court-martial  shall 
consist  of  less  than  five  officers,  excepting  in  cases  where 
that  number  cannot  be  conveniently  assembled,  wlien  three 
may  be  sufficient,  who  are  likewise  to  determine  upon  the 
sentence  by  the  majority  of  voices ;  which  sentence  is  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  commanding  officer,  not  being  a  member  of 
the  court-martial. 

Art.  XXXVIII.  That  every  officer  commanding  in  any 
fort,  castle,  or  barrack  or  elsewhere,  where  the  corps  under 
his  command  consists  of  detachments  from  different  regi- 
ments, or  of  independent  companies,  may  assemble  courts- 
martial  for  the  tryal  of  offenders  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
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they  were  regimental,  whose  sentence  is  not  to  be  executed 
till  it  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said  commanding  officer. 

Art.  XXXIX.  That  no  person  whatsoever  shall  use  men- 
acing words,  signs  or  gestures,  in  the  presence  of  a  court- 
martial  then  sitting,  or  shall  cause  any  disorder  or  riot,  so  as 
to  disturb  their  proceedings,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punished 
at  the  discretion  of  the  said  court-martial. 

[462]  Art.  XL.  That  to  the  end  that  offenders  may  be 
brought  to  justice,  whenever  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  com- 
mit a  crime  deserving  punishment  he  shall  by  his  command- 
ing officer,  if  an  officer,  be  put  in  arrest;  if  a  non-commis- 
sioned officer  or  soldier,  be  imprisoned  till  he  shall  be  either 
tryed  by  a  court-martia^  or  shall  be  lawfully  discharged  by 
proper  authority. 

Art.  XLI.  That  no  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  be  put  in 
arrest  or  imprisonment  shall  continue  in  his  confinement 
more  than  eight  days,  or  till  such  time  as  a  court-martial  can 
be  conveniently  assembled. 

Art.  XLII.  That  no  officer  commanding  a  guard  or  pro- 
vost-marshal shall  refuse  to  receive  or  keep  any  prisoner  com- 
mitted to  his  charge  by  an  officer  belonging  to  the  forces 
aforesaid,  which  officer  shall  at  the  same  time  deliver  an 
account  in  writing,  signed  by  himself,  of  the  crime  with  which 
the  said  prisoner  is  charged. 

Art.  XLIII.  That  no  officer  commanding  a  guard  or  pro- 
vost-marshal shall  presume  to  release  any  prisoner  committed 
to  his  charge  without  proper  authority  for  so  doing;  nor  shall 
he  suffer  any  prisoner  to  escape,  on  the  penalty  of  being  pun- 
ished for  it  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  XLIV.  That  every  officer  or  a  provost-marshal  to 
whose  charge  prisoners  shall  be  committed  is  hereljy  required 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  commitment,  or  as  soon 
as  he  shall  be  relieved  from  his  guard,  to  give  in  writing  to 
the  colonel  of  the  regiment  to  whom  the  prisoner  belongs 
(where  the  prisoner  is  confined  upon  the  guard  belonging  to 
the  said  regiment,  and  tliat  his  offence  only  relates  to  the 
neglect  of  duty  in  his  own  corps),  or  to  the  commander-in- 
chief,  their  names,  their  crimes,  and  the  names  of  the  oflicers 
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who  committed  them,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punished  for 
his  disobedience  or  neglect  at  the  discretion  of  a  general 
court-martial. 

Art.  XLV.  And  if  any  officer  under  arrest  shall  leave  his 
confinement  before  he  is  set  at  liberty  by  the  officer  who  con- 
fined him,  or  by  a  superior  power,  he  shall  be  cashiered 
for  it. 

Art.  XLVI.  That  whatsoever  commissioned  officer  shall 
be  convicted  before  a  general  court-martial  of  behaving  in  a 
scandalous,  infamous  manner,  such  as  is  unbecoming  the 
character  of  an  officer  and  a  gentleman,  shall  be  discharged 
from  the  service. 

Art.  XLVI  I.  That  all  officer^,  conductors,  gunners, 
matrosses,  drivers,  or  any  other  persons  whatsoever  receiving 
pay  or  hire  in  the  service  of  the  artillery  of  this  Colony,  shall 
be  governed  by  the  aforesaid  rules  and  articles,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  be  tried  by  courts-martial  in  like  manner  with  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  troops. 

Art.  XLVIII.  That  for  differences  arising  amongst  them- 
selves, or  in  matters  relating  solely  to  their  own  corps,  the 
courts-martial  may  be  composed  of  their  own  officers:  but 
where  a  number  sufficient  of  such  officers  cannot  be  assem- 
bled, or  in  matters  wherein  other  corps  are  interested,  the 
officers  of  artillery  shall  sit  in  courts-martial  with  the  officers 
of  the  other  corps. 

Art.  XLIX.  That  all  crimes  not  capital,  and  all  disorders 
and  neglects  which  officers  and  soldiers  may  be  guilty  of  to 
the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  military  discipline,  though 
not  mentioned  in  the  Articles  of  War,  are  to  be  taken  cog- 
nizance of  by  a  general  or  regimental  court-martial,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  or  degree  of  the  ofi'ence,  and  be  punished 
at  their  discretion. 

Art.  L.  That  no  couits-martial  shall  order  any  offender 
to  be  whipped  or  receive  more  than  thirty-nine  stripes  for 
one  offence. 

Art.  LI.  That  the  field  officers  of  each  and  every  regi- 
ment are  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  belonging  to  such 
regiment  to  receive  all  such  fines  as  may  arise  within  the 
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same  for  any  breach  of  any  of  the  foregoing  articles,  and 
shall  direct  the  same  to  be  carefully  and  properly  applied  to 
the  relief  of  such  sick,  wounded  or  necessitous  soldiers  as 
belong  to  such  regiment;  and  such  persons  shall  account 
with  such  officer  for  all  fines  received  and  the  application 
thereof. 

[463]  Art.  LII.  That  all  members  sitting  in  courts- 
martial  shall  be  sworn  by  the  president  of  said  courts,  which 
president  shall  himself  be  sworn  by  the  officer  in  said  court 
next  in  rank.  The  oath  to  be  administered  previous  to  their 
proceeding  to  the  tryal  of  any  offender,  in  form  following, 
viz :  You  A.  B.  swear  tliat  you  will  well  and  truly  try  and 
impartially  determine  the  cause  of  the  prisoner  now  to  be 
tryed,  according  to  the  rules  for  regulating  the  forces  raised 
or  to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut: 
So  help  you  God. 

Art.  LIII.  That  all  persons  called  to  give  evidence  in  any 
case  before  a  court-martial  who  shall  refuse  to  give  evidence 
shall  be  punished  for  such  refusal  at  the  discretion  of  such 
court-martial.  The  oath  to  be  administered  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing, viz :  You  swear  the  evidence  you  shall  give  in  the 
case  now  in  hearing  shall  be  the  truth,  the  whole  trutli,  and 
nothing  but  the  truth  :  So  help  you  God.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  Tliat  the  military  officers  in 
the  several  towns  in  this  Colony  that  were  concerned  in 
assembling  or  furnishing  with  ammunition  any  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  this  Colony  who  marched  in  the  late  alarm,  either 
eastward  or  westward;  and  such  officers  are  liereby  ordered 
and  directed  to  deliver  to  the  selectmen  of  such  respective 
towns,  (where  any  expence  has  been  occasioned  thereby,)  a 
particular  account  of  the  names  of  the  persons  who  marclied 
under  arms  as  aforesaid  for  the  relief  of  people  in  distress, 
and  have  since  returned;  and  also  of  the  time  every  such 
person  was  detained  from  the  first  of   his  march  till  his

And  such  selectmen  are  also  herebv  ordered  and 
directed  to  lay  before  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  a  par- 
ticular account  of  the  quantum  of  each  article  of  e^p-ence  for 
provision,  time  of  those  that  marched,  money  advanced  d:c. ; 
which  Committee  of  the  Pav-Table  are  herebv  ordered  and 
directed  to  settle  and  adjust  such  accounts  and  allow  what 
shall  be  just  and  reasonable :  the  p«ay  of  the  officers,  respect- 
ively, and  wages  of  the  men  to  be  the  same  as  in  the  present 
establishment,  and  give  to  such  selectmen  an  order  on  the 
Treasurer  for  payment  of  the  same.  And  such  selectmen 
are  hereby  directed  to  receive  and  pay  the  same  accordingly 
to  each  of  the  fiersons  to  whom  it  is  due.  And  such  select- 
men are  also  herebv  ordered  and  directed  to  receive  back  of 
such  persons  who  marched  in  the  service  aforesaid  and  have 
returned,  such  articles  of  ammunition  as  they  received  from 
anv  Colon V  or  town  stock,  and  see  the  same  dulv  returned 
accordingly.  And  in  case  such  ammunition,  or  part  thereof, 
shall  not  be  returned,  the  value  of  such  proportion  so  detained 
by  each  of  said  persons  who  received  the  same  shall  be 
deducted  out  of  tlie  sum  allowed  to  him  respectively  for  his 
service  aforesaid. 

Whereas  there  is  convincing  evidence  that  a  design  is 
formed  by  the  British  ministry  of  making  a  cruel  invasion 
from  the  Province  of  Quebec  upon  these  northern  Colonies, 
for  the  purfX)se  of  destroying  our  lives  and  liberties,  and 
some  steps  have  actually  been  taken  to  carry  said  design  into 
execution  :  And  whereas  several  inhabitants  of  the  northern 
Colonies  residinjr  in  the  vicinitv  of  Tvconderoira,  iramediatelv 
exposed  to  incursions,  impelled  by  a  just  regard  for  the 
defence  and  preservation  of  themselves  and  their  countrymen 
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from  such  eminent  dangers  and  calamities,  have  taken  pos- 
session of  that  post  and  of  Crown  Point,  in  which  were  lodged 
a  quantity  of  cannon  and  military  stores,  that  would  certainly 
have  been  used  in  the  intended  invasion  of  these  Colonies,* 
and  have  also  taken  into  their  custody  a  number  of  oflScers 
and  soldiers  who  were  holding  and  keeping  said  posts,  and  of 
their  own  motion  have  sent  them  into  this  Colony :  And  as 
this  Colony  has  no  command  of  said  posts  now  in  possession 
of  people  of  several  Colonies,  it  is  impracticable  for  said  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  to  return  to  said  posts,  and  the  dictates  of 
humanity  require  that  said  officers  and  soldiers  with  their 
families  should  be  provided  for  and  supported  while  they 
continue  in  this  Colony  : 

It  is  therefore  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  Colo.  Eras- 
tus  Wolcott,  Capt.  Samuel  Wadsworth,Capt.  Ezekiel  Williams, 
and  Mr.  Epaphras  Bull,  Henry  Allyn,  Esq"",  Colo.  Fisher  Gay, 
Colo.  Mathew  Talcott,  Colo.  James  Wadsworth,  Capt.  Jona- 
than Welles,  Ebenezer  White,  Esq"",  and  Colo.  Jonathan 
Humphry,  be  and  they,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  hereby 
appointed  a  committee,  and  are  ordered  and  instructed,  at 
the  expence  of  this  Colony,  to  take  care  of  and  provide  for 
said  officers  and  soldiers  with  their  families  at  present,  and 
see  that  they  be  treated  with  humanity,  kindness  and  respect, 
according  to  their  rank  and  station,  and  encourage,  assist 
and  advise  said  soldiers  in  procuring  such  profitable  labour 
and  business  as  they  may  be  capable  of,  wherever  said  soldiers 
can  find  persons  willing  to  entertain  and  give  them  employ- 
ment, until  by  advice  of  the  Continental  Congress,  or  other- 
wise, this  Assembly  shall  take  further  order  concerning  them ; 
and  that  the  commander-in-chief  make  a  proper  return  under 
his  hand  to  said  committee  of  the  corps  that  were  under  his 
command. 

[464]  Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  form  for  Commis- 
sions for  the  Field  Officers  in   the   service  for  the  special

Resolved  hy  this  Assemhlyy  That  all  accounts  of  disburse- 
ments m.ade  by  order  or  direction  of  this  Assembly  relative 
to  the  present  extraordinary  emergencies  of  government  be 
laid  before  the  Pay-Table  Committee  already  appointed,  to 
be  by  them  examined,  settled  and  adjusted ;  and  said  com- 
mittee are  hereby  directed  to  draw  all  needful  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assemhly^  That  each  non-commission  offi- 
cer and  soldier  belonging  to  any  military  company  or  train- 
band in  this  Colony  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Colony  treasury 
six  pence  for  each  half  day  he  hath  attended  and  performed 
military  exercises,  and  twelve  pence  for  each  day  he  hath  at- 
tended and  performed  regimental  exercise,  in  obedience  to  a 
law  of  this  Colony  passed  at  the  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly in  October  last ;  and  that  the  clerk  of  each  of  said

Talcott  and  Titus  Hosmer,  Esq",  be  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed a  committee,  to  provide  such  stores  of  lead  as  they 
shall  judge  necessary  for  the  use  of  this  Colony.  And  that 
said  committee  may  be  enabled  efifectually  to  execute  their 
said  trust,  they  are  authorized  and  directed,  on  behalf  of  this 
Colony,  to  contract  for,  purchase  or  take  the  lead  oar  that  is 
or  may  be  raised  out  of  the  lead  mine  in  Midletown,  and 
cause  any  other  and  greater  quantities  of  ore  to  be  raised  and 
dug  out  of  said  mine ;  and  by  the  best  and  most  prudent 
ways  and  means  they  can,  to  procure  said  ore  to  be  refined 
and  fitted  for  the  use  of  this^  Colony,  and  to  erect  any  furnace 
or  building  necessary  for  that  purpose  ;  and  that  said  commit- 
tee have  power  and  authority  to  take  and  receive  out  of  the 
Colony  treasury,  from  time  to  time,  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money  that  shall  be  found  necessary  to  enable  them  to  pro- 
cure said  lead  or  purchase  said  lead  ore,  and  smelt,  refine  and 
separate  the  lead  therefrom,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  pounds,  lawful  money,  in  the  whole  ;  and  the  Colony 
Treasurer  is  ordered  to  pay  and  advance  the  said  sum  or  sums 
of  money  to  tlie  said  committee,  or  their  order,  accordingly.

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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  overseers  of  Newgate 
prison  be  ordered  and  directed,  and  they  are  hereby  ordered 
and  directed,  to  make  sale  of  the  copper  ore  that  is  got  out 
of  Symsbury  mine,  and  thereof  account  render  to  this 
Colony. 

Whereas  the  following  persons  have  been  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  in  the  prison  of  Newgate,  viz.  John  Scott,  a 
transient  person,  for  the  crime  of  horse-stealing,  Elisha  Bar- 
ber of  Pomfrett,  for  the  crime  of  counterfeiting  Spanish  milled 
dollars,  and  Nathan  Thomas  of  Norwalk,  for  the  crime  of 
burglary,  of  which  crimes  they  have  been  duly  convicted  and 
are  now  held  in  safe  custody  in  said  prison  for  various  terms 
not  yet  expired :  And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  crimes  of  which  said  prisoners  are  convict  as  afore- 
said were  not  attended  with  all  the  aggravating  circumstances 
which  usually  attend  the  perpetration  of  the  aforesaid  crimes : 
And  whereas  the  said  prisoners  since  their  confinement  in 
said  prison  have  shewn  signs  of  penitence  and  remorse,  and 
have  implored  the  mercy  of  this  Assembly : 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  said  John  Scott, 
Elisha  Barber  and  Nathan  Thomas  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
released  from  their  said  imprisonment  during  the  pleasure  of 
this  Assembly.  Always  provided,  that  the  said  John  Scott, 
Elisha  Barber  and  Nathan  Thomas,  for  the  term  of  three 
years  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  do  severally  pay 
[474]  II  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  the  sum  of 
five  pounds,  lawful  money,  for  the  costs  of  their  several  pros-

memorialist  the  sum  of  eleven  pounds  twelve  shillings  and 
nine  pence,  L.  money,  in  compensation  of  his  charge  and  ex- 
pence,  and  also  the  further  sum  of  three  pounds,  L.  money, 
as  a  reward  for  his  risque  and  service,  in  full  of  the  engage- 
ment specifyed  in  the  advertisement  for  taking  up  the  said 
Richard  Steel. 

Abraham  Blaksley  of  New  Daven,  captain  of  a  military 
company  in  the  second  regiment  in  this  Colony,  having  man- 
ifested adisaflfection  to  this  government  and  privileges  there-

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notwithstanding  the  cmbarji^o  lately  laid  by  this  Colony,  as 
per  memorial  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  me- 
morialist have  liberty,  and  he  is  by  this  Assembly  permitted 
and  allowed,  to  take  on  board  and  carry  away  said  six  hun-

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hezekiah  Sanford,  of  Redding  in 
the  county  of  Fairfield,  conservator  of  the  person  and  estate 
of  Betty  Bennit  of  said  Redding,  an  impotent  woman,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  he  hath  expended  toward  the  sup- 
port and  maintenance  of  said  Betty  Bennit  the  sum  of  «£13 
3  0,  lawful  money,  which  hath  been  allowed  by  Fairfield 
county  court,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the  said  Betty 
hath  no  moveable  estate  ;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much 
of  the  real  estate  of  said  Betty  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise 
said  sum  with  the  incident  charges  arising  on  such  sale,  as 
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per  memorial  ttc. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  tliat  the  me- 
morialist have  liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  him,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of 
said  Betty  Bennit  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  of 
£13  3  0,  with  the  incident  charges  of  such  sale. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  Coventry,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  the  burthen  of  repairing  highways  accord-

each  district  in  said  town.  And  said  town  is  hereby  impow- 
ered  by  their  selectmen,  or  a  committee  chosen  by  said  town 
annually  or  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require,  to 
divide  the  highways  in  said  town  into  districts,  and  to  assign 
to  each  surveyor  a  certain  proportion  of  highway  to  be 
repaired  and  maintained,  and  to  divide  out  and  proportion  to 
the  several  surveyors  of  the  several  districts  the  money  so 
[484]  raised  by  said  town  ||  according  to  the  quantity  or 
pro[)ortion  of  roads  set  out  to  them  as  aforesaid  to  be  repaired 
and  maintained.  And  any  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace 
are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  forth  warrants  to  such  sur- 
veyor to  levy  and  collect  such  taxes  arising  in  manner  afore- 
said within  their  respective  districts  in  tlie  same  manner  and 
form  as  town  taxes  are  collected.  And  every  such  surveyor 
shall  render  a  true  account  of  such  money  by  him  so  collected 
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to  the  selectmen  of  said  town  in  a  reasonable  time  when 
thereto  required  after  thie  same  becomes  pa3'able  to  said  col- 
lector. And  all  surplus  of  such  monies  as  shall  remain  in 
the  hands  of  such  surveyors,  or  any  of  them,  after  such  high- 
ways are  sufficiently  repaired,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer  of  said  town  for  the  time  being,  and  by  him  or 
his  successor  in  said  office  paid  out  to  the  next  succeeding

At  this  ses&ioD  the  House  of  Representatives  appointed  Nathaniel  Wales, 
Thaddeus  Burr  and  Pierpont  Edwards  a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Provin- 
"cial  Congress  of  New  York  and  the  Provincial  Congress  of  New  Jersey, 
in  order  to  procure  intelligence  of  the  measures  that  might  be  adopted  by 
them  respecting  the  common  cause  of  the  British  Colonies;  to  communi- 
cate a  true  state  of  the  measures  taken  by  the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  and 
to  cultivate  the  friendship  and  harmony  subsisting  between  those  Provinces 
and  this  Colony.  They  appeared  before  the  New  York  Congress  May  24th. 
Messrs.  Wales  and  Burr  set  out  for  home  on  the  26tb,  and  Mr.  Edwards 
proceeded  to  Trenton  where  he  appeared  before  the  Provincial  Congress 
of  New  Jersey  on  the  29th.  He  was  in  New  York  on  his  way  home  June 
6th.  A  letter  from  the  Connecticut  Commissioners  to  Mr.  Speaker  Wil- 
liams, dated  May  23d,  is  in  Am.

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entltuled  An  Act  for  assemblinfiTt  equlp- 

BinfiT  &c.  a  Number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony  for  the  special 
•efence  and  fc3afety  thereof,  passed  at  the  General  Assembly  held  at 
Hartford  by  special  Order  of  the  Governor  on  Wednesday  the  26th 
Day  of  April  1775. 

Be  it  enacted  hj  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  samej 
That  in  addition  to  and  reinforcement  of  the  inhabitants  in 
and  by  said  act  directed  to  be  assembled  &c.,  a  further  body 
of  fourteen  hundred  men,  exclusive  of  commission  officers, 
be  forthwith  inlisted,  equipped,  accoutered  and  assembled, 
for  the  special  defence  and  safety  of  this  Colony,  to  serve 
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during  the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly,  not  exceeding  five 
months,  and  to  be  led  and  conducted  as  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  order.  That  the  inhabitants  so  to  be  inlisted  and 
assembled  shall  be  formed  into  two  regiments  of  ten  com- 
panies each,  and  each  company  consist  of  seventy  non-com- 
mission'd  oflScers  and  privates  besides  commission  officers, 
with  the  same  number  of  field,  commission  and  staff  officers 
as  in  the  regiments  already  raised  and  assembled  for  the 
defence  of  this  Colony  by  the  act  aforesaid.  And  that  the 
said  troops,  both  officers  and  soldiers,  shall  receive  the  same 
bounty,  pay,  allowance  for  arms,  blankets,  knapsacks,  accou- 
trements and  provisions,  be  furnished  with  the  same  quantity 
of  ammunition,  and  in  every  respect  be  under  the  same  regu- 
lations as  in  and  by  said  act  is  already  provided  and  directed 
for  the  troops  assembled  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  persons  hereafter  named  to 
the  respective  offices  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  take  the  com- 
mand of  the  inhabitants  to  be  inlisted  and  assembled  for  the 
special  defence  and  safety  of  this  Colony,  in  addition  to  the 
six  regiments  heretofore  raised  for  the  same  purpose,  to  lead 
and  conduct  them  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  order ;  and 
his  Honor  the  Governor  is  desired,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  impowered,  to  give  commissions  according  to  the 
form  provided  and  ordered  for  each  respective  officer  accord- 
ing to  his  office  and  rank,  and  warrants  to  such  as  are  ap- 
pointed on  the  staff,  viz :

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  each  inhabitant  that  shall  inlist  into  the  seventh  and 
eighth  regiments,  now  to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  this 
Colony,  shall  be  furnished  with  good  and  sufficient  fire-arms. 
That  each  inlisted  inhabitant  that  shall  provide  arms  for 
himself,  well  fixed  with  a  good  bayonet  and  cartouch-box, 
[494]  shall  be  paid  a  premium  of  ten  shillings.  And  in  || 
case  such  arms  are  lost  by  inevitable  casualty,  such  inhabi- 
tant providing  himself  as  aforesaid  shall  be  allowed  and  paid 
the  just  value  of  such  arms  and  implements  so  lost,  deduct- 
ing only  said  sum  of  ten  shillings  allowed  as  aforesaid:  said 
premium  of  ten  shillings  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  such  inhabi- 
tant shall  provide  such  arms  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  any 
householder  or  other  person  shall  voluntarily  furnish  any 
inlisted  inhabitant  not  able  to  provide  arms  for  himself  with 
a  good  gun,  well  fixed  with  a  bayonet  and  cartouch-box,  he 
shall  have  and  receive  a  premium  of  ten  shillings,  and  in 
case  of  loss  shall  receive  the  value  thereof  deducting  said 
ten  shillings  as  aforesaid.  That  where  the  aforesaid  provis- 
ion fails,  sufficient  arms  shall  be  purchased  to  supply  said 
inhabitants  that  shall  inlist  as  aforesaid  by  the  selectmen  of 
that  town  in  which  they  dwell,  or  either  of  them,  which 
selectmen  shall  deliver  the  arms  they  shall  purchase  to  the 
captain  of  the  company  to  which  such  person  for  whose  use 

the  same  is  purchased  shall  belong,  taking  his  receipt  there-

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for,  and  the  said  selectmen  shall  lodge  the  receipt  they  shall 
so  take  with  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table,  and  shall  like- 
wise exhibit  to  said  committee  their  account  of  the  cost  of 
such  arms,  which  shall  be  allowed  by  said  committee,  who 
shall  thereupon  draw  their  order  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour 
of  such  selectmen  for  the  amount  of  their  accounts  of  the 
cost  of  purchasing  such  arms  accordingly.  And  if  it  shall 
so  happen  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  arms  cannot  be  procured 
in  the  several  methods  before  directed,  then  sufficient  arms

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  a  particular  account  shall 
be  taken  by  the  captain  or  chief  officer  of  every  company  of 
the  arms  that  may  be  used,  distinguishing  such  as  the  soldiers 
may  provide  for  themselves,  such  as  are  lent  by  householders 
and  others,  such  as  are  purchased  by  the  selectmen,  and  such 
as  are  impressed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  who  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  apprized  by  indiflferent  judges  and  transmit  such 
accounts  with  the  apprizement  to  the  Committee  of  the  Pay- 
Table.  And  that  if  any  inlistcd  soldier  through  negligence 
shall  lose  or  damage  the  arms  found  for  him  as  aforesaid, 
Buch  loss  or  damage  shall  be  deducted  as  aforesaid,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  captain  or  chief  officer  of  every  com- 
pany when  the  said  inlisted  inhabitants  shall  be  discharged 
from  the  service  for  which  they  are  assembled,  to  receive 
from  them  and  secure  the  arms  borrowed,  purchased,  or  im- 
pressed by  virtue  of  this  act,  that  the  same  may  be  returned 
to  their  proper  owner  or  secured  for  the  use  of  this  Colony. 

Resolved  by  ihis  AHmembb/^  That  the  committee  appointed 
by  act  of  Assembly  in  May  last  to  procure  fire-arms  for  the 
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use  of  this  Colony  be  authorized,  and  they  are  hereby  fully 
authorized  and  impowered,  to  contract  for  and  purchase  such 
number  of  arms  (of  such  construction  as  are  ordered  in  said 
act)  as  are  directed  therein ;  and  that  they  be  fully  author- 
ized and  impowered  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  payment 
for  the  same ;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay 
the  same  accordingly. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor 
and  the  committee  appointed  to  assist  him  in  the  recess  of 
the  Assembly  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impow- 
ered to  direct  and  order  the  marches  and  stations  of  the  in- 
habitants now  to  be  inlisted  and  assembled,  and  that  have  or 
shall  be  inlisted  and  assembled  for  the  special  defence  of  the 
Colony,  or  any  part  or  parts  of  them,  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  for  the  public  service,  and  to  give  all  necessary 
orders  and  directions  from  time  to  time  for  the  furnishing, 
supplying  and  ordering  said  inhabitants  so  inlisted  or  that 
may  be  inlisted,  in  every  respect  and  to  every  purpose  that 
may  be  needful  to  render  the  defence  of  the  Colony  effectual.

request  of  General  Philip  Schuyler ;  and  also  that  the  Gov-

[13]  ters  received  from  |{  various  quarters  relating  to  great  subject 
matter  of  the  unnatural  civil  war  &c. 

A  post  (Judd)  also  now  came  in  with  a  letter  from  Gen'  Schuyler 
at  TicondcToga,  among  other  things  informing  that  our  troops 
tliere  are  destitute  of  tents  &c.,  and  that  they  may  be  had  at 
N.  York  &c. 

On  consideration  thereof  and  that  thev  cannot  be  furnished 
without  great  difiiculty  and  delay  in  this  Colony,  advised  that  his 
Honor  the  Governor  be  desired  to  writ«  the  Congress  at  New 
York  to  ])rovide  and  send  a  suitable  number  of  tents  for  Col.  Hin- 
man's  regiment  and  send  them  forward  to  IMconderoga.

Cithers,  that  it  will  be  of  advantage  and  a  protection  &c. 

The  subject  largely  discoursed,  and  it  being  a  measure  resolved 
}>y  the  General  Assembly  &c.,  doubt  whether  they  have  right  to 
HUi-ixMid  it,  even  tho'  they  should  think  it  best  &c.  And  on  the 
question  do  agree  and  conclude,  to  take  up  and  improve  for  the 
purpose  a  certain  brig  lx?longing  to  Cap.  Wm.  Griswold  of  Weth- 
ersfield,  of  about  108  tons,  and  that  she  be  fixed  as  and  for  an 
armed  vessel,  according  to  tlie  resolve  of  the  Assembly. 

And  also,  to  charter  and  improve  some  one  vessel  of  small  bur- 
[IG]  den  and  a  fast  sailer,  of  about  20,  25  or  30  tons,  and  to  fix  || 
her  with  such  warlike  furniture  as  may  be  pro|x»r;  to  be  impix)ved 
chiefly  as  a  spy  vessel,  to  run  and  course  from  place  to  place  to 
discover  the  enemy  and  carry  intelligence  &c. 

And  do  appoint  Cap.  Sam'  Niles  of  Norwich  to  be  Captain  of 
said  small  vessel. 

And  the  Coimcil  do  appoint  Benja.  Huntington,  Esq*",  and  Cap. 
Jn°  Deshon  a  conmiittee  to  find  and  to  fit  out  and  furnish  such 
small  vessel  with  all  necessaries  for  that  purpose. 

And  adjourned  till  tomorrow  morning,  9  o'clock.

Thursday  3d  August  1773.  The  Governor  and  Committee  met 
according  to  adjournment  from  yesterday. 

His  Honor  laid  before  the  Council  a  letter  he  had  prepared  to 
Gen'  Schuyler,  at  Ticonderoga,  moving  him  to  allow  and  direct 
Mr.  Iclia  Kitch,  or  some  otlier  person,  to  collect  and  send  down  a 
number  of  gun-barrels  and  disordered  guns  &c..  which  on  repre- 
sentation of  said  Fitch  ar<^  lying  useh^ss  there  and  at  Crown  Point, 
in  order  to  tlu^r  being  repaired  and  made  fit  for  use,  and  that  the 
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value  of  them  shall  be  accounted  for;  which  letter  is  approved 
and  was  sent  by  said  Fitch. 

After  further  consultation  about  the  armed  vessels  &c.,  the  fol- 
lowing bill  and  resolve  was  prepared  and  passed,  vtz  : 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony,  at  their  session 
in  July  last,  resolved  that  two  armed  vessels  of  suitable  burden  be 
immediately  fitted  out  and  be  armed  with  a  proper  number  of  can- 
[17]  non,  swivel-guns  and  small  arms,  and  furnished  with  necessary  |j 
warlike  stores  and  well  oflBcered  and  manned,  for  the  defence  of 
the  sea  coasts  in  this  Colony,  under  the  care  and  direction  of  his 
Honor  the  Governor  and  Committee  of  Council  appointed  to  assist 
him  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  are  thereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  procure,  furnish  and  employ  the  same 
accordingly: 

In  pursuance  of  said  resolve  and  direction,  the  Governor  and 
Committee  aforesaid  having  taken  all  proper  steps  and  care  to  find 
how  and  in  what  manner  the  said  resolve  may  be  most  properly 
carried  into  execution,  are  of  opinion,  that  a  certain  brig,  called 
the  Minerva,  belonging  to  Capt.  Griswold  and  now  lying  in  Con- 
necticut River  at  Rocky  Hill,  is  one  proper  vessel  to  be  employed 
for  the  service  aforesaid,  and  do  therefore  agree  and  resolve,  to 
take  up  and  employ  said  brig  in  the  service  of  this  Colony  as  afore- 
said, during  such  term  as  said  Assembly  or  this  Committee  shall 
find  needful  to  employ  her  in  said  service;  and  do  hereby  appoint 
Titus  Hosmer  and  Ezekiel  Williams,  Esq",  and  Cap.  Giles  Hall,  a 
committee  to  take  up  and  retain  said  brig  in  the  service  aforesaid, 
to  finish  the  contract  for  the  hire  and  charter  of  said  brig  and  exe- 
cute proper  writings,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  justly  apprized  with 
all  her  furniture  and  tackle  proper  to  be  retained  and  used  as  an 
armed  vessel  and  make  a  proper  inventory  thereof.  And  the  said 
committee  are  further  directed  and  impowered  to  furnish,  procure 
and  provide  .all  necessary  additional  sails,  rigging  and  furniture, 
and  also  all  proper  and  necessary  ship-stores  and  provisions,  and 
furnish  from  the  Colony  stores,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  necessary 
cannon,  swivels,  small  arms,  pistols,  shot,  powder,  &c.  &c.,  taking 
[18]  further  needful  directions  ||  from  time  to  time  from  his  Honor 
the  Governor  and  said  Committee. 

And  the  Committee  of  tlie  Pay-Table  are  hereby  directed  to 
draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  in  favor  of  said  coniinitteo 
for  such  sums  of  money  as  they  shall  find  necessary  to  enable  them 
to  accomplish  the  service  aforesaid ;  and  they  to  render  their  ac- 
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count  of  their  disposition  and  disbursement  thereof  to  the  Greneral 
Assembly,  or  to  the  Governor  and  said  Committee. 

At  the  same  time  &c.  The  Grovemor  and  Council  hairing  con- 
cluded to  take  up  and  employ  the  brig  Minerva,  belonging  to  Cap. 
Griswold,  for  an  armod  vessel  &c.  according  to  act  of  Assembly 
&c  .  do  a[)point  Cap.  Giles  Hall  to  be  Captain  and  Commander  of 
said  brig,  and  he  to  be  allowed  £7  0  0  ^  month.

And  Cap  Hall  is  her(»by  instructed  and  directed  forthwith  to 
rais(»  said  40  soanieu  and  forty  marines  or  soldiers  by  voluntary 
[11)J  inlistmonts.  and  to  encourage  |{  and  ingage  forty  five  shillings 
jxif  month  to  the  seamen,  and  not  exceeding  40  s.  per  month  to 
tlie  soldiors  or  marines  during  their  continuance  in  said  service, 
and  to  liave  one  month's  pay  advanced  before  they  enter  into  and 
[>r(>c(»ed  on  any  cruise  in  said  service.  And  said  Cap.  Giles  Hall 
is  hereby  appointed  Pay  Master  of  said  seamen  and  marines  or 
vess<4's  crew,  and  is  authorized  to  draw  money  out  of  the  Colony 
treasury  for  that  purpose,  in  manner  as  the  land-officers  are  en- 
abled t(^  do,  giving  sufficient  bond  with  surety  as  by  law  provided  for 
]:)ay-mjisters  of  the  troops  in  the  land  service.  And  his  Honor  the 
Governor  is  hereby  desired  to  give  proper  commissions  and  war- 
rants to  the  necessary  officers  on  board  said  vessel. 

At  the  same  time  pass'd  the  following  Instructions  to  Titus  Hos- 
uior,  Kz'  Williams,  Esq"  and  (^ap.  (Jiles  Hall,  a  committee  &c. 

(Jent:  Tin;  Governor  and  (^>fiunitlee  of  Safety  (by  a  sub-com- 
niitt(K')  have  agreed  with  Cap.  Gjiswold,  owner  of  the  brig  Mi- 
nerva, to  chaiter  said  brig  for  the  use  of  the  Colony  as  an  armed 
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vessel,  at  the  rate  of  4  *.  L.  M.  per  month  per  ton,  with  condition 
that  if  we  should  charter  any  other  vessel  at  the  same  rate,  for 
which  we  must  furnish  more  sails  or  rigging  than  will  be  neces- 
sary for  his,  the  interest  of  the  expence  of  furnishing  the  other 
with  sails  &c.  more  than  will  be  requisite  for  said  brig  is  to  be 
allowed  to  said  Griswold  in  addition  to  said  four  shillings.  Tliat 
said  brig  be  apprized  by  indifferent  good  judges,  with  all  the 
requisite  tackle  and  furniture  at  our  receiving  her,  and  an  inven- 
tory thereof  be  taken,  and  that  whatever  betterments  shall  be  made 
to  or  on  said  brig  by  the  Colony  shall  be  received  by  the  owner  on 
[20]  her  return,  ||  if  we  chuse  it,  and  an  allowance  be  made  by 
nim  for  the  full  value  of  such  betterments  so  far  as  the  vessel  is 
rendered  more  valuable  or  useful  to  him  ;  and  if  any  special  dam- 
age is  done  to  said  brig  beyond  the  necessary  decay  and  wear  by 
time,  the  same  to  be  allowed  the  owner  in  addition  to  the  charter- 
party. 

The  Colony  to  risque  the  vessel. 

Said  committee  to  observe  the  above  agreement.  And  said 
committee  are  further  instructed  to  employ  said  Cap.  Griswold  to 
do  any  service  in  and  about  the  necessary  additional  rigging  and 
furnishing  said  brig  which  [may]  be  properly  done  by  him,  at  a 
reasonable  price,  beyond  what  may  be  best  done  by  Cap.  Hall  and 
his  men. 

Said  committee  are  further  instructed  and  desired  to  enquire 
and  look  out  and  recommend  to  us  proper  persons  for  the  follow- 
ing oflBces,  vtz.  master  and  mate,  gunner  and  gunner's  mate,  boat- 
swain and  boatswain's  mate,  and  carpenter. 

Copy  of  the  3  foregoing  given  dec. 

The  committee  of  N.  London  &c.  having  requested  that  some 
soldiers  may  be  stationed  there,  on  the  men  of  war  &c.  appearing 
there  &c. 

It  is  voted  and  ordered^  That  two  companies,  viz.  Maj.  Lattimer's 
and  Capt.  Shipman's,  be  stationed  there  for  the  present  for  their 
defence  &c.,  and  the  Governor  desired  to  give  orders  accordingly. 

Also  voted  and  ordered^  That  four  of  the  6  pound  cannon  with 
[21]  the  carriages  now  at  ||  N.  London  be  delivered  Col.  Jz.  Hunt- 
ington or  order,  of  Norwich,  for  their  defence  &c. 

Order  given  accordingly. 

And  adjourned  to  Monday  next  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning.

A  number  of  letters  received  by  the  Governor  and  answers 
read  &c. 

Mr.  Huntington,  one  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting,  reported  that  they  had  not  yet  found  a  very  proper  and 
suitable  small  vessel  to  be  fitted  out  as  a  runner  and  cutter  &c. 

After  much  discourse  about  the  matter  of  arming  the  same  &c., 
he  with  the  other  committee  directed  to  make  further  inquiry  &c. 
and  report. 

Cap.  Niles  (appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  bo  captain  of  said 
small  vessel)  was  present  and  accepted  to  take  the  command  of 
her  &c. 

The  news  of  3  or  4  men  of  war  and  8  or  so  other  ships  appear- 
ing off  New  London,  yesterday  morning,  being  bro*t  by  express 
the  same  day,  we  are  now  further  informed  by  Col.  Huntington  • 
&c.,  that  they  are  bearing  to  Fishers  Island,  supposed  with  a  de- 
sign to  take  the  stock  &c. 

[22]  This  Committee  having  reason  to  apprehend  ||  hostile  at- 
tacks on  our  sea  coasts  from  said  ships  or  others  which  will  prob- 
ably be  sent  to  distress  us  &c.:  It  is  by  the  Governor  and  this 
Council  judged  of  much  importance  for  all,  especially  those  at  and 
near  the  sea  coasts,  to  be  in  the  best  posture  of  defence  ;  and  this 
Council  do  therefore  advise  and  desire  his  Honor  the  Governor,  to 
direct  and  order  the  colonels  or  chief  officers  of  the  3d,  8th,  20th, 
7th  and  2d  regiments  of  militia  forthwith  to  draw  off  and  enroll 
one  fourth  part  of  their  respective  regiments,  and  see  that  the 
same  be  compleatly  equipped  with  fire-arms,  powder  and  ball, 
formed  into  cartridges  suitable  for  their  pieces,  and  every  neces- 
sary implement:  the  powder  and  ball,  if  need  be,  to  be  supplied 
out  of  the  several  town  stocks:  each  man's  cartridges  to  be  num- 
bered and  marked  and  deposited  with  the  captain  or  other  com- 
mission officers  of  the  respective  companies  ready  to  be  delivered 
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on  any  emergency;  and  said  fourth  part  to  hold  themselves  in 
readiness,  as  minute  men,  to  march  at  the  shortest  notice  to  any 
place  attacked  or  in  danger  of  being  attacked  by  sea  or  land,  and 
the  same  to  succour  and  defend  &c. 

And  the  field  officers  with  the  advice  of  the  captains  within  said 
regiments  be  further  directed  and  impowered  to  nominate  and  ap- 
point suitable  officers  to  lead,  conduct  and  order  them  in  their 
march  and  operations. 

Having  at  the  last  meeting  ordered  Maj.  Latimer  and  Cap.  Ship- 
man's  company  of  Col.  Webb's  regiment  to  N.  London  &c.,  Do 
now  order  one  other  captain  with  his  company  of  said  Col.  Webb's 
regiment,  at  his  discretion,  to  march  and  be  stationed  at  N.  Haven, 
[23]  for  its  defence  for  the  present;  and  ||  do  further  order,  that 
two  suitable  cannon  at  N.  Haven  be  properly  fixed  and  mounted 
for  field  pieces,  if  not  already  done  by  them.  That  ship  carriages 
be  prepared  for  four  other  cannon  of  those  marked  by  Messrs. 
Williams  and  Wales,  lately  there;  and  do  appoint  Messrs.  Jona. 
Fitch,  Wm.  Greenough  and  David  Austin  a  committee  to  procure 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  all  convenient  speed,  and  that 
they  be  instructed  to  improve  Mr.  James  Rice  in  anything  he  is 
willing  to  undertake  about  them. 

P.  M.  Mr.  J  no.  Skinner,  express  from  Hartford,  bro't  the  Gov- 
ernor a  letter  from  Gen'  Washington,  requesting  all  the  tow  cloth 
which  can  be  had,  to  make  shirts  or  short  coats,  for  a  uniform 
dress  for  the  army  &c.,  and  sent  a  sample  made  up  with  a  cape, 
ruffles  &c. 

Letters  were  wrote  and  dispatched  to  all  the  commissaries  in  the 
Colony  to  purchase  all  the  tow  cloth  they  can  procure. 

Letter  to  Col.  Webb,  directing  him  to  order  one  of  his  captains 
and  company  to  N.  Haven. 

Also  letters  to  the  colonels  of  the  five  regiments  out  of  which 
the  fourth  part  for  minute  men  is  to  be  drawn  &c.,  informing  and 
directing  them  about  it. 

Also  letter  to  Messrs.  Fitch,  Greenough  and  Austin,  informing 
them  what  is  ordered  about  minute  men,  and  the  company  ordered 
there,  and  appointing  them  a  committee  to  prepare  the  carriages 
for  the  field  pieces  and  other  carriages  as  aforesaid. 

Also  a  letter  to  Col.  Hamlin,  requesting  him  to  inform  what  prog- 
ress he  has  made  in  collecting  and  sending  saltpetre  and  sulphur 
to  X.  York  to  be  wro't  into  gun -powder. 

[24]     Also  wrote  a  letter  to  CoL  Williams  &c.,  committee  of 
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Wethersfield,  in  answer  to  one  received,  waiting  orders  to  march 
to  N.  London  &c. 

Most  of  the  above  dispatched  by  said  Skinner,  and  it  is  night 
and  the  Council  dismissed.

Application  was  made  by  Cap.  Francis  Shaw,  of  Groldsborough, 
by  order  of  his  town  &c.  for  leave  to  i)urchase  in  this  Colony,  the 
embargo  notwithstanding,  about  1500  bushels  of  com  and  rye  and 
about  50  barrels  of  pork,  for  the  necessary  use  of  the  people,  and 
is  on  consideration  granted,  and  the  Governor  desired  to  give  a 
permit,  which  he  did  accordingly. 

Application  also  made  by  [Philip  Van]  Ransaleer,  by  order  of 
Walter  Livingston,  a  commissary  for  the  York  department,  for 
liberty  to  purchase  in  the  western  parts  of  this  Colony  450  barrels 
pork  for  the  use  of  the  troops  at  Ticonderoga,  as  it  cannot  be  had 
[25]  at  N.  York  &c.  ||  On  consideration  thereof,  and  of  the  great 
importance  of  those  troops  being  well  and  seasonably  supplied,  the 
motion  is  agreed  to,  and  the  Governor  desired  to  give  permission 
to  purchase  the  same  in  the  counties  of  P'airfield  and  Litchfield,  so 
as  not  to  violate  the  doings  of  the  first  said  county  in  withdrawing 
the  connections  from  some  &c.,  and  a  permit  accordingly  given. 

On  a  letter  from  (^ol.  Saltonstall,  informing  that  the  committee 
of  inspection  in  N.  L.  county  &c.  are  to  meet  this  14th  inst.,  to 
consider  what  is  proper  to  be  done  respecting  the  stock  on  the 
islands  not  taken  off  &c.,  and  praying  advice  &:c.,  a  letter  in  an- 
swer, by  order,  was  wrote,  declining  any  particular  directions,  and 
especially  with  regard  to  any  out  of  the  Colony  limits  &c.,  and  re- 
foiTiug  it  as  most  properly  belonging  to  the  committee  of  inspec- 
tion, and  signifying  our  private  opinion  that  great  care  should  be

taken  to  prevent  provisions  falling  into  the  bands  of  our  enemies, 
and  also  of  the  danger  of  other  effects  near  the  water  &c 

Mr.  Huntington  of  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
respecting  a  small  armed  vessel  &c.,  reported,  that  having  taken 
pains  they  are  not  able  to  find  any  suitable  for  the  purpose,  except 
one  belonging  to  one  Hancox  &c.  of  Stonington,  but  not  to  be 
chartered  but  may  be  bought  at  £200,  as  the  lowest  sum  &c.,  her 
sails  and  rigging  not  fit  for  the  service;  and  the  question  is,  whether 
she  shall  be  purchased,  and  was  largely  considered;  and  as  the 
General  Assembly  have  ordered  vessels  to  be  fitted  out  &c.,  the 
Council  supposed  themselves  obliged  to  obey  the  order  &c ,  and 
there  seems  no  other  way,  and  they  judge  the  vessel  cheap,  and 
that  if  and  when  needless  she  may  be  probably  sold,  perhaps  with- 
out loss,  and  the  hire  saved  &c.

Rob*  Niles, 
are  appointed  a  committee  to  make  said  purchase  at  not  exceeding 
£200  &c ,  and  also  to  take  care  of  and  cause  her  to  be  rigged  and 
fitted  out  with  every  necessary  for  said  purpose,  as  soon  as  may  be. 
And  this  Council  do  appoint  Robert  Niles  of  Norwich  to  be  Cap- 
tain and  Commander  of  her.  And  said  committee  are  also  desired 
to  look  out  and  recommend  proper  persons  for  the  other  oflScers  on 
board  her  and  report  make  to  the  next  meeting. 

Votedf  That  Cap.  Deshon  be  directed  forthwith  to  put  the  can- 
non, small  arms,  pistols  and  every  warhke  implement,  now  at  N. 
London,  suitable  and  proper  for  armed  vessels,  into  proper  order 
and  condition  for  immediate  use,  and  on  receiving  advice  from 
Cap.  Hall,  of  the  larger  armed  vessel  fitting  at  Middletown,  shall 
be  at  or  near  Saybrook  ready  to  receive  them,  to  send  them  to 
him  there  and  deliver  on  board  his  brig.  But  if  it  shall  appear 
there  is  not  a  suflBcient  quantity  for  both  vessels,  that  they  be  prop- 
erly proportioned  between  them.

Wadsworth,  a  commissary  &c.,  in  an- 
swer to  one  from  him  for  advice  &c.,  directing  him  to  risque  the 
pork  he  buys  at  the  westward,  by  water,  if  necessary  and  it  can- 
[27]  not  be  done  ||  by  the  sellers,  and  that  the  Colony  will  indem- 
nify him  in  prudent  conduct  about  it,  and  that  he  may  release 
about  200  barrels  he  had   bo't  of  McLane  of  Danbury  in 

favor  of  Mr.  Ranslaeer  [who]  has  a  permit,  at  the  last  meeting,  to 
buy  450  bb.  in  this  Colony  for  the  use  of  Gen'  Schuyler's  army  at 
the  northward. 

A  permit  having  been  granted  to  said  Ranselaeer  at  the  last 
meeting,  to  purchase  pork  &c.,  and  he  having  proposed  to  convey 
it  by  water  to  N.  York  &c.,  and  it  being  tho*t  and  considered  as 
in  great  danger  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  our  enemies,  if  water 
borne  &c.,  it  was  proposed  and  voted,  that  the  Governor  be  desired 
to  give  and  send  positive  orders  to  said  Ransaleer  not  to  ship  any 
pork  purchased  in  this  Colony  to  New  York,  but  transport  the 
same  by  land  to  the  North  River,  to  be  thence  shipped  to  Albany 
&c.  That  is  an  explanatory  permission  to  purchase  said  pork  on 
that  condition.  And  the  same  done,  and  both  instantly  dispatched 
&c  by  Mr.  Skinner. 

Gen'  Washington  having  wrote  the  Governor,  by  letter  received 
yesterday,  that  he  has  ordered  Gen'  Schuyler  to  send  down  a  quan- 
tity of  lead  ball  found  at  Ticonderoga,  C.  Point  &c.,  and  directed 
it  to  be  under  the  conduct  of  said  Gov.  Trumbull  &c. :  It  is,  on 
consideration,  advised  that  the  Governor  write  Gen'  Schuyler  to 
send  the  same  to  the  care  of  Commissary  Phelps  at  Albany,  and 
that  said  Phelps  be  advised  of  it  and  directed  to  forward  the  same 
by  the  best  and  most  expeditious  way  to  G^n'  Washington  &c. 

Voted  and  resolved j  That  orders  be  sent  to  Maj'  Lattimer,  com- 
mander of  the  troops  now  at  N.  London,  to  see  that  regular 
watches  and  guards  are  kept  about  his  camp;  that  his  soldiers  are 
properly  exercised,  instructed  and  disciplined,  and  kept  clean,  out 
of  idleness  and  bad  practices.  And  orders  drawn  and  sent  accord- 
ingly. 

[28]  Voted  and  resolved,  That  orders  be  sent  to  Capt.  Lyon,  who  | 
with  his  company  are  now  at  Norwich,  to  remain  there  till  further 
orders,  near  the  Landing,  and  to  assist  the  people  there  by  one 
third  of  his  company  at  a  time  alternately,  at  his  discretion,  in 
building  a  redoubt  at  Waterman's  Point,  and  such  other  works  as 
shall  l>e  judged  proper  by  a  committee  &c.  to  direct  the  same,  and 
allow  them  spirit  when  in  said  service,  as  ordered  by  the  Asaem- 
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bly  for  men  on  fatigue,  and  requiring  the  men  to  yield  obedience 
&c. ;  and  that  the  captain  see  that  proper  watches  and  guards  be 
kept,  and  proper  exercises  be  kept  up,  and  that  he  use  his  efforts  to 
keep  up  good  order,  virtue  and  morality  &c. 

On  consideration  of  the  scarcity  of  pork  and  other  provisions 
and  the  vast  consumption  of  it  by  the  army,  it  is  tho't  necessary 
and  for  the  safety  of  the  Colony  that  the  Embargo  laid  and  con- 
tinued by  the  Assembly  to  the  20th  inst.  should  be  revived  and 
further  continued;  and  the  Governor  is  advised  and  desired  to 
issue  his  proclamation  to  lay  and  continue  the  same  to  the  20th  of 
October  next;  which  was  done  accordingly  and  sent  to  the  printer. 
He  directed  to  send  to  each  town  clerk  and  naval  oflBce  in  the 
Colony. 

Voted  and  granted  an  order  to  pay  for  1 8  blankets  sent  from 
Lebanon  by  request  &c.,  to  supply  part  of  the  losses  at  Bunkers  Hill, 
and  9  guns  from  the  same  place  for  the  same  purpose;  both  to  amount 
of  £28  6  0,  being  duly  apprized  &c.  And  do.  to  pay  Sam'  Hum 
for  carrying  the  same  £3  8  9.  And  do.  to  pay  David  Trumbull 
for  going  express  three  times  to  the  army,  and  sund.,  allowed  £8 
19  0.  And  do.  to  pay  Jno.  Alden  for  going  express  to  Killingly, 
to  recall  troops  on  march  to  Cambridge,  by  advice  from  Gen' 
Washington,  £18  0.  And  also  to  pay  Sim"  Gray  for  a  horse  bo't 
for  Indian  Cognahue  to  ride  with  belt  and  speech  &c.  to  the  Oneida 
Indians  &c.  £5.      Orders  drawn, 

[29]  And  then  on  motion,  heretofore,  by  and  in  behalf  of  New 
Haven,  that  they  may  be  allowed  to  provide  carriages  for  four  six- 
pound  cannon,  instead  of  four-pounders,  as  those  allowed  at  a 
meeting  7th  inst.,  marked  by  Messrs.  Williams  and  Wales  were  of 
that  size  ;*  and  that  they  may  also  prepare  carriages  for  five  field 


*  In  May  1775,  Isaac  Sears  and  Thomas  Ivers,  of  New  York,  merchants, 
loaned  the  following  cannon:  one  2  pounder,  fourteen  three  pounders, 
twenty-nine  4  pound'TS,  tweuty-one  6  pounders,  one  9  pounder,  66  in  all, 
to  the  selectmen  of  New  Haven,  the  town  to  make  what  use  they  pleased 
of  them,  and  what  should  not  be  wanted  for  their  defence  to  be  disposed 
of  as  the  General  Assembly  should  think  fit  for  the  use  of  the  Colony. 
The  selectmen  promised  in  behalf  of  the  town,  to  deliver  them  at  New 
York  again  free  from  any  charge,  "  when  the  present  unhappy  controversy 
between  Great  Britain  and  these  Colonics  shall  be  fully  settled  and  arms 
entirely  laid  aside,  and  not  before."

On  consideration  of 
said  motions  and  the  reasons  thereof,  this  Council  are  of  opinion 
that  the  first  motion  is  reasonable,  and  do  allow  and  approve 
thereof.  And  as  to  the  other,  respecting  five  instead  of  two  field 
pf:ice8,  are  of  opinion  that  two  may  be  safficient  for  the  present, 
and  that  thev  mav  not  properly  allow  more  without  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Assembly.      Copy  also  drawn  for  the  Governor  to  send  <fc 

Vot^j],  That  an  order  be  drawn  on  the  Pay-Table  Committee  for 
£200.  in  favor  of  Benj.  Huntington.  Esq',  and  Cap.  Jno.  Deshon, 
to  fiay  the  purchase  of  the  schooner  Britania.  for  the  use  of  the 
Colony  as  an  arm'd  and  intelligence  vessel,  which  this  Council  bad 
judged  most  for  the  benefit  of  the  Colony  to  purchase  at  that  price, 
and  app^^inted  said  committee  to  purchase  of  Edward  Hancoz,  Jno. 
Denison  5th  &c.,  of  Stonington,  and  which  they  have  done  accord- 
ingly.    And  orders  drawn  accordingly  by  me  as  clerk  the  next  day. 

And  this  Council  and  meeting  was  adjourned  without  day.

On  application  of  Hazzard,  of  Edgartown,  and  proper  cre- 

dentials &c.,  a  permit  is  granted  to  him,  to  buy  and  carry  from 
this  Colony  about  £100  value  of  rye  and  indian  com.  for  the 
necessary  use  of  the  town. 

A  letter  was  prepared  and  approved,  to  Pres*  Livingston  of 
N.  York  Congress,  expressing  our  concern  at  their  not  having 
provided  and  sent  the  tents  they  had  engaged  for  CoL  Hinman's 
regiment,  and  urging  the  danger  of  delays  &c.,  and  informing  of  a 
permit  before  granted  Mr.  Ransaieer  to  purchase  450  bbs.  pork  in 
this  Colony  for  Gen*  Schuyler's  army,  and  the  orders  to  send  it  by 
land  to  the  North  River  &c. 

Letters  also  prepared  and  dispatched  to  Hartford,  to  go  (by 
Bennet,  who  is  at  Hartford,  and  sent  forward  the  above  letters 
from  Gen.  Schuyler,)  to  Gen.  Schuyler,  CoL  Hinman  and  Maj. 
Brown. 

Letter  also  prepared  and  sent  to  Commissary  Phelps,  directing 
him  to  take  care  of  and  forward  by  the  best  ways  such  lead  as 
shall  be  sent  him  from  Gen*  Schuyler,  for  the  use  of  the  army 
near  Boston,  according  to  desire  of  Gen.  Washington.

Ep™  Bill  are  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  oversee  and  direct  the  building  or  erecting  the  battery 
and  intrenchments  at  a  former  meeting  ordered  to  be  made  at 
Waterman's  Point,  in  N.  London  River;  and  Cap.  Lyon'a  com- 
pany, now  there,  to  labor  about  it  according  to  orders;  and  gave 
instructions  to  said  committee.

The  Governor  laid  before  us  a  request  and  desire  of  the  Hon. 
G.  Assembly  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  communicated  by  the  Hon. 
Jas  Otis,  Pres*  of  the  Council,  representing  that  their  goals  are 
generally  crowded  with  prisoners  &c.,  and  moving  for  liberty  to 
send  some  of  their  prisoners  into  this  Colony,  and  for  direction 
where  &c.  And  on  consideration  of  the  circumstances  of  this 
case,  it  is  agreed  and  resolved,  that  altho'  we  have  many  prisoners 
from  the  northward  and  much  burdened  many  ways,  and  are  very 
[33]  greatly  in  advance,  yet  from  |  our  great  affection  to  the  com- 
mon cause,  this  Board  do  not  refuse  to  receive  some  of  the  pris- 
oners referred  to,  but  desired  that  said  Assembly  will  also  apply 
to  Rhode  Island  and  New  Hampshire  Assembly  or  Convention, 
for  the  same  purpose,  and  send  as  sparingly  to  us  as  may  be;  and 
those  who  may  be  sent  in  pursuance  of  this  licence  shall  be 
received  in  the  counties  of  Hartford  and  Windham  for  the  pres- 
ent, and  imtil  this  Council  shall  determine  otherwise. 

Col.  Saltonstall  and  Cap.  Deshon,  committee  from  N.  London, 
and  Maj.  Smith  and  Cap.  Palmer,  do.  from  Stonington,  were  pres- 
ent, the  latter  moving  to  have  some  of  the  companies  (now  at 
N.  L.)  stationed  at  Stonington,  as  they  have  been  lately  attacked 
and  fired  upon  &c. ;  and  both  committees,  that  some  works  may 
be  made  for  defence  &c. 

Also  his  Honor  the  D.  Governor,  in  behalf  of  the  town,  by  letter 
moves  to  have  some  of  thp  soldiers  sent  to  Lyme,  as  they  are  in 
danger  &c. 

And  on  consideration  it  is  voted  and  ordered^  That  one  company, 
viz.  Cap.  Rowlee's,  be  sent  to  Lyme,  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Dep.  Governor  and  civil  authority  of  that  town  keep  up  and  main, 
tain  proper  watches  and  guards  in  such  manner  and  places  as  they 
shall  direct,  for  the  present. 

And^  on  the  request  of  Stonington^  ordered,  That  two  companies,  viz. 
Cap.  Bo8twick*s  and  Cap.  Tyler^s,  and  the  part  of  a  company  under 
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Cap.  Lt.  Hubbard,  be  stationed  for  the  present  at  or  near  Stoning- 
ton  Harbor,  and  that  the  rest  of  the  companies  remain  at  N.  Lon- 
don under  Maj.  Latimer,  and  that  at  both  said  places  the  soldiers 
make  such  intrenchments  and  works  of  defence,  and  in  such  place 
and  manner,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  civil  authorities  and  field 
officers  within  those  towns  and  limits. 

And  orders  were  made  out  and  forwarded  to  Maj.  Lattimer  to 
dispose  the  men  and  give  the  necessary  orders  and  directions 
acc(/rdingly. 

[34]  On  mformation  by  letter  from  Maj.  Lattimer,  that  one  of 
the  vessels  lately  taken  by  Cap.  Wallace  of  the  Rose  man-of-war

London  with  one  white  man  a  petty  officer,  and  three  negroes  on 
board,  and  were  in  his  custody,  and  asking  directions  to  dispose 
of  them  &c.

And 
on  consideration  voted  and  ordered,  the  major  give  information  to 
the  owner  of  the  vessel  and  on  his  request  deliver  her  up  to  him, 
and  send  the  white  man  to  the  goal  at  Windham  and  the  three 
negroes  to  the  care  of  and  to  be  employed  for  the  present  by  Cap. 
Niles  at  Norwich,  who  is  fixing  out  a  small  armed  vessel  &c.,  until 
the  Governor  shall  advise  D.  Gov.  Cook  of  the  mattfer,  that  they 
may,  on  proper  notice,  be  returned  to  their  owners. 

Motion,  that  our  sick  in  the  camp  have  reason  and  much  com- 
plain of  their  usage  &c.  The  matter  much  discoursed,  but  it  being 
difficult  to  know  &c.,  and  time  failing,  no  certain  conclusion  was 
had  concerning  them.

Col.  Webb  and  Lt.  Col.  S.  Hall,  they  taking  such  advice  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  so  as  to  make  no  further  expence  to  the  Colony : 
saving  and  on  condition  that  if  the  present  report  of  troops  com- 
[36]  ing  to  II  New  York  should  appear  to  said  Col.  Webb  on  re- 
ceiving these  orders  to  be  probably  true,  that  he  do  not  remove 
from  his  present  station  without  further  orders. 

Moved  and  agreed^  That  [if]  Gen'  Washington  should  apply  (as  is 
expected)  for  some  of  the  three  tons  of  powder  lately  imported  by 
Mr.  Shaw  for  the  Colony,  that  he  may  be  furnished  with  not  ex- 
ceeding one  ton  of  it. 

Moved,  That  whereas  this  Colony  is  very  greatly  in  advance 
both  of  men  and  money  for  and  in  support  of  the  grand  cause  of 
American  Liberty:  And  whereas  the  Hon**'*  Congress  of  the 
United  Colonies  have  wisely  and  equitably  resolved  that  the  whole 
expence  of  supporting  and  defending  the  same  should  be  borne  and 
defrayed  by  said  United  Colonies  in  proper  and  just  proportion, 
and  have  emitted  a  continental  currency  for  and  towards  defraying 
said  expences;  and  this  Colony  having  also  lent  and  advanced  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  pounds,  lawful  money  of  N  England  at 
the  rate  of  six  shillings  for  one  Spanish  mill'd  dollar,  to  Maj'  Gen". 
Schuyler,  at  the  request  and  on  the  credit  of  Congress;  and  that 
we  stand  in  great  need  of  the  same  and  of  a  further  supply  toward 
reimbursing  the  large  sums  by  them  expended  and  expending  in 
the  premises:  that  it  is  proper  and  reasonable  to  apply  to  said 
[37]  Congress  at  this  time  for  the  ||  sum  of  fifty  thousand  pounds 
of  said  continental  currency,  at  the  aforesaid  rate,  and  also  for  the 
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sum  lent  M.  General  Schuyler  as  aforesaid,  and  said  first  sam 
towards  reimbursing  the  overplus  of  this  Colony's  proportion  by 
them  already  expended  in  the  common  cause  and  defence  as 
aforesaid : 

And  on  consideration  voted  and  resolved^  That  this  Board  in  behalf 
of  this  Colony  will  apply  to  the  Congress  of  said  United  Colonies 
convened  at  Philadelphia,  for  the  said  two  sums  of  fifty  thousand 
pounds  and  fifteen  thousand  pounds  currency,  for  the  purposes  as 
aforesaid. 

And  thereupon  this  Board  do  appoint,  request  and  authorize, 
Wm.  Williams  and  Nath*  Wales,  Esq",  members  of  their  body, 
(taking  with  them  Mr.  Livingston's  receipt  for  said  £15,000  lent 
as  aforesaid,)  to  repair  with  all  convenient  speed  to  tlie  said  Con- 
gress at  Philadelphia,  and  in  behalf  of  this  Colony  to  apply  to 
them  for  and  request  and  receive  said  sums  of  fifty  thousand  and

[38]  Thos  Shaw,  present,  brings  letters  from  Nath*  Shaw  and 
to  him,  and  sundry  papers  relative  to  the  article  of  gun-powder, 
which  ho  has  [Ijeen]  employed  and  impowered  to  procure  for  the 
Colony,  and  moving  for  the  sum  of  £2,000  more,  to  enable  him  to 
procure  the  quantity  necessary  &c.  And  on  consideration  it  is 
tho't  necessary  and  fit  for  the  safety  of  the  Colony,  that  said  fur-

*  Sept.  27th,  1775,  Congress  resolved,  thai  the  sum  of  160,000  dollars 
be  paid  to  CooDecticut,  for  supplies  issued  by  that  Colony  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  Colonics,  to  be  accounted  for  by  them.  $100,000  — 
£48,000. 

On  the  first  of  August  preceding  Congress  had  voted  to  pay  to  the  Dele- 
gates of  Connecticut  $50,000  =•  £15,000,  to  be  paid  to  the  Governor  and 
Company  in  part  of  the  sums  disbursed  by  the  Colony  in  the  Continental 
service,  and  to  be  accounted  for. 

These  sums  were  not  received  into  the  treasury  before  October  and 
November  1775. 
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Council  direct  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  to  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  £2,000,  for  said  Nath^  Shaw,  for  the  use 
aforesaid,  taking  his  receipt  to  account  for  the  same.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  an  Embargo  be  forthwith 
laid  upon  the  exportation  out  of  this  Colony  by  water  of  the 
following  articles  of  provision,  viz :  wheat,  rye,  Indian  corn, 
pork,  beef,  live  cattle,  pease  and  beans,  butter,  cheese,  bread, 
flour,  and  every  kind  of  meal,  except  necessary  stores  for 
vessels  bound  to  sea ;  and  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  a  proclamation  laying  such 
embargo  and  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  such  provisions 
accordingly.  Such  embargo  to  continue  till  the  first  day  of 
June  next. 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  impowered  and  fully  authorized,  to  grant 
permits  for  the  exportation  out  of  this  Colony  by  water,  [of] 
live  cattle  and  provisions,  [in]  such  cases  and  to  such  ports 
and  places  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient  for 
the  public  service. 
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Provided  aho^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council  may  discontinue  the  embargo  in 
whole  or  in  part  at  any  time  when  they  shall  judge  it 
expedient. 

This  Assembly  being  inf6rmed  that  certain  questions  and 
disputes  have  arose  amongst  the  troops  lately  raised  by  this 
Colony  and  sent  into  the  Colony  of  New  York,  and  such  as 
are  now  employed  against  the  ministerial  forces  in  Canada, 
which  disputes  unless  prevented  may  be  attended  with  un- 
happy consequences :  Therefore  it  is  hereby  resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  all  the  troops  which  have  been  lately  raised 
by  this  Colony  for  the  special  defence  thereof,  and  sent  into 
the  Colony  of  New  York,  and  all  such  as  are  now  employed 
against  the  ministerial  troops  in  Canada,  are  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  rules,  orders,  regulations  and  discipline  of  the 
Congress  of  the  twelve  united  Colonies  during  the  time  of 
their  inlistment. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly ^  That  Roger  Sherman,  Oliver 
Wolcott,  Samuel  Huntington,  Titus  Hosmer  and  William 
Williams,  Esq",  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Delegates 
to  represent  this  Colony  at  the  General  Congress  of  the 
United  Colonies  in  America  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  until 
new  be  chosen.  That  is  to  say,  the  said  Roger  Sherman, 
Oliver  Wolcott  and  Samuel  Huntington,  Esq",  do  attend  said 
Congress,  and  on  the  failure  of  either  of  the  said  gentlemen 
by  sickness  or  otherwise,  then  the  said  Titus  Hosmer  or 
William  Williams,  Esq",  are  to  supply  the  place  or  places  of 
any  or  either  of  the  said  three  gentlemen  first  named;  in 
such  manner  that  three  of  said  Delegates,  and  three  only,  do 
attend  said  Congress  at  any  one  time.  And  the  said  three 
Delegates,  or  any  or  either  of  them  who  shall  be  present  in 
said  Congress,  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  to 
represent  this  Colony  in  said  Congress,  to  consult,  advise  and 
resolve  upon  measures  necessary  to  be  taken  and  pursued  for 
the  defence,  security  and  preservation  of  the  rights  and  lib- 
erties of  the  said  United  Colonies,  and  for  their  common 
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safety ;  and  of  such  their  proceedings  and  resolves  they  do 
transmit  authentic  copies  from  time  to  time  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Colony.  That  the  said  Delegates  now  ap- 
pointed do  repair  to  and  take  their  seats  in  said  Congress  by 
the  first  day  of  January  next,  in  case  said  Congress  shall  be 
then  sitting,  or  as  soon  after  as  said  Congress  shall  be  con- 
vened; and  that  the  said  gentlemen  who  are  now  attending 
said  Congress  in  behalf  of  this  Colony  do  continue  in  their 
said  office  until  the  gentlemen  now  chosen  and  are  directed 
to  attend  in  manner  aforesaid  shall  arrive  at  said  Congress. 

Whereas  the  committee  appointed,  by  this  Assembly  in 
May  last  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  three  thousand  stand 
of  arms  for  the  use  of  this  Colony  <fec.  have  now  represented 
to  this  Assembly  that  they  have  proceeded  in  said  business 
and  procured  a  considerable  number  of  said  arms  to  be  made 
,  [504]  in  this  Colony,  which  are  now  in  the  hands  ||  of  said 
committee:  but  notwithstanding  their  utmost  assiduity  have 
not  been  able  to  procure  the  whole  number  ordered  by  said 
act  within  the  time  therein  limited: 

Jtesolved  by  this  Assetnbli/y  That  the  said  committee  be 
directed  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  to  purchase  and  re- 
ceive for  the  use  of  this  Colony  all  the  stands  of  fire-arms 
which  shall  be  made  and  compleated  within  this  Colony,  ac- 
cording to  the  direction  of  the  aforesaid  act,  and  shall  be  de- 
livered to  said  committee  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of 
May  next;  and  the  manufacturers  of  said  fire-arms  and  gun- 
locks  shall  be  entituled  to  and  receive  the  same  bounty  as 
those  are  entituled  to  by  said  act  who  made  and  delivered  to 
the  committee  any  arms  before  the  20th  day  of  October  in- 
stant, the  time  therein  limited. 


An  Act  in  ftirther  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  the  forming* 
and  refirulating  the  Militia  and  for  the  Encourasrement  of  Mili- 
tary SkUl  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 

in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 

That  the  chief  officer  of  every  troop  shall  cause  the  arms  and 

ammunition  of  all  under  his  command,  and  the  chief  officer 

of  every  company  of  foot  shall  cause  the  arms  and  ammuni-

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tion  of  all  under  his  commtod,  and  also  of  all  others  dwell- 
ing within  the  limits  of  his  company  who  are  by  law  obliged 
to  keep  arms,  to  be  reviewed  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  and 
the  first  Monday  of  October  annually,  by  requiring  such  per- 
sons to  bring  forth  their  arms  and  ammunition  at  a  certain 
time  and  place  by  such  officer  appointed;  and  if  any  of  the 
persons  aforesaid  shall  not  appear,  being  thereto  required  and 
duly  warned,  or  shall  be  deficient  in  arms  or  ammunition, 
such  persons  respectively  shall  pay  the  same  fine  for  non-ap- 
pearance, and  also  for  deficiency  of  arms  or  ammunition,  and 
in  manner  as  in  and  by  said  act  is  provided,  saving  and  ex- 
cepting as  in  said  act  is  excepted ;  any  repealing  act,  or  any 
law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

This  act  to  continue  and  be  in  force  for  the  term  of  one 
year  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  and  no  longer. 

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  fbrmlnflr  and 

reerulatiner  the  Militia  and  for  the  Bncouraflrement  of  Military 

Ukill  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oovernor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  each  and  every  trooper  inlisted  into  and  belonging  to 
any  troop  of  horse  in  this  Colony  shall,  within  three  months 
from  the  first  day  of  November  next,  furnish  and  provide 
himself  with  a  suitable  horse  and  furniture,  a  carabine  and 
every  other  article  of  fire-arms  and  accoutrements  which  are 
by  law  already  directed  and  prescribed  for  troopers,  and  the 
same  constantly  hold  and  keep  in  readiness  for  service.  And 
that  every  person  who  shall  hereafter  inlist  and  be  received 
into  any  troop  of  horse  shall,  within  three  months  after  such 
his  inlistment,  be  coinpleatly  furnished,  provided  and  equip- 
ped in  manner  aforesaid. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  every 
inlisted  or  to  be  inlisted  trooper  wlio  shall  neglect  to  furnisli 
and  provide  himself  in  manner  and  within  the  time  and 
times  limited  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  by  the  captain  or  chief 
officer  of  such  troop  discharged  and  dismissed  from  the  same; 
and  every  person  so  discharged  shall  be  hable  and  shall  at- 
tend and  perform  military  duty  in  the  company  of  foot  within 
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whose  limits  he  shall  belong,  under  the  same  regulations  as 
the  soldiers  of  said  company  by  law  are,  unless  such  dis- 
charged trooper  is  or  shall  be  by  law  otherwise  exempted. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the 
captain  or  chief  officer  of  every  troop  where  any  such  neglect 
shall  happen  shall,  within  a  sliort  reasonable  time  after,  cer- 
tify such  neglect  and  the  names  of  the  persons  so  neglecting 
and  discharged  to  the  captain  or  chief  oflScer  of  the  foot 
company  within  whose  limits  the  same  shall  happen ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  captain  of  such  foot  company  to 
enroll  and  require  such  discharged  trooper  to  attend  and  do 
duty  in  his  company  as  aforesaid. 

[605]  And  it  is  further  enacted ,  That  if  any  captain  or 
chief  officer  of  any  company  of  horse  or  foot  shall  neglect 
his  duty  as  required  by  this  act,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  of  ten 
shillings  for  each  offence  to  the  town  treasurer  of  the  town 
to  which  he  belongs,  for  the  use  of  said  town ;  to  be  recovered 
by  warrant  from  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  be- 
longs. Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  such  trooper  shall 
be  deficient  in  any  article  required  which  is  not  to  be  had  or 
obtained  in  this  Colony,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  colonel 
or  chief  officer  of  the  regiment,  in  such  case  only,  to  excuse 
him  from  the  penalty  of  this  act  until  such  article  can  be 
gotten  and  obtained. 

Whereas  the  listers  in  sundry  towns  in  this  Colony  have 
by  mistake  omitted  to  insert  in  the  general  list  of  polls  and 
rateable  estate  in  such  towns  made  up  and  sent  to  this  Assem- 
bly, the  polls  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  said 
towns  who  are  abroad  in  the  service  of  this  Colony  in  the 
army,  from  whence  inconveniences  may  arise:  Which*  to 
prevent. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  lists  made  up  as  afore- 
said without  inserting  the  polls  of  such  officers  and  soldiers 
may  be  received  and  entered  by  the  committee  for  receiving 
the  lists  from  the  several  towns,  said  omission  notwith- 
standing. 

And  it  in  further  resolved,  That  the  listers  in  any  of  the 
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towns  in  this  Colonj  who  have  omitted  to  insert  the  polls  of 
ftiicli  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  lists  they  have  made  up  and 
sent  to  this  Assembly  be  and  they  are  directed  and  enjoined 
to  make  up  an  additional  list  of  the  polls  of  said  officers  and 
soldiers  and  send  the  same  to  this  Assemblv  at  this  or  their 

m 

next  sessions. 

And  whereas  said  omission  proceeded  from  a  mistaken  ap- 
prehension of  their  duty  in  such  listers,  for  which  said  towns 
ought  not  to  suffer  loss  or  damage, 

Jtenolvedj  That  said  towns  shall  have  and  receive  their 
school  money  after  the  rate  of  forty  shillings  on  every 
thousand  f)Ounds  on  such  additions  of  the  polls  of  said 
officers  and  soldiers  out  of  the  public  treasury,  said  omission 
notwithstanding;  and  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  and  direc- 
ted to  pay  the  same  to  such  towns  accordingly. 

liesolved  hy  this  AsBemhly^  Tliat  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Colony  \ye  directed,  and  he  is  hereby  a irected  and  ordered,  to 
receive  into  the  treasury  all  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  or 
bills  lately  emitted  by  order  of  the  Continental  Congress 
which  have  already  or  hereafter  shall  be  ordered  by  said 
Congress  to  be  remitted  to  this  Colony. 

And  whereas  there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  William 
Williams,  Esq^  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly,  a 
large  sum  of  said  bills  &c. 

It  Ih  further  rennlved^  That  he,  the  said  William  Williams, 
Esci"^,  do  deliver  said  bills  now  in  his  hands  to  the  Treasurer 
and  receive  his  receipt  therefor  and  lodge  the  same  with  the 
Secretary  of  this  Colony,  and  also  receive  a  receipt  of  all 
such  sum  or  sums  which  the  Treasurer  hath  heretofore 
received  from  any  other  person  or  persons  and  lodge  the 
same  as  aforesaid ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  those  who 
shall  hereafter  be  employed  to  bring  further  sum  or  sums  of 
said  money  or  bills,  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  and 
receive  his  receipt  therefor  and  lodge  the  same  with  the  Sec- 
retary as  aforesai<l;  and  that  the  Treasurer  pay  out  the  same 
according  to  the  orders  of  this  Assembly. 
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Whereas  this  Assembly  have  appointed  and  authorized 
John  Canficld,  Esq%  to  receive  out  of  the  Colony  Treasury  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  lawful  money,  which  he 
is  to  apply  to  the  relief  of  the  infirm  and  sick  soldiers  at 
Ticonderoga  and  the  parts  adjacent  in  the  service  of  the 
United  Colonies,  in  such  way  sfnd  manner  as  in  the  act  of 
this  Assembly  is  directed,  aAd  this  Assembly  being  informed 
that  there  are  continental  bills  in  the  hands  of  Colo.  William 
Williams  that  are  to  be  delivered  by  him  into  the  treasury  of 
this  Colony  :  Resolved  therefore  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
said  John  Canfield,  Esq"^,  apply  to  the  said  Colo.  Williams  and 
receive  of  him  so  many  of  said  continental  bills  as  to  amount 
to  said  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds ;  which  sum  the 
said  Colo.  Williams  is  desired  to  pay  to  said  John  Canfield, 
Esq' ;  and  said  Canfield's  receipt  therefor  shall  be  accepted  by 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  as  payment  for  that  sum  of  the 
said  Colo.  Wm.  Williams. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  John  Canficld,  Esq"*,  receive 
out  of  the  Colony  treasury  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds,  and  thereupon  forthwith  repair  to  Ticonderoga  and 
parts  adjacent  and  apply  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  United 
Colonies  that  they  afford  all  proper  and  suitable  relief  on 
account  of  the  United  Colonics  to  all  sick  and  infirm  soldiers 
in  that  quarter  who  have  inlisted  in  the  service  of  this  Colony 
and  are  or  may  be  lawfully  returning  home.  And  in  case  no 
adequate  relief  can  be  had  on  account  of  the  United  Colonies, 
then  he,  the  said  John  Canfield,  Esq%  is  hereby  directed  to 
give  such  sick  and  infirm  soldiers  all  such  relief  as  may  be 
necessary,  at  the  expence  of  this  Colony,  and  lay  his  account 
for  his  services  and  expenditures  herein  before  the  Pay-Table 
[506]  for  allowance,  ||  and  fully  account  for  the  money  he  shall 
receive  as  aforesaid.  And  the  said  John  Canfield,  Esq',  is 
further  directed  to  receive  and  adjust  allaccounts  which  have 
arisen  for  the  relief  of  such  sick  and  infirm  soldiers  for  which 
no  compensation  has  or  can  be  otherwise  obtained,  and  lay  the 
same  before  the  Pay-Table,  who  shall  order  payment  therefor 
and  for  all  other  accounts  which  have  or  may  have  arisen  in

An  Act  providiner  for  the  Defence  of  the  Sea  Ck>a8t8  of  this  Colony  during 

the  Term  therein  limited. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor ^  Council  and  Representatives ^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  a  company  of  seventy  men  be  inlisted  and  stationed  at 
New  London,  from  the  20th  day  of  October  instant  until  the 
first  dav  of  December  next,  for  defence  of  the  same.  That 
said  men  be  commanded  by  a  captain,  two  lieutenants  and  an 
ensign.  That  the  works  begun  on  the  old  fort  at  New 
London  be  finished  and  compleatcd,  and  that  said  men  to  be 
inlisted  be  employed  in  perfecting  the  same;  and  that  the 
cannon  belonging  to  this  Colony  now  in  said  New  London  be 
mounted  on  said  fort,  and  that  said  fort  be  supplied  with  one 
ton  of  gun-powder  out  of  the  Colony  stores.  That  a  suitable 
platform  be  erected  and  made  on  said  fort,  and  that  the 
Colony  Treasurer  by  order  of  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
issue  and  pay  to  the  captain  of  said  company  of  soldiers  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  to  be  laid  out  in  purchase  of 
materials  for  said  platform  and  other  necessary  expences  on 
said  works,  for  which  the  said  captain  shall  render  his 
account  when  re(iuired.  That  a  company  of  thirty  men  be 
inlisted  and  stationed  at  New  Haven  under  the  command  of 
a  lieutenant,  from  the  iOth  day  of  October  instant  until  the 
first  day  of  December  next,  for  the  defence  thereof.  That 
fifteen  men  be  inlisted  and  stationed  at  Lyme  under  the  com- 
mand  of  a  lieutenant,  from  said  20th  of  October  to  said  first 
day  of  December,  for  the  defence  thereof.  That  a  company 
of  forty  men  be  inlisted  and  stationed  at  Stonington  under 
the  command  of  a  captain,  from  said  20th  day  of  October 
to  said  first  day  of  December,  for  the  defence  thereof.  That 
said  officers  and  soldiers  sliall  have  and  receive  the  same 
monthly  wages  with  the  officers  and  soldiers  already  raised 
for  the  defence  of  this  Colony,  and  that  said  officers  and 
soldiers  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five  shillings  and  three  pence 
per  week  for  their  billeting  during  the  term  aforesaid;  and 
that  the  officers  already  appointed    by  his  Honor  the  Gov- 
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ernor  and  Committee  of  Safety  still  continue  to  have  the 
command  of  said  respective  bodies  of  men,  agreeable  to  said 
appointment. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assemblf/^  That  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  be  directed  and  they  are  hereby  directed  and  ordered 
as  soon  as  may  be,  to  prepare  and  state  an  account  of  all  the 
expence  and  disbursements  this  Colony  hath  been  at  in  rais- 
ing, equipping  and  furnishing  the  troops  lately  raised  in  this 
Colony  agreeable  to  act  of  this  Assembly  for  the  defence  of 
the  invaded  rights  of  America,  and  all  other  expence  which 
hath  been  incurred  by  this  Colony  in  defence  and  prosecu- 
tion of  the  said  common  cause  of  America,  and  transmit  to 
his  Honour  the  Governor  an  authenticated  copy  of  said 
accounts/who  is  hereby  desired  to  transmit  the  same  to  the 
Hon**^*  Continental  Congress  and  request  the  payment  of  the 
balance  which  shall  appear  to  be  due  to  this  Colony. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  receive,  adjust  and 
allow  what  is  reasonable  of  the  accounts  of  physicians,  sur- 
geons, nurses  and  others,  who  have  attended  or  shall  attend 
upon  or  support  the  sick  among  the  troops  raised  by  this 
Colony,  who  are  taken  sick  in  the  service  either  before  or  on 
their  march  to  or  from  their  encampments  and  not  under 
advantage  of  being  taken  care  of  as  the  sick  in  the  army  are, 
and  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof  accordingly. 

Resolved  hy  this  Annetnhly^  'I  hut  the  post  now  riding  from 
Woodstock  to  Hartford  llirougli  Lel)auon  in  this  Colony  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  be  continued,  by  the  same  per- 
son or  persons  and  under  the  same  regulations  and  circum- 
stances at  the  public  expence  as  hath  been  heretofore  used 
and  practiced,  until  the  further  order  of  this  Assembly  or 
until  some  other  regulations  adequate  to  the  purposes  of 
such  post  shall  be  made  by  the  Post-Mastcr-General. 

[507]  Whereas  his  Honor  the  Governor  with  the  advice 
of  the  Committee  of  Safety  did  order  a  number  of  men,  ofii- 
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cers  and  soldiers,  to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  the  towns  of 
New  Haven,  New  London,  Lyme  and  Stonington  in  this  Col- 
ony, at  which  places  said  officers  and  soldiers  were  stationed 
from  the  20th  day  of  September  to  the  20th  day  of  October 
instant:  Resolved  therefore  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Pay-Table  for  this  Colony  be  and  they  are 
hereby  impowered  to  receive,  examine  and  adjust  the  several 
accounts  and  expenditures  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and 
draw  orders  for  the  payment  thereof  upon  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Colony,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  such  sums  unto 
the  chief  officer  of  such  company  respectively  as  shall  be 
found  due. 

Whereas  upon  the  memorial  of  Mathew  Talcott,  Esq*",  and 
others,  preferred  to  this  Assembly  in  May  1772,  praying  that 
buoys  and  marks  might  be  erected  in  Connecticut  River 
pointing  out  the  shoals  and  bars,  so  that  the  navigation  in 
said  river  might  be  rendered  more  safe,  and  it  was  by  said 
Assembly  resolved  that  the  memorialists  have  liberty  to  set 
up  and  carry  on  a  lottery  or  lotteries  amounting  to  such  a 
sum  as  by  drawing  at  least  ten  percent,  out  of  each  prize  the 
whole  might  raise  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
y)ound8,  and  the  managers  to  be  liable  for  the  payment  of 
the  prize  tickets  signed  by  them:  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
pounds  raised  by  said  lottery  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  a 
committee  or  company,  that  should  thereafter  be  appointed 
for  carrying  said  design  into  execution,  and  thirty-seven 
pounds  thereof  to  Capt.  Abner  Parker;  and  Mathew  Talcott, 
E8q%  Richard  ALsop  and  [Jolm]  Stocking,  of  Midletown, 
Samuel  Olcott  and  John  Chenevard,  of  Hartford,  and  Eben- 
ezer  Plummer  of  Glastonbury,  and  Silas  Dean  of  Weathers- 
field,  were  appointed  managers  of  said  lottery :  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  Colo.  Elisha  Williams,  William  Wells 
and  Colo.  James  Wadsworth,  Esq",  be  a  committee  to  re- 
ceive of  said  managers  the  sums  raised  by  said  lottery  into 
their  hands,  and  the  same  safely  keep  in  their  hands  until 
further  orders  from  this  Assembly,  and  re[)ort  make  to  the 
next  session  of  this  Assembly,  or  to  the  General  Assembly 
in  May  next. 
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Whereas  this  Assembly  in  their  sessions  in  May  last  ap- 
pointed Colo.  Erastus  Wolcott,  Capt.  Samuel  Wadsworth, 
Capt.  Ezekiel  Williams,  Mr.  Epaphras  Bull,  Henry  Allyn, 
Esq%  Colo.

On  information  of  the  state,  circumstances  and  doings  of 
the  west  military  company  or  trainband  in  the  society  of 
Northbury  in  the  town  of  Waterbury:  .Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  said  company  or  trainband  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  dissolved,  and  that  all  persons  living  within  tlie 
limits  of  the  same  who  by  law  are  obliged  to  perform  mili- 
[614]  tary  duty  be  ||  annexed  to  the  two  remaining  com- 
panies or  trainbands  in  said  society  in  manner  following,  viz : 
all  such  persons  who  now  do  or  hereafter  shall  dwell  in  said 
society  southward  and  westward  of  a  line  beginning  at  the 
north  end  of  the  dwelling-house  of  Mr.  David  Smith  in  said 
society,  then  running  westward  as  the  highway  runs  over 
Naugatuck  River  to  a  place  called  Twich  Grass  Brook,  near 
the  south  side  of  Capt.  David  Blacksley  house,  then  running 
up  said  brook  till  it  comes  to  Litchfield  line,  and  not  belong- 
ing to  the  company  or  trainband  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Jesse  Curtiss,  shall  be  annexed  to  the  company  or 
trainband  now  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Nathaniel 
Barns;  and  that  all  persons  who  now  do  or  hereafter  shall 
dwell  in  said  society  northward  and  eastward  of  the  line 
aforesaid  and  not  included  in  the  original  limits  of  the  said 
company  or  trainband  under  the  command  of  said  Capt. 
Barns,  be  and  are  annexed  to  the  company  or  trainband 
now  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Jesse  Curtiss.

Whereas  this  Assembly  are  informed  that  Benjamin  Stiles 
of  Woodbury  hath  publickly  and  contemptuously  uttered  and 
spoken  many  things  against  the  qualifications  of  the  three 
Delegates  of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  now  belonging  to  the

the  continent  of  America,  by  means  whereof  he,  the  said 
Benjamin  Stiles,  hath  openly  shewed  his  inimical  temper  of 
mind  and  unfriendly  disposition  against  the  measures  taken 
and  pursued  for  a  union  of  defence  in  the  American  cause, 
as  per  information  on  file :  It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  said  Benjamin  Stiles  be  cited  to  appear 
before  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony  at  their  next 
sessions,  to  answer  to  the  matters  alledged  against  him,  the 
said  Benjamin  Stiles ;  and  the  Secretary  is  hereby  directed 
to  cause  him  to  be  served  with  a  citation  for  that  purpose, 
and  also  with  a  copy  of  the  information  exhibited  to  this 
Assembly  against  him ;  and  that  the  several  witnesses  named 
in  said  information  be  by  the  Secretary  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  General  Assembly  at  their  next  sessions,  to  testify 
in  the  premises. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  are  informed  that  John  R.  Marshall

for  the  defence  of  the  American  cause,  as  per  information 
on  file :  It  is  thereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
said  John  Marshall  be  cited  to  appear  before  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Colony  at  their  next  sessions,  to  answer  to 
the  matters  alledged  against  him,  the  said  John;  and  the 
Secretary  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  him  to  be  served  with  a 
citation  for  tiiat  purpose,  and  also  with  a  copy  of  said  inform- 
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ation  exhibited  to  this  Assembly  against  him ;  and  that  the 
several  witnesses  named  in  the  information  be  by  the  Secre- 
tary summoned  to  appear  before  the  General  Assembly  at 
their  next  sessions,  to  testify  in  the  premises.

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  second  company  of  Governor's 
Guards,  praying  this  Assembly  to  authorize  said  company 
annually  to  elect  their  non-commissioned  officers,  &c. :  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  said  company  be  authorized, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  annually  to 
elect  their  non-commissioned  officers.

name  of  the  Veteran  Guards,  with  liberty  by  voluntary  inlist- 
ment  from  time  to  time  to  compleat  their  number  of  sixty 
men,  including  officers:  provided  that  no  other  military 
company  or  troop  of  horse  shall  be  by  such  inlistment 
reduced  below  the  number  by  law  allowed  to  such  compa- 
nies; with  full  power  to  choose  a  captain,  one  lieutenant 
and  an  ensign,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be  necessary, 
and  to  furnish  themselves  with  such  arms,  ammunition  and 
implements  of  war  as  said  company  shall  agree  upon  by  the 
major  vote  of  said  company  who  shall  be  present  upon  legal 
warning  to  act  thereon ;  and  shall  do  as  much  military  duty

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company ;  and  in  equi-vote  the  captain  or  chief  officer  to 
have  a  casting  voice :  provided  such  orders  and  regulations 
are  allowed  and  approved  of  by  the  Captain-General,  or  by 
the  field  officers  of  said  regiment.

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Gillett,  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  Jacob  Sisco  late  of  Symsbiiry  in  Hartford  county, 
deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges, 
with  some  small  allowances  to  the  widow  of  the  said  de- 
ceas'd, surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd 
the  sum  of  £27  1  11,  L.  money,  for  the  payment  of  which 
sum  no  provision  was  made  by  the  deceas'd  in  his  life  time; 
and  praying  liberty  that  the  said  John  Gillett  may  be  im- 
powered  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  deceas'd  as 
may  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  of  £27  1  11,  L.  money, 
with  the  incident  charges  arising  on  said  sale,  as  per  memo- 
rial on  file  :     Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  John 
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Gillett  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered,  to  make  sale  of 
so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  as  shall 
be  sufficient  to  raise  the  said  sum  of  £27  1  11,  lawful  money, 
with  the  incident  charges  arising  on  said  sale ;  taking  the 
direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Simsbury 
therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  Plainfield,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  the  burthen  of  repairing  highways 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands  falls 
very  unequally  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  ;  praying 
for  liberty  and  authority  to  tax  the  polls  and  rateable  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  town,  to  raise  money  to  repair  the  high- 
ways in  said  town : 

Mesolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  said  town  of  Plainfield 
have  liberty,  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town  of  Plainfield,  to  tax  the  polls  and  rateable  estate 
of  said  inhabitants  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  said  town 
shall  from  time  to  time  judge  necessary  and  sufficient  to  re- 
pair al!  public  highways  in  said  town  ;  which  taxes  shall  be 
collected  by  the  several  surveyors  of  the  several  districts  for 
repairing  highways  in  said  town,  and  be  by  such  surveyors 
laid  out  and  improved  for  repairing  the  highways  in  each  dis- 
trict in  said  town.  And  said  town  is  hereby  impowered  by 
their  selectmen  or  a  committee  chosen  by  said  town  annually 
or  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require,  to  divide  the 
highways  in  said  town  into  districts,  and  to  assign  to  each 
surveyor  a  certain  proportion  of  highways  to  be  repaired  and 
maintained,  and  to  divide  out  and  proportion  to  the  several 
surveyors  of  the  several  districts  the  money  so  raised  by  said 
town  according  to  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  roads  set  out 
to  them  as  aforesaid  to  be  repaired  and  maintained.  And 
any  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  are  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  forth  warrants  to  such  surveyors  to  levy  and  collect 
such  taxes  arising  in  manner  aforesaid  within  their  respective 
[516]  districts,  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  ||  town  taxes 
are  collected.     And  every  such  surveyor  shall  render  a  true 

account  of  such  money  by  luni  so  collected  to  the  selectmen 
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of  said  town  in  a  reasonable  time  when  tliereto  required 
after  the  same  becomes  payable  to  said  collector.  And  all 
surplus  of  such  money  as  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  such 
surveyors,  or  any  of  them,  after  such  highways  are  suffi- 
ciently repaired,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer 
for  the  time  being,  and  by  him  or  his  successor  in  said  office 
paid  out  to  the  next  succeeding  surveyors  of  the  several  dis- 
tricts respectively,  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  monies  re- 
ceived by  said  town  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  highways 
for  the  then  current  year  shall  by  said  selectmen  or  commit- 
tee be  ordered  and  be  divided.

praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said 
deceas'd  as  may  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  of  £5  15  0,  L. 
money,  with  incident  charges  arising  on  said  sale,  as  per  me- 
piorial  on  file  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 
Titus  Read  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  and  fully  author- 
iz.ed,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  rasU  estate  of  the  said 
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deceased  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  of  £5  15  0, 
L.  money,  with  the  incident  charges  arising  on  said  sale; 
taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  Symsbury  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Abraham  Sedgwick,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  became  bound  to  the  Colony  Treasurer 
in  a  sum  of  about  six  hundred  pounds,  lawful  money,  for 
arrears  due  from  Timothy  Seymour,  a  collector  of  a  Colony 
tax ;  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  take  the  real  estate  of  the 
said  Timothy  to  secure  himself,  and  that  he  had  disposed  of 
the  same  and  had  with  the  avails  thereof  and  out  of  his  own 
estate  paid  jiU  but  about  one  hundred  pounds  of  said  sum, 
for  which  the  Treasurer  hath  obtained  judgment  and  execu- 
tion is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  against  him,  and  that 
it  will  greatly  distress  the  memorialist  to  pay  the  same 
at  this  time,  and  praying  that  said  execution  may  be  sus- 
pended until  the  first  day  of  June  next,  as  per  memorial  on 
file  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  execution  be  sus-

Upon  the  memorial  of  James  Weed,  administrator  on  the 
estate  of  Josiah  Weed,  late  of  Stamford  in  Fairfield  county, 
deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  &c.  due 
from  and  allowed  against  said  estate  surmount  the  personal 
[517]  inventoried  estate  and  ||  credits  of  said  deceas'd  the 
sum  of  £24  14«.  9d,  lawful  money,  and  praying  to  be  im- 
powercd  to  sell  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  to  raise  said  sum 
&c.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  James  Weed 
be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  to  sell  real  estate  of  said  de- 
ceas'd to  raise  said  sum  of  £24  14  9,  lawful  money,  to  en- 
able him  to  pay  said  debts  and  also  the  charges  of  sale ; 
taking  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  in  the  district  of 
Stamford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ruth  Blakely  and  Samuel  Blakely, 
executors  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Samuel  Blakely 
late  of  Woodbury,  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  debts  and  charges  allowed  against  said  estate  surmount 
the  moveable  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  £70  12  11,  L. 
money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  real  estate  &c.,  as 
per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
said  Samuel  Blakely  have  liberty  and  he  is  hereby  impowered, 
to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  de- 
ceas'd as  shall  be  sufficient  to  make  said  sum  of  £70  12  11, 
L.  money,  with  incident  charges  arising  on  said  sale  ;  taking 
the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  in  the  district  of  Wood- 
bury therein.

A  report  as  to  New  London 
was  made  at  the  next  May  session,  the  consideration  of  which  was  deferred 
to  the  next  session.  Rev.  War,  i,  360.  In  October  1775,  the  report  was  fur- 
ther referred  to  the  then  next  session,  and  in  the  meantime  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  Safety  were  desired  to  employ  some  engineer  to  view  the 
situation  and  circumstances  of  said  port,  to  consider  the  most  eligible  man- 
ner of  fortifying  the  same,  to  make  estimates  of  the  expense,  and  to 
report.

TOWN  AND  COMMITTEE  OF  NeW  HaVEN,  RECEIVED  2d  INSTANT, 
EVENING,  PER  Mr.  BaBCOCK,  REQUESTING  SUNDRY  THINGS  TO  BE 
DONE,  MADE  AND  PROVIDED,  FOR  THEIR  SAFETY,  OCCASIONED  BY  THE 
ALARMING  NEWS  OF  ORDERS  TO  DESTROY  ALL  THE  SEA-PORT  TOWNS  &C. 

Present:  The  same  gentlemen  as  yesterday. 
On  consideration  of  the  motion  and  request  of  the  town  and  com- 
mittee of  New  Haven,  requesting  sundry  things  for  their  defence 
and  safety,  by  their  letter  signed  Wm.  Greenough,  chairman, 
received  by  hand  of  Mr.  Babcock,  and  he  being  fully  heard  on  the 
subject  matters  therein  contained,  and  the  matters  specially  referred 
to  him  by  said  town. 

This  Board  do  resolve  and  order^  That  twenty  men  be  inlisted  by 
Cap.  Thompson  in  addition  to  the  30  raised  and  continued  there  by 
order  of  the  General  Assembly  at  their  last  session,  until  the  1st  of 
December  next  and  under  the  same  regulations,  and  that  the  whole 
of  said  men  be  kept  and  employed  under  the  command  of  said  Cap. 
Thompson,  in  building  and  erecting  a  proper  breast-work  and  bat- 
tery for  defence  and  security  against  any  hostile  attack  from  any  of 
the  ministerial  ships  &c.,  at  a  place  called  Black  Rock,  on  the  east- 
ern shore  of  the  harbour  or  channel  leading  up  to  said  N.  Haven. 
Said  works  to  be  constructed  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  to 
be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  said  town. 

Voted  and  resolved  alsoj  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  desired 
[52]  to  write  ||  to  the  Hon"*  Committee  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
requesting  for  and  in  favor  of  the  town  or  selectmen  of  New 
Haven,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  the  loan  of  18  pieces  of  iron  can- 
non of  the  size  and  dimensions  of  18  and  24  pounders,  or  some  of 
lesser  size,  viz.  of  12,  if  the  others  cannot  be  obtained  ;  to  be  at 
the  risque  of  this  Colony  if  lost  or  spoil'd  by  inevitable  providence 
and  without  the  fault  of  the  concerned,  otherwise  at  the  risque  of 
said  town  :  that  is  to  say,  if  the  same  can  be  spared  from  New 
York  consistent  with  their  own  safety. 

Voted  also,  That  an  order  be  given  by  his  Honor  for  the  select- 
men of  New  Haven  to  receive  100  of  the  Colony  arms,  made  agree- 
able to  act  of  Assembly  in  the  counties  of  New  Haven  or  Litch- 
field, to  lj<i  improved  at  present  for  the  safety  and  defence  of  said 
town  and  roturntjd  or  disposed  according  to  order  of  said  Assembly 
or  this  Committee. 

And  as  to  the  other  matters  requested  by  said  town,  this  Coim- 
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cil  are  of  opinion  they  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Hon"*  General 
Assembly  of  this  Colony.      Copy  given. 

Letters  were  now  received  by  the  Governor  containing  accounts 
of  the  Pennites  from  about  the  west  branch  of  Susquehanna  were 
about  to  come  armed,  about  500,  to  cut  and  drive  off  the  Connecti- 
cut settlers  from  Wyoming  &c.  The  matter  discoursed,  and  con- 
sidered as  having  a  most  dangerous  tendency  &c.  to  break  the 
union  of  the  Colonies  &c.,  and  probably  the  plan  concerted  by 
enemies  with  that  view ;  and  the  Governor  desired  to  write  the 
[53]  Congress  &c.  about  the  ||  matter,  and  endeavor  to  have 
the  matter  healed  and  each  side  remain  quiet  in  their  own 
limits,  &c.   , 

A  letter  prepared  and  approved  to  the  committee  at  Hartford 
appointed  to  take  care  of  prisoners,  informing  them  of  those  com- 
ing from  Chamblee  &c.  and  advising  them  to  distribute  them  in 
the  several  towns  in  Litchfield  county,  viz,  Canaan,  Salisbury, 
Sharon,  &c.,  keeping  families  together  &c. 

On  motion  by  the  Governor  at  the  request  of  Leonard  Dussau, 
(who  is  waiting,)  agreed  that  he  may  have  liberty  to  purchase  a 
vessel  in  this  Colony,  to  transport  a  cargo  of  lumber  in  to  the 
French  West  Indies,  for  which  he  had  liberty  from  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

And  this  meeting  was  dismissed.

Resolved^  That  Dr.  Church  be  close  confined  in  some  secure  goal 
in  the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  without  the  use  of  pen,  ink  and 
paper,  and  that  no  person  bo  allowed  to  converse  with  him,  ex- 
cept in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  a  magistrate  of  the  town  or 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  where  he  shall  be  confined,  and  in  the 
English  language,  until  further  orders  from  this  or  a  future 
Congress.

pounders,  some  brass,  if  it  may  be,  from  St.  Johns  or  any  other 
northern  posts,  lately  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  continental  army, 
where  they  can  be  spared,  to  be  improved  for  the  defence  of  New 
London  in  this  Colony,  a  place  and  post  of  great  importance  for 
the  safety  of  said  Colony,  and  very  capable  of  defence,  and  where 
works  are  now  erecting  but  cannot  bo  supplied  with  cannon  in 
[57]  any  ||  other  way  that  can  be  devised  ;  and  for  any  other  use 
for  the  protection  and  safety  of  this  Colony. 

Voted,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  honorable  county  court  of 
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New  London  county,  that  they  immediately  cause  to  be  erected 
and  built  a  proper  and  sufficient  yard  or  fence  round  and  including 
the  goal  or  part  of  it  at  Norwich,  so  as  effectually  to  prevent  any 
communication  from  without  with  any  prisoners  committed  there, 
and  which  is  more  immediately  and  especially  necessary  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  requisition  of  the  Hon^*'  Continental  Congress 
and  Gen*  Washington,  respecting  Dr.  Church  who  is  now  in  this 
town  and  by  order  of  the  Governor  and  this  Council  to  be  com- 
mitted there.

Agreed  and  ordered^  That  the  committee  for  prisoners  have  and 
cause  to  be  kept  a  special  and  vigilant  watch  over  those  persons, 
so  as  to  prevent  their  escape,  even  if  some  extra  ex  pence  should  be 
incurr'd  thereby,  and  that  they  give  proper  notice  of  their  appre- 
hentions  of  the  designed  escape  of  those  persons,  describing  them 
&c.,  to  such  towns  and  places  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  and 
request  that  they  keep  out  a  vigilant  eye  to  prevent  the  execution 
of  such  design.

His  Honor  having  received  a  letter  from  Gen*  Washington,  in- 
forming that  a  number  of  soldiers  from  Gen.  Putnam's  regiment 
&c.  had  deserted  the  service,  challenging  their  term  to  be  expired 
&c.;  that  he  had  sent  after  them  &c.,  and  much  resenting  their 
conduct,  and  moving  that  they  ought  to  be  made  examples  of  &c.: 
The  subject  matter  thereof  and  their  conduct  was  largely  discoursed. 
It  seems  the  opinion  that  their  conduct  is  very  reprehensible  and 
that  they  are  deserters:  but  considering  their  term  by  inlistment 
was  very  nearly  expired,  that  it  is  a  critical  time  about  forming  a 
[61]  new  army,  that  perhaps  it  is  not  so  well  within  our  province  | 
to  deal  with  them,  that  the  law  provides  &c.,  and  that  the  Assem- 
bly will  probably  soon  be  called  &c.,  and  it  is  best  to  refer  the 
matter  to  them,  and  a  letter  be  wrote  to  the  general  eicpressing 
these  things  and  our  resentment  of  their  conduct,  and  holding 
forth  the  zeal  and  6rmness  of  the  Colony,  notwithstanding  &c. 
And  a  letter  was  accordingly  prepared  and  considered  and  submit- 
ted to  the  Governor's  correction.

[525]  An  Act  for  raisingr  and  equippingr  a  Body  of  Minute  Men  to  be 
held  in  Readiness  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oovernor^  Cou7icil  and  Representa- 
tiveSy  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  samej  That  one  fourth  part  of  the  militia  of  this  Colony 
be  forthwith  selected  by  voluntary  inlistment,  with  as  many 
other  able  bodied  effective  men  not  included  in  anv  militia 
roll  as  are  inclined  to  enlist,  to  stand  in  readiness  as  Minute 
Men  for  the  defence  of  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United 
Colonies. 

And  that  stick  inlistments  may  be  speedily  made^  Be  it  fur- 
ther enacted^  That  the  colonels  or  chief  officers  of  the  Vespect- 
ive  regiments  of  militia  in  this  Colony  shall  forthwith  give 
orders  to  the  captains  or  chief  officers  of  the  several  military 
companies  in  their  regiments,  requiring  them  to  call  their 
respective  companies  together  and  inlist  the  fourth  part  of 
the  same  aa  ^foresaid,  with  such  other  able  bodied  effective 
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men  not  included  in  any  militia  roll  as  shall  volnntarilj 
oflfer  tliemselves.  And  said  captains  or  chief  officers  of  said 
companies  shall  immediately  execute  said  orders,  and  make 
return  of  their  doings  to  the  colonels  or  chief  officers  of  the 
respective  regiments,  and  thereupon  the  field  officers  of  each 
regiment  of  militia  shall  form  said  men  into  distinct  compa- 
nies, each  consisting  of  ahout  sixty-eight,  rank  and  file; 
which  companies  shall  have  liberty  to  choose  their  own  offi- 
cers, to  wit,  one  captain,  two  lieutenants  and  one  ensign, 
four  Serjeants,  one  clerk,  one  drummer,  one  fifer,  and  four 
corporals ;  and  said  field  officer  shall  lead  such  companies  to 
the  choice  of  their  commission  officers  and  make  return  of 
their  choice,  with  a  muster  roll  of  their  company,  to  his 
Honor  the  Governor,  who  on  receipt  thereof  is  authorized 
and  desired  to  commissionate  them  accordingly. 

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor, 
with  the  advice  of  the  committee  appointed  to  assist  him  in 
the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  desired,  to  form  said  companies  into  distinct 
regiments  and  specially  appoint  and  impower  such  of  the 
field  officers  of  the  regiments  of  militia  for  the  time  being  to 
take  command  of  such  new  formed  regiments  as  he  shall 
think  proper  and  expedient. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaidy  That 
such  officers  and  soldiers  shall  compleatly  equip  themselves 
with  arms  and  ammunition  according  to  law,  and  shall  also 
provide  themselves  a  good  bayonet  and  knapsack,  for  which 
they  shall  be  allowed  and  i»aid  each  one  the  sum  of  eight 
shillings  out  of  the  Colony  treasury.  And  the  captain  of 
each  of  said  inlisted  companies  shall  procure  a  drum  and 
fife  for  the  use  of  his  company,  for  which  he  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  Colony  treasury,  and  at  the  expiration  of  their 
service  shall  secure  the  same  for  the  use  of  this  Colony. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  companies  raised  and 
formed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  called  out  by  their  chief  officers 
and  meet  one  half  day  in  each  fortnight  the  three  summer 
months  only  excepted,  either  in  whole  or  in  such  divisions 
not  exceeding  four  in   number  as   the  commission  oflicers 
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shall  direct  for  military  exercise,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  for  absence  or  misbehaviour  as  the  militia  by 
law  are  already  subject  to,  which  penalties  shall  be  collected 
by  warrant  from  the  chief  officers  and  applied  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  company ;  and  the  said  officers  and  soldiers 
shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  for  each 
half  day  they  shall  meet  and  exercise  as  follows,  viz:  a  cap- 
tain three  shillings,  a  lieutenant  two  shillings,  an  ensign  one 
shilling  and  six  pence,  a  serjeant  and  clerk  one  shilling  and 
three  pence  each,  and  each  corporal,  fifer,  drummer  and  pri- 
vate soldier  one  shilling. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid j  That 
the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regiments  and  companies 
raised  and  formed  as  aforesaid  shall  hold  themselves  in  con- 
stant readiness  to  march  on  the  shortest  notice  for  the 
defence  of  this  or  any  other  of  the  United  Colonies  in  obe- 
dience to  the  orders  of  the  Captain-General  of  this  Colony 
or  other  their  superior  officer,  and  when  they  are  so  called 
out  into  actual  service  shall  have  and  receive  like  wages  and 
billetinir  allowance,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  laws  and 
regulations,  as-those  to  which  the  officers  and  soldiers  already 
raised  and  inlisted  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony  by  order  of 
the  General  Assembly  are  entituled  or  subjected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  regiments  and  compa- 
nies raised  and  formed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempted  from 
military  duty  in  any  other  regiment  or  company,  and  shall 
continue  to  be  held  under  the  aforesaid  regulations  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly,  not  exceeding  twelve 
months  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and 
shall  then  be  disbanded  and  returned  into  the  regiments  and 
companies  of  militia  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  and 
be  again  subject  to  military  duty  therein,  said  inlistment 
notwithstanding. 

Always  provided^  That  no  officer  or  soldier  inlisted  and 
liable  to  do  duty  as  aforesaid  shall  be  intituled  to  have  or 
receive  the  sum  or  sums  granted  to  said  officers  and  soldiers 
for  their  service  as  aforesaid  imtil  he  or  thev  shall  com- 
pleatly  arm  themselves  as  is  hereinbefore  directed  and  or- 
dered ;  anything  herein  contained  notwithstanding. 
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And  it  18  further  provided^  That  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  extend  to  include  or  affect  the  24th  regiment  of 
militia  in  this  Colony. 

[526J  An  Act  for  encouraglner  the  Manuftictures  of  Scklt  Petre  and  Oun 

Powder. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor ^  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  there  shall  be  given  and  paid  out  of  the  Colony  treasury 
a  premium  or  bounty  of  ten  pounds  for  every  hundred  pounds 
weight  of  good  and  merchantable  salt  petre  or  nitre  that 
shall  be  made  and  manufactured  in  this  Colony  between  the 
lirvSt  day  of  June  1776  and  the  first  day  of  January  1777, 
and  so  in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  lesser  quantity  :  Always 
provided,  That  in  case  any  proprietor  of  salt  petre  works 
or  manufacturer  of  salt  petre  shall,  upon  application  and 
request  made  to  him  by  any  person  or  persons,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  communicate  a  full  account  of  the  materials  out  of 
which  and  the  process  by  which  such  salt  petre  or  nitre  is 
made,  such  proprietor  or  manufacturer  shall  not  be  enti- 
tuled  to  have  or  receive  the  aforesaid  bounty  or  premium  for 
any  salt  petre  or  nitre  he  shall  make ;  anything  herein  con- 
tained Jiotwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  suitable  number  of  inspectors 
of  salt  petre  or  nitre  be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
and  that  the  claimants  of  the  premium  or  bounty  given  by 
this  or  any  former  act  for  the  manufacture  of  salt  petre  or 
nitre  shall  procure  the  salt  petre  or  nitre  by  them  made  to 
be  inspected  by  one  or  more  of  said  inspectors,  and  shall 
also  make  oath  before  such  ins])ector,  which  oath  such  in- 
spector is  hereby  enabled  to  administer,  that  such  salt  petre 
or  nitre  was  made  and  manufactured  in  this  Colony  out  of 
materials  collected  therein  by  him  or  them,  or  for  his  or 
their  account,  and  that  no  other  certificate  hath  been  had  or 
given  for  the  same  ;  and  thereupon  said  inspector  shall  give 
to  the  claimant  or  claimants  a  certificate  of  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  such  salt  j)etre  or  nitre,  and  that  proof  hath  been 
made  as  aforesaid  that  the  same  was  manufactured  in  this 
Colony  by  such    claimant   or   claimants ;   which   certificate 
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being  laid  before  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table,  they  shall 
draw  an  order  on  the  Colony  Treasurer  to  pay  such  claimant 
or  claimants  the  amount  of  the  aforesaid  bounty  or  premium 
on  such  nitre  or  salt  petre  out  of  the  Colony  treasury  and 
charge  the  same  to  the  Colony's  account,  who  shall  accept 
and  pay  such  order  accordingly. 

Be  it  also  enacted^  That  every  town  in  this  Colony,  which 
hath  and  doth  send  Representatives  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, in  which  salt  petre  or  nitre  works  are  not  or  shall  not 
be  erected  and  the  manufacture  of  salt  petre  is  riot  or  shall 
not  be  carried  on  by  some  private  person  or  persons,  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  enjoined  as  soon  as  may  be  to  erect  one  set 
of  such  works  and  carry  on  the  manufacture  of  nitre  or  salt 
petre  in  the  same;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
selectmen  of  each  town  in  this  Colony,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  enjoined,  at  the  expence  and  for  the  benefit 
of  said  town,  to  cause  such  works  to  be  erected  and  said 
manufacture  to  be  carried  on  in  the  same  accordingly. 

Be  it  also  enacted,  That  no  salt  petre,  nitre  or  gun-powder 
made  and  manufactured,  or  that  shall  be  made  and  manu- 
factured in  this  Colony,  shall  be  exported  out  of  the  same  by 
land  or  water  without  the  licence  of  the  General  Assembly 
or  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  pounds  for  every  hundred  weiglit  of 
such  salt  petre,  nitre  or  gun-powder,  and  proportionably  for 
a  greater  or  lesser  quantity  so  without  licence  exported ;  to 
be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information,  in  any  court  of 
record  in  this  Colony  by  law  proper  to  take  cognizance 
thereof. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  that  two  powder-mills  be  im- 
mediately erected  in  this  Colony  for  manufacturing  gun- 
powder. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  a 
bounty  or  premium  of  thirty  pounds  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  Colony  treasury  to  the  person  or  persons  who  shall 
erect  the  first  powder-mill  in  this  Colony,  and  shall  make 
and  manufacture  therein  five  hundred  pounds  weiglit  of  good 
and  merchantable  gun-powder;  also  that  a  bounty  or  premium 
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of  thirty  pounds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Colony  treasury  to 
the  person  or  persons  who  shall  erect  the  second  powder-mill 
in  this  Colony  and  make  or  manufacture  therein  five  hundred 
pounds  weight  of  good  and  merchantable  gun-powder. 

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  inspector  or  inspectors  who 
shall  iiisi)ect  and  give  a  certificate  for  any  quantity  of  salt 
petre,  as  before  directed,  shall  purchase  and  receive  such  salt 
petrc  for  the  Colony's  use  and  benefit,  and  give  his  or  their 
receipt  therefor  to  the*  claimant  or  claimants,  who  shall  be 
paid  therefor  out  of  the  Colony  treasury  at  such  price  as  the 
General  Assembly  shall  ascertain  and  affix. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  powder-mills  should 
be  so  situated  as  to  accommodate  the  public  in  the  best  man- 
ner, 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  no 
powder-mill  shall  be  erected  in  this  Colony  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  gun-powder  without  the  licence  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, or  in  their  recess  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  first 
had  and  obtained,  under  the  penalty  of  thirty  pounds  for 
every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  the  other  foregoing  pen- 
alties in  this  act  are  above  directed  to  be  recovered. 

An  Act  for  restrainingr  and  punishiner  Persons  "who  are  Inimical  to  the 

Liberties  of  this  and  the  Best  of  the  United  Colonies,  and 

for  directingr  Proceedingrs  therein. 

[527]  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Represent- 
ativcH^  in  General  Court  assemhled^  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  That  if  any  person  within  this  Colony  shall  directly 
or  indirectly  supply  the  ministerial  army  or  navy  with  pro- 
visions, military  or  naval  stores,  or  shall  give  any  intelligence 
to  the  oflicers,  soldiers  or  mariners  belonging  to  said  army  or 
navy,  or  shall  inlist  or  procure  any  others  to  inlist  into  the 
service  of  said  army  or  navy,  or  shall  take  up  arms  against 
this  or  either  of  the  United  Colonies,  or  shall  undertake  to 
pilot  any  of  the  vessels  belonging  to  said  navy,  or  in  any 
other  ways  shall  aid  or  assist  them,  and  be  thereof  duly  con- 
victed before  the  superior  court,  shall  forfeit  all  his  estate, 
wliich  shall  be  accordingly  seized  by  order  of  said  court  for 
the  u.sc  of  this  Colony ;  and  such  person  shall  be  further 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  any  of  the  goals  in  this  Colony 
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at  the  discretion  of  said  court,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three 
years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
if  any  person  by  writing  or  speaking,  or  by  any  overt  act, 
shall  libel  or  defame  any  of  the  resolves  of  the  Honorable 
Congress  of  the  United  Colonies,  or  the  acts  and  proceedings 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony,  made  or  which 
hereafter  shall  be  made  for  the  defence  or  security  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  same,  and  be  thereof  duly  con- 
victed before  the  superior  court,  shall  be  disarmed  and  not 
allowed  to  have  or  keep  any  arms,  and  rendered  incapable 
to  hold  or  serve  in  any  office  civil  or  military,  and  shall  be 
further  punished  either  by  fine,  imprisonment,  or  disfran- 
chisement, or  find  surety  of  the  peace  and  good  behaviour,  as 
said  court  shall  order,  and  shall  pay  the  cost  of  prosecution. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
on  complaint  being  made  to  the  civil  authority,  selectmen 
and  committee  of  inspection  of  the  respective  towns  in  this 
Colony  against  any  person  or  persons  dwelling  or  residing  in 
such  town,  or  any  adjoining  town  in  the  same  county  where 
there  is  not  a  committee  of  inspection,  that  he  or  they  are 
inimical  to  the  liberties  of  this  Colony  and  the  other  United 
Colonies  in  America,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  civil  author- 
ity, selectmen  and  committee,  to  cause  every  such  person  or 
persons  to  appear  before  them  to  be  examined,  and  if  on  ex- 
amination they  shall  not  be  able  to  satisfy  the  said  authority, 
selectmen  and  committee,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  that 
they  are  not  inimical  to  this  or  the  other  United  American 
Colonies,  then  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  by  order 
of  said  authority,  selectmen  and  committee,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  disarmed  and  not  allowed  to  have  or  keep  any 
arms  until  they  shall  satisfy  said  authority,  selectmen  and 
committee,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  that  such  person  or 
persons  are  friendly  to  this  and  the  other  United  Colonies. 

And  for  the  more  effectual  carrying  into  execution  this  act 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof, 

JBe  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  when 

any  person  shall  be  duly  convicted  and  ordered  to  be  dis- 
VoL.  Xy,— 25 
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armed  as  aforesaid,  the  superior  court,  or  civil  authority, 
selectmen  and  committee  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  happen, 
are  hereby  impowered  and  fully  authorized  to  issue  a  war- 
rant, signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  or  by  one  or 
more  of  the  said  civil  authority,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the 
county,  his  deputy,  or  to  the  constables  of  the  town  wherein 
such  person  or  persons  dwell,  directing  and  ordering  such  officer 
forthwith  to  disarm  such  person  or  persons ;  and  in  case  he  or 
they  shall  refuse  to  resign  up  his  or  their  arms,  said  officer 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  any  one  Assistant  and  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  two  justices  of  the  peace,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
raise  the  militia  of  the  county,  or  so  many  of  them  as  they 
shall  judge  needful,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  execu- 
tion such  warrant;  and  all  military  officers  and  soldiers, 
being  duly  required,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  the 
command  of  such  sheriff,  his  deputy,  or  constable,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  penalty  as  by  law  is  provided  for  commis- 
sion officers  and  soldiers  who  refuse  to  obey  the  sheriff  in  the 
execution  of  his  office.  And  all  informing  officers  are  di- 
rected to  enquire  after  and  due  presentment  make  of  all  the 
breaches  of  the  foregoing  paragraphs  of  this  act. 

Ayid  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
on  information  being  made  to  any  of  the  county  courts 
within  this  Colony  by  th.e  selectmen  of  any  towns,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  that  there  are  real  estates  in  such  town 
belonging  to  any  person  or  persons  who  have  since  the 
making  of  this  act  put,  or  shall  continue  to  hold  and  screen 
themselves  under  the  protection  of  the  ministerial  army  or 
navy,  or  have  aided  or  assisted  in  carrying  into  execution  the 
present  ministerial  measures  against  America,  such  county 
court  within  the  county  wherein  such  estate  lyeth  are  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered  to  issue  a  warrant  to  attach  such 
estate;  an  attested  copy  thereof  with  the  officer's  doings 
thereon  shall  be  left  at  the  last  usual  place  of  abode  of  such 
person  or  persons,  if  within  this  Colony,  at  least  twelve  days 
before  the  sitting  of  the  next  county  court  in  such  county ; 
and  if  on  enquiry  by  said  court  said  information  shall  be 
found  true,  said  court  are  directed  to  order  said  estate  so 
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attached  to  be  held  under  the  care  of  such  person  or  persons 
as  said  court  shall  appoint,  who  shall  improve  said  estate  or 
estates  for  the  use  of  this  Colony  and  be  accountable  for  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof. 


[628]  An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  relatinffto  Bscheate 

and  other  Estates  belongingr  to  and  recovered  for  the  use  of 

the  Public  Treasury  of  this  Colony. 


Wh#eas  in  and  by  said  act  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony 
is  impowered  and  required  to  make  sale  of  all  escheats,  as 
also  of  all  lands  that  are  or  shall  be  recovered  of  any  person 
or  persons  to  the  public  treasury,  by  public  vendue  only, 
which  in  some  cases  is  found  to  be  inconvenient  and  attended 
with  a  needless  cxpence  : 

Therefore  he  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Rep- 
resentativeSj  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  be  impowered 
and  he  is  hereby  impowered,  to  make  sale  of  such  lands 
as  aforesaid  either  by  public  vendue,  or  by  apprizement  made 
by  three  judicious  freeholders  under  oath,  or  private  sale,  as 
he  shall  judge  may  conduce  most  to  the  benefit  of  this 
Colony,  and  pass  deed  or  deeds  accordingly. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  in  May,  1769,  did  establish  and 
order  that  the  military  exercise  called  the  Norfolk  Militia 
Exercise  should  be  used  and  practiced  by  tlie  militia  of  this 
Colony  for  the  future :  And  whereas  the  continental  army 
have  adopted  the  military  exercise  usually  called  the  Manual 
Exercise  as  ordered  by  his  Majesty  in  the  year  1764,  which 
is  esteemed  preferable  in  many  respects  to  the  said  Norfolk 
Militia  Exercise,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  soldiery  for 
real  service :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  for  the  future 
the  military  exercise  called  the  Manual  Exercise  ordered  by 
his  Majesty  in  1764  shall  be  observed  and  practiced  by  the 
militia  in  this  Colony,  and  that  the  colonels  or  chief  com- 
manding officer  of  the  respective  regiments  in  this  Colony 
do  give  orders  to  the  commanding  officers  of  each  military 
company  under  their  command,  that  they  conform  themselves 
thereto  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be ;  any  law  or  usage  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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An  Act  in  Addition  to  a  Law  of  this  Colony  entituled  An  Act  for  the 

Punishment  of  Deserters. 

Be  it  enaHed  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  if  any  soldier  or  mariner  regularly  iulisted  into,  taken 
or  retained  in  the  service  of  this  Colony,  or  of  this  and  the 
rest  of  the  United  Colonies,  who  shall  depart  without  licence 
of  his  commander,  or  that  shall  desert  said  service  a^l  shall 
escape  into  or  be  within  this  Colony,  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of 
any  and  every  person  that  shall  be  made  acquainted  there- 
with, and  especially  of  the  constables  and  grand-jurors  in  the 
several  towns  in  this  Colony,  immediately  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  next  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  who 
sliall  by  proper  warrant  under  his  hand  cause  such  deserter 
forthwith  to  be  apprehended  and  committed  to  the  common 
goal  of  the  county  where  he  shall  be  taken,  and  there  be 
secured  till  he  can  be  returned  to  his  said  commander.  That 
if  any  person  shall  harbour  or  conceal  any  such  deserter 
within  this  Colony,  knowing  him  to  be  such,  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifteen  pounds,  money,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court  that  shall  have  cognizance  thereof,  or  imprisoned  not 
exceeding  two  months,  at  the  discretion  of  said  court ;  and 
that  every  person  that  shall  be  guilty  of  any  breach  of  this 
act  shall  be  informed  against  by  the  same  officers,  prosecuted 
in  the  same  manner,  and  tryed  before  the  same  court  men- 
tioned in  said  law. 

Whereas  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  be- 
longing to  this  Colony,  who  have  been  employed  for  the  year 
past  in  the  Continental  armies,  stand  liable  and  obliged  by 
law  to  pay  taxes  for  their  respective  i)oll8 :  yet  considering 
the  fatigues  and  importance  of  the  service,  and  being  desirous 
to  encourage  the  future  service,  and  to  show  some  gratuitous 
token  of  approbation  to  those  who  have  behaved  well  and 
served  out  faithfully  the  stipulated  time  by  them  entered 
into, 
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Be  it  therefore  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Rep- 
resentativeSj  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  those  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers 
who  have  faithfully  discharged  their  respective  duties  as 
soldiers  during  the  campaign  that  is  past  shall  be  exempted 
from  paying  any  taxes  arising  on  their  respective  polls  in 
the  list  given  in  for  the  year  1775  ;  and  that  those  who  have 
[529]  already  ||  inlisted  or  shall  hereafter  inlist  into  the 
Continental  army  for  the  ensuing  campaign  shall  be 
exempted  from  paying  taxes  on  their  polls  in  the  list  to  be 
given  in  for  the  year  1776  ;  and  that  the  persons  of  such  as 
shall  so  inlist  or  have  already  inlisted  be  exempt  from 
arrests  for  debt  until  tlie  term  of  their  service  is  expired. 

An  Act  ImpowerinfiT  the  Commander  In  Chief  of  the  Continental  Army 
or  Officers  commandingr  a  Detachment  or  Out- 
posts &c.  to  culminister  an  Oath. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor y  Council  and  Representatives , 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  raised  or  to  be 
raised  by  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United  Colonies,  or  any 
officer  in  the  service  of  the  said  United  Colonies  command- 
ing any  detachment  or  out-post,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  administer  an  oath  and  swear  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  the  truth  of  any  information  or  intelligence,  or  any 
other  matters  relative  to  the  public  service. 

An  Act  for  altering:  and  further  ascertainingr  the  Bounds  and  Limits 
of  the  Town  of  Westmoreland  in  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  town  of  Westmoreland  in  this  Colony  shall  be 
bounded  east  by  the  river  Delaware,  south  by  a  line  of  lati- 
tude just  forty-one  degrees  north  from  the  equator,  and  ex- 
tend west  on  said  line  to  the  termination  of  fifteen  English 
miles  west  of  the  east  branch  of  the  river  Susqueliannah, 
from  thence  to  run  northerly  a  straight  line  to  the  forks  of 
the  river  Tioga,  and  continuing  the  same  course  to  the  north 
line  of  this  Colony,  which  shall  be  the  west  line  of  said  town

and  of  the  county  of  Litchfield.  And  said  town  is  bounded 
north  by  the  north  line  of  this  Colony  as  described  in  the 
charter  from  King  Charles  the  second,  bearing  date  the  23d 
day  of  April  1662. 

And  whereas  part  of  the  land  contained  in  said  charter  to 
this  Colony  is  claimed  by  the  Proprietors  of  the  Colony  of 
Pensylvania  by  virtue  of  a  grant  from  King  Charles  the 
second  made  subsequent  to  tlie  grant  to  the  Governor  and 
Company  of  this  Colony,  and  a  number  of  persons  are  set- 
tled on  part  of  said  lands  under  said  claim,  and  also  numbers 
of  persons  are  settled  on  other  parts  of  said  disputed  terri- 
tory under  the  title  of  this  Colony,  which  are  included  within 
said  town  of  Westmoreland;  and  in  order  to  preserve  the 
peace  of  said  inhabitants,  and  harmony  and  friendship 
between  the  Colonies,  pursuant  to  the  advice  of  the  Hon**^' 
Congress  of  the  United  Colonies,  until  the  controversy  con- 
cerning the  title  of  said  lands  can  be  settled  and  deter- 
mined, either  by  an  amicable  agreement  or  some  competent 
judicature. 

It  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  all  the  present  in- 
habitants on  said  disputed  territory  shall  remain  quiet  in 
their  present  possessions,  without  molestation  from  any  per- 
son or  persons  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Colony :  pro- 
vided they  behave  themselves  peacibly  toward  the  inhabi- 
tants settled  npdev  the  claim  of  this  Colony ;  and  provided 
the  persons  belonging  to  this  Colony  who  have  been  lately 
apprehended  on  said  lands  by  some  of  the  people  of  Pen- 
sylvania be  released  and  all  the  effects,  as  well  of  those 
who  have  been  already  released  as  those  now  in  custody,  be 
restored  to  them.  And  all  persons  are  hereby  strictly  forbid 
making  any  further  settlements  on  said  lands  without  special 
licence  from  this  Assembly,  or  giving  any  interruption  or 
disturbance  to  any  persons  already  settled  thereon.  This 
temporary  provision  to  remain  in  force  during  the  pleasure  of 
this  Assembly,  and  shall  not  afl'ect  or  prejudice  the  legal 
title  of  this  Colony  or  of  any  particular  persons  to  any  of 
said  lands  in  controversy.

Mesolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  for  the  future  the  Dele- 
gates of  this  Colony  who  shall  be  appointed  to  attend  the 
General  Congress  of  the  United  Colonies  of  America  shall  be 
annually  chosen  by  this  Assembly  at  their  session  in  October ; 
and  such  of  said  Delegates  who  shall  be  directed  to  attend 
shall  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  after  their  being 
elected  as  aforesaid  attend  said  Congress,  if  then  sitting : 
Always  provided,  that  if  it  skall  so  happen  that  said  new 
chosen  Delegates  shall  not  arrive  at  the  place  where  said 
Congress  be  then  sitting,  that  the  Delegates  then  attending 
at  said  Congress  in  behalf  of  this  Colony  do  continue  to  sit 
and  act  until  said  new  elected  Delegates  shall  arrive  and  take 
their  seats  in  said  Congress. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  selectmen  for  the 
time  being  of  each  town  in  this  Colony  be  and  they  are 
liereby  appointed  Inspectors  of  Nitre  or  Salt  petre  made  and 
[530]  manufactured  in  this  Colony,  with  all  the  power  and  || 
authority  given  to  inspectors  of  salt  petre  in  and  by  an  act 
of  this  Assembly  intituled  An  act  for  encouraging  the  man- 
ufactures of  salt  petre  and  gun-powder ;  which  salt  petre  or 
nitre  shall  from  time  to  time  be  delivered  to  such  person  or 
persons  as  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  the  Committee  of 
Safety  shall  appoint  to  receive  the  same,  and  cause  it  to  be 
manufactured  into  powder  for  the  use  of  the  Colony. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Mr.  Titus  Hosmer,  Mr. 
Ephraim  Strong,  Capt.  John  Holbrook,  Colo.  Jabez  Hamlin, 
Esq',  and  Doct'  John  Dickinson,  be  a  committee  to  examine 
where  any  mines  or  mineral  substances  containing  sulphur 
may  be  found  within  this  Colony,  and  procure  proper  ex- 
perienced workmen  to  separate  the  sulphur  from  its  ore,  and 
make  experiments  on  such  ores  so  as  to  be  able  to  form  a 
judgment  what  will  be  the  expence  of  manufacturing  sulpliur, 
and  whether  it  will  be  practicable  to  carry  on  that  manufac- 
ture to  any  advantage,  and  make  report  to  the  next  sessions 
of  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  his  Honor  the  Governor  in 
case  they  shall  be  prepared  to  make  report  before  such  ses- 
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sion  of  Assembly.  And  in  case  report  shall  be  made  by  said 
committee  to  the  Governor,  his  Honor  the  Governor  with  the 
advice  of  his  Council  of  Safety  is  impowered  to  give  orders  to 
such  committee  to  proceed  in  manufacturing  sulphur  for  the 
use  and  at  the  expence  of  this  Colony,  and  to  impower  said 
committee  to  receive  of  the  Treasurer  such  sums  of  money  as 
shall  by  them  be  judged  necessary  to  be  used  for  carrying  on 
said  manufacture  to  the  best  advantage. 

Resolved^  That  a  brigantine  owned  by  Capt.  John  Griggs 
be  purchased  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  to  be  fitted  and  im- 
proved as  an  armed  vessel  for  the  defence  thereof ;  *  and 
that  Col.  David  Waterbury  be  a  committee  to  purchase  the 
said  brigantine  and  appurtenances,  at  a  price  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  pounds,  taking  an  inventory  of  the  appurte- 
nances belonging  to  said  brigantine  and  a  bill  of  sale  thereof 
to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  this  Colony ;  and  that  he 
make  report  thereof  to  this  Assembly  ;  and  in  case  the  said 
Colo.  Waterbury  shall  purchase  said  brigantine,  that  with 
all  convenient  dispatch  he  proceed  with  her  to  the  port  of 
New  Haven. 

Itesolved  by  (his  Asaemhly^  That  Colo.  David  Waterbury 
and  Capt.  Isaac  Sears  be  impowered  and  directed  to  enquire, 
view,  examine  and  find  out  some  suitable  vessel  to  be  im- 
proved for  an  armed  vessel  in  defence  of  this  Colony,  and 
what  terms  such  an  one  maybe  either  purchased  or  chartered, 
with  their  judgment,  estimate  and  opinion  thereon,  and 
report  make  to  this  Assembly  at  tiieir  present  sessions. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  Colo.  David  Waterbury 
and  Capt.  Isaac  Sears  be  a  committee  to  view  and  examine 
a  certain  brigantine  belonging  to  Capt.  John  Griggs,  at  Green- 


*Col.  Waterbury  and  (-npt.  Sears,  appointed  a  committee  to  view  and 
examine  this  brig,  reporied  that  she  was  a  new  vessel  which  had  made  but 
one  voyage  to  the  West  Indies;  that  her  hull  was  well  built  and  calculated 
for  a  privateer;  her  measurement  was  62  feet  keel,  23  feet  beam,  and  11 
feet  in  the  hold.  She  would  well  mount  10  six  pounders  and  34  swivels. 
After  her  purchase,  her  name  was  changed  to  the  Defence.  lUv.  M\ir,  i,

Resolved  hy  this  Assemblt/j  That  the  troops  now  stationed 
on  the  sea  coast  of  this  Colony  by  order  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  continued  for  the 
defence  thereof.  That  the  battery  of  Groton  be  furnislied 
with  six  cannon,  thirty-two  pounders,  or  in  lieu  thereof  six 
twenty-four  pounders;  and  that  the  battery  at  Stonington  be 
supplied  with  six  cannon,  two  eighteen  and  four  twelve 
pounders;  and  that  the  battery  at  New  Haven  be  supplied 
with  sixteen  cannon,  viz:  six  eighteen  and  ten  twelve  pound- 
ers; and  that  the  harbour  of  Milford  be  supplied  with  six  of 
the  cannon  now  at  New  Haven,  if  to  be  obtained. 

And  it  is  further  resolved  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  Governor  and  his  Council  of  Safety  be  authorized  and 
impowered  to  supply  the  batteries  with  said  cannon  and  suit- 
able ammunition  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  find  neces- 
sary and  expedient:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  Governor 
and  his  Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered 
to  augment,  disband  or  discharge  any  or  all  of  the  troops 
now  stationed  on  the  sea  coast  from  time  to  time,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  they  shall  judge  expedient;  anything 
herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

[581]  Resolved^  That  Capt.  Giles  Hall,  commander  of 
the  brigantine  Minerva,  now  in  the  Colony's  service,  be  di- 
rected and  he  is  hereby  directed  and  ordered,  forthwith  to 
deliver  to  Jonathan  Fitch,  Esq"",  at  New  Haven,  all  the  guns 
and  warlike  stores  now  on  board  said  brigantine ;  and  having 
so  done,  he  is  further  directed  to  dismiss  as  many  hands  as 
he  shall  think  proper,  reserving  a  suflicient  number  to  sail 
said  brigantine  into  Connecticut  River,  and  proceed  with  her 
with  all  possible  dispatch  to  Rocky  Hill,  and  deliver  lier  to 
the  owner  according  to  charter  party.

and  troops  in  their  respective  regiments,  with  the  names  of 
the  commission  officers  and  the  number  of  men  in  each;  and 
forthwith  make  return  thereof  to  the  Captain  General.

he  heard  nothing  of  it  until  his  return,  although  he  finds 
now  that  it  had  been  issued  several  days  before  it  arrived  at 
Fairfield;  and  that  although  he  had  it  not  in  his  heart  to

shillings  per  hundred  weight,  and  to  do  the  same  in  good  and 
workmanlike  manner,  and  in  good  and  due  season  as  fast  [as]  it 
shall  be  wanted  for  its  proper  use  and  uses,  and  to  do  and  perform 
the  whole  in  good,  faithful  and  upright  manner,  to  be  done  and 
wrought  of  iron  to  be  found  and  delivered  at  his  shop  at  or  near 
said  yard.

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Voted,  in  so  far  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  General 
Congress  received  •  few  days  since,  for  a  ton  of  powder  to  be  sent 
to  Canada  &c.,  having  very  little  &c.,  that  about  728  lb.  of  powder 
be  forwarded  from  this  Colony  at  the  discretion  and  direction  of 
his  Honor  the  Governor,  for  the  use  of  the  army  in  that  quarter. 

[96]  Whereas  it  is  necessary  that  the  bounty  wages,  pay  for 
blankets,  knapsacks,  provisions  for  the  march  of  the  battalion  now 
raising  for  reinforcement  of  the  northern  army  &c ,  according  to 
the  proclamation  of  his  Honor  the  Governor  of  the  27th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1776,  issued  in  consequence  of  the  resolve  and  order  of  the 
Hon"*  Continental  Congress,  should  be  paid  and  advanced;  and 
said  Congress  having  ordered  12500  dollars  to  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  and  forwarded  by  the  Delegates  of  this  Colony  with  all

concern  the  safety,  interest  and  defence  of  those  places,  so  far  as 
respects  the  common  good  ;  and  of  facts  with  their  opinion  make 
report  to  this  Board  as  soon  as  may  be.

Mr.  Bushnell  was  here,  by  request  of  the  Governor  and  Council, 
and  gave  an  account  of  his  machine  contrived  to  blow  ships  &c., 
and  was  asked  many  questions  about  it  &c.  &c.,  and  being  retired, 
on  consideration,  voted,  that  we  hold  ourselves  under  obligations  of

able to  have  him  proceed  to  make  every  necessary  preparation  and 
experiment  about  it,  with  expectation  of  proper  public  notice  and 
reward. 

[1 00]  This  Board  having  been  im powered  and  authorized  by 
the. General  Assembly  in  December  last,  to  supply  the  batteries  at 
Groton,  Stoningtown,  New  Haven,  &c.  with  cannon  and  suitable

And  said  Col.  Elderkin 
is  allowed  to  take  his  son  Bela  with  him,  to  assist  in  any  necessary 
services  he  shall  be  able  to  do,  and  is  to  make  report  of  his  doings 
in  the  premises  to  this  Board.

works,  if  need  be,  or  such  other  as  shall  be  necessary  in  those  parts; 
and  at  proper  times,  at  the  discretion  of  their  officers,  to  be  exer- 
cised in  the  use  of  arms,  and  of  cannon  and  any  other  proper  mili- 
tary exercises;  and  that  said  three  cc^panies  be  stationed  at  said 
three  places,  viz.  that  under  the  command  of  ,  at  said 

Winthrop's  Point;  that  under  the  command  of  (Cap.  Mott,  as  p. 
111.  [*24*2])  at  said  Groton  Hill;  and  that  under  the  command  of 
(Cap.  Ely,  as  p.  Ill,  [242])  at  said  Mamacock;  yet  so  as  that  any 
party  or  detachment  of  either  one  or  more  of  said  companies  under 
proper  officers  shall  be  liable  and  may  be  called  off  from  their  proper 
station  to  labour  or  do  duty  at  any  or  either  of  said  fortifications 
and  places,  as  may  be  judged  necessary  and  expedient  and  shall  bo 
ordered  by  the  engineer  appointed  to  direct  and  superintend  all 
said  works,  and  to  such  orders  as  may  be  made  by  this  Board  or 
the  General  Assembly;  and  that  if  any  of  said  soldiers  shall  be 
deficient  in  such'  reasonable  labor  and  duty  as  shall  be  required, 
such  deficiency  shall  be  deducted  out  of  his  wages. 

And  it  is  further  provided^  That  the  aforesaid  troops,  or  three 
companies,  shall  be  subject  to  and  regulated  by  the  rules  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony  pass'd  in  May,  1775,  en- 
tituled  An  act  for  regulating  and  ordering  the  troops  that  are  or 
may  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony,  so  far  as  they  are 
capable  of  being  applied  to  their  circumstances  and  situation. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  said  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be 
entitled  to  and  shall  have  and  receive  the  same  pay  and  wages  as 
the  oflScers  and  soldiers  in  the  continental  army  near  Boston,  and 
shall  be  furnished  and  supplied  with  good  and  sufficient  rations  of 
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provisions  for  tbeir  support  in  the  same  manner,  as  near  as  may 
be,  or  equivalent  thereto;  and  the  soldiers  shall  be  allowed  one  jill 
of  rum  per  day  when  on  labour  and  fatigue,  and  35.  each  for  the 
use  of  their  blankets;  and  said  companies  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  Colony  with  such  arms  as  shall  be  judged  necessary. 

[108]  And  it  is  further  provided  and  resolved^  That  all  necessary 
timber  to  be  used  in  and  about  said  forts  be  provided  as  soon  as 
may  be.  That  one  convenient  and  suitable  barrack  for  one  com- 
pany shall  be  built  at  a  proper  place  for  such  company  on  Groton 
Hill.

London  make  no  demand  on  account  of  such  removal :  the  property 
to  remain  as  before. 

It  is  also  resolved  and  ordej^d,  That  three  stone  sledges  and  three 
hammers,  thirty  shovels,  thirty  spades,  ten  iron  crowbars,  twenty 
pickaxes,  two  draft -cliains,  one  long  log-chain,  and  one  cart  with 
two  pair  of  oxen,  be  purchased  and  improved  for  carrying  on  the 
works  aforesaid;  and  that  all  said  tools  &c.  be  properly  taken  care 
of  and  secured  by  the  commanding  officer  where  they  shall  be 
used. 

And  Col.  G.  Saltonstall  is  appointed  a  committee  to  provide 
necessary  timber  and  materials  according  to  order,  for  the  works 
on  Winthrop's  Point.

thrown  into  N.  York,  till  ho  can  march  his  army  there. 

Samuel  Bryant  and  Zebulon  White  were  present,  who  had  been 
sent  for  near  Middleborough  &c.  as  cannon  founder  and  moulder 
&c.  The  first  demands  two  dollars,  and  the  other  one  and  one- 
third  dollars  per  day,  and  to  be  supported :  and  having  great  neces- 
sity of  them,  and  they  affirming  that  they  have  had  and  are  offered 
the  same  near  home,  it  is  therefore  and  on  that  ground  agreed,  to 
allow  them  that  pay  and  support :  but  it  is  agreed  and  understood, 
that  if  said  Bryant  does  not  succeed,  he  is  to  have  no  other  allow- 
ance than  his  support.  And  they  are  desired  and  sent  forward  to 
Salisbury  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  the  business  of  making 
cannon. 

It  is  voted,  That  Col.  Joshua  Porter  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
Chief  Provider  and  Overseer  of  the  works  at  the  furnace  in  Salis-

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ately  to  throw  two  thousand  men  into  that  city,  from  the  frontiers 
of  this  Colony,  to  maintain  the  place  till  he  can  arrive  there  with 
the  army  under  his  command  :

Whereas  liis  Honor  the  Governor  has  just  received  intelligence 
frr.ni  the  Corninittoe  of  the  Hon.  General  Assembly  of  the  Colony 
of  MassiK  husctt'-;  Bay,  that  a  larpro  army  of  foreign  troops  hireil  by 
tlie  iniiiistrv  and  powcM's  of  Great  l^ritaiii  to  lay  waste  and  destroy 
this  country,  arc  in   iact  on  their  passage  to  execute  their  bloody 
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orders,  and  in  all  probability  near  our  coasts  and  may  be  daily  ex- 
pected, which  renders  it  necessary  that  every  possible  preparation 
should  be  made  for  our  own  defence, 

It  »«,  ihereforCj  resolved  and  ordered  hy  this  Board,  That  the  men 
lately  ordered  to  be  inlisted  or  detached  out  of  the  first  regiment 
and  the  other  regiments  east  of  Connecticut  River  be  immediately 
fumislied  and  compleatly  equipped,  armed  and  accoutred,  accord- 
ing to  the  orders  given  for  their  being  raised,  and  that  they  be 
fitted  for  an  immediate  march  on  any  emergency.  And,  in  order 
to  that,  the  colonels  or  commanding  oflBcers  for  the  time  being  of 
the  aforesaid  regiments  are  required,  without  any  delay,  to  direct 
[30]  the  captains  or  chief  officers  appointed  to  command  the  ||  sev- 
eral  companies  of  said  minute-men.  forthwith  to  call  their  said  com- 
panies  together^  (who  are  also  required  to  yield  obedience  to  the 
orders  of  said  officers,  on  penalty  of  the  law,)  and  said  captains  and 
officers  are  carefully  to  examine  into  the  equipments  of  their  said 
companies  and  diligently  attend  to  and  see  that  they  be  forthwith 
fumishe<l  as  aforesaid.  And  where  arms  and  ball  cannot  be  other- 
ways  obtained,  they  shall  be  furnished  out  of  the  town  stocks  so  far 
as  may  be,  and  arms  impressed  if  need  be,  from  such  householders 
or  others  who  shall  appear  to  be  least  able  and  likely  to  make  use 
of  such  arms  &c.  themselves,  to  supply  such  as  cant  be  otherwise 
furnished;  and  any  civil  authority  are  to  give  out  such  impresses, 
on  request  of  such  captains  and  other  officers.  And  every  non- 
commission  officer  and  soldier  who  shall  appear  and  lie  compleatly 
equipped  with  every  requisite,  or  shall  be  so  equi})ped  in  a  season- 
able  short  time  to  the  acceptance  of  such  captains  shall  be  in  titled 
to  a  reward  of  one  dollar,  and  in  proportion  for  the  value  of  such 
articles  as  they  shall  furnish  themselves.  And  all  such  officers  and 
soldiers  shall  he  allowed  a  reasonable  reward  for  the  use  of  such 
arms,  ammunition,  blankets  and  knapsacks,  as  they  shall  provide 
for  themselves,  if  called  to  and  used  in  actual  service,  and  shall  also 
bo  allowed  for  the  time  necessarily  spent  in  meeting  together  accord- 
ing to  the  direction  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  resolve,  at  the 
same  rate  of  wages  and  support  as  the  continental  army;  and  if 
called  into  actual  service,  to  be  upon  the  same  pay  and  allowance 
from  their  march  as  the  troops  in  said  army.  And  all  arms  or  ac-

shall  be  taken  and  brought  into  said  respective  counties. 
Aiid  that  the  civil  law,  the  laws  of  ^lations,  and  the  resolu- 
tions of  Congress,  be  the  rule  of  their  adjudications,  deter- 
minations and  proceedings  therein.  And  said  respective 
county  courts  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  to  con- 
stitute and  appoint  such  pro])er  officers  under  them  as  they 
shall  find  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 
Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforenaid^  That  ap- 
peals be  allowed  to  the  Continental  Congress,  under  the  re- 
strictions and  agreeable  to  the  directions  and  resolves  of  said 
Congress.  And  that  the  fees  for  said  court  and  the  respec- 
tive officers  thereof  be  reasonable  and  such  as  are  customary 
in  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  or  may  be  established  by  said 
Congress  or  by  this  Assembly.  And  the  judge  of  said  re- 
spective county  courts  is  hereby  authorized  to  call  said  court 
for  said  purpose  at  any  place  within  the  respective  counties, 
as  shall  be  most  convenient  and  ex])edient. 

[551]  An  Act  for  repealinfir  an  Act  of  this  Colony  Intituled  An  Act 

agramst  High  Treason. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oovernor,  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  Greneral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  the  aforesaid  act,  and  every  part  and  paragraph  thereof, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  made  null  and  void. 

An  Act  In  Alteration  of  an  Act  Intituled  An  Act  prescribing:  Forms  of 

Writs.  Proc3sses,  &c 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Grovernor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  for  the  future  all  writs  and  processes  in  law  or  equity 
shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the 
Colony  of  Connecticut,  instead  of  his  Majesty's  name;  and 
that  in  all  summonses,  attachments  or  other  processes  before 
an  Assistant  or  justices  of  the  peace,  the  words  "  One  of  his 
Majesty's  justices  of  the  peace "  be  omitted ;  and  that  in- 
stead thereof  be  inserted  "  Justice  of  the  peace  " ;  and  that 
Vol.  XV.  —36 
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no  writ  or  process  shall  have  or  bear  any  date  save  the  year 
of  our  Lord  Christ  only;  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  Alteration  of  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  preacrlbinsr  and 
establishingr  Forms  of  Oaths  in  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  samty 
That  the  several  forms  of  oaths  here  following  be  and  they 
are  hereby  established,  to  be  taken  and  administred  unto 
the  several  and  respective  officers  and  persons  for  whom  they 
are  appointed,  as  followeth: 

For  the  Freemen,  viz. 

You,  A.  B.  being  by  the  providence  of  God  an  inhabitant 
within  this  Colony  of  Connecticut,  and  now  to  be  made  free 
of  the  same,  do  swear  by  the  ever  living  God  to  be  true  and 
faithfull  to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  said  (/olony  and  the 
government  thereof  as  now  established  and  is  expressed  by 
charter;  and  whensoever  you  shall  give  your  vote  or  suffrage 
touching  any  matter  which  concerns  this  Colony,  being  called 
thereunto,  you  will  give  it  as  in  your  conscience  you  shall 
judge  will  conduce  to  the  best  good  of  the  same,  without  re- 
spect of  persons  or  favour  of  any  man  :  So  help  you  God. 

For  the  Grand  Jurors,  viz. 

You  do  swear  by  the  name  of  the  ever  living  God,  that 
you  will  diligently  enquire  after  and  true  presentment  make 
of  all  breaches  of  law  that  shall  come  to  your  knowledge  ac- 
cording to  your  charge,  unless  some  religious  tye  of  conscience 
surely  bottomed  upon  the  word  of  God  bind  you  to  secrecy; 
the  secrets  of  the  cause,  your  own  and  your  fellows,  you  duly 
observe  and  keep.  You  will  present  no  man  for  envy,  hatred 
or  malice,  neither  will  you  leave  any  man  unpresented  for 
love,  fear,  favour  or  alTection,  or  in  hope  of  reward,  but  you 
will  present  things  tiuly  as  they  come  to  your  knowledge, 
according  to  the  best  of  your  understanding  and  according 
to  the  laws  of  this  Colony:  So  help  you  God. 

For  the  Petit  Jurors,  viz. 

You  swear  by  the  ever  living  God,  that  without  respect  of 
persons  or  favour  of  any  man,  you  shall  well  and  truly  try 
and  true  deliverauc^  make  between  the  Governor  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  and  the  prisoner  at  the 
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bar  whom  you  shall  have  in  charge,  according  to  your  evidence 
and  the  laws  of  this  Colony:'  So  help  you  God. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  forms  of  the  oaths  in  said  act  established  for  freemen,  grand 
jurors  and  petit  jurors,  and  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  su- 
premacy, be  and  are  hereby  repealed  and  made  null  and  void ; 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

[552]  An  Act  in  Alteration  of  one  ParagrreLph  of  an  Act  intituled  An 
Act  for  preventiner  and  punishingr  Riots  and  Rioters. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives, 

in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 

That  tlie  form  of  the  proclamation  prescribed  by  said  act  be 

and  the  same  is  hereby  altered,  and  that  instead  of  the  form 

in  said  act  inserted  be  the  following,  viz:  The  Governor  and 

Company  of  this  Colony  charge  and  command  all  persons 

assembled  immediately  to  disperse  ihemselves  and  peacibly 

to  depart  to  their  habitations  or  to  their  lawful  business,  upon 

the  pains  and  penalties  contained  in  the  act  or  law  of  this 

Colony  intituled  An  act  for  preventing  and  punishing  riots 

and  rioters.     And  the  persons  authorized  by  said  act  for  the 

future  shall  make  use  of  the  foregoing  form,  instead  of  thd 

form  by  said  act  prescribed  and  directed. 

An  Act  for  revivingr  an  Act  made  and  passed  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  Colony  on  the  second  Thursday  or  May  1774,  entituled 
An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  Alteration  of  an  Act  made  and  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly  held  at  Hartford  on  the  second  Thursday 
of  May  1773,  relative  to  the  Tryal  and  Decision  of  Matters  in 
Bqulty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Reprenentatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  said  act  be  revived,  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived  and 
to  be  and  continue  in  force  until  the  rising  of  this  Assembly 
in  May  1778. 

An  Act  in  Alteration  of  the  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  punishingr  and 

preventing:  Oppression. 

Whereas  in  and  by  said  act  it  is  among  other  things  pro- 
vided, that  the  authority  to  whom  each  complaint  is  made 
shall  appoint  and  call  before  him  or  them  two  or  three  of 
the  same  occupation  or  trade  the  person  is  of  who  is  com- 
plained of  for  oppression,  which  mode  of  tryal  is  found  in- 
adequate to  remedy  the  evil  intended, 
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Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Cotmcil  and  JReprese^itatives, 
in  Oeneral  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  when  any  person  or  persons  shall  make  complaint  of 
oppression  done  by  any  other  person  or  persons  in  the  mat- 
ters in  said  act  mentioned,  whatsoever,  the  authority  to  whom 
such  complaint  shall  be  made  shall  appoint  and  call  before 
him  or  them  two  or  three  indifferent  judicious  freeholders  of 
the  same  town  the  person  is  of  who  is  complained  of,  who 
shall  be  sworn  to  give  their  judgment  and  opinion  and  pro- 
ceed in  all  respects  as  the  said  persons  of  the  same  trade 
and  occupation  were  in  and  by  said  act  directed  to  do;  any- 
thing in  said  act  contained  notwithstanding. 


An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  formingr  and 

refiTulatinff  the  Militia  and  for  the  Encouraerement  of  Military 

Skill  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor ^  Council  and  BepresentativeSj 
in  General  Court  asaembledy  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  all  the  troops  of  horse  in  this  Colony  shall  be  formed 
into  regiments  of  light  horse,  as  foUoweth,  viz:  That  the 
troops  of  horse  in  the  first,  second,  sixth,  seventh,  tenth  and 
twei»ty-third  regiments  of  militia  be  and  they  are  hereby 
made  and  declared  to  be  one  entire  and  distinct  regiment  of 
light  horse,  and  shall  be  distinguished  and  called  by  the 
name  of  the  first  regiment.  That  the  troops  of  horse  in  the 
third,  eighth,  twelfth,  twentieth  and  twenty-fifth  regiments 
of  militia  bo  and  they  are  hereby  made  and  declared  to  be 
one  entire  and  distinct  regiment  of  light  horse,  and  shall  be 
distinguished  and  called  by  the  name  of  the  second  regiment. 
That  the  troops  of  horse  in  the  fourth,  ninth  and  sixteenth 
regiments  of  militia  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
one  entire  and  distinct  regiment  of  light  horse,  and  shall  be 
distinguished  and  called  by  the  name  of  the  third  regiment. 
That  tlie  troops  of  horse  in  the  fiftli,  eleventh,  nineteenth, 
twenty-first  and  twenty-second  rogiments  of  militia  be  and 
they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  one  entire  and  distinct  regi- 
ment of  light  horse,  and  shall  be  distinguished  and  called  by 
the  name  of  the  fourth  regiment.  That  th«  troops  of  horse 
[553]  in  the  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  ||  fifteentli,  seventeenth 
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and  eighteenth  regiments  of  militia  be  and  they  arc  hereby 
delared  to  be  one  entire  and  distinct  regiment  of  light  horse, 
and  shall  be  distinguished  and  called  by  the  name  of  the 
fifth  regiment. 

Tliat  there  shall  be  only  one  colonel  and  one  lieutenant- 
colonel  to  command  the  whole,  and  one  major  in  each  of  said 
regiments  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  of  this 
Colony  for  the  time  being;  and  the  said  colonel,  lieutenant 
colonel,  and  the  major  of  each  of  said  regiments,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  command  of  the  general  or  commander  in 
chief,  of  the  militia  for  the  time  being,  and  shall  have  the 
same  duty,  powers  and  authority  as  the  officers  of  the  same 
rank  in  the  regiments  of  militia  already  by  law  have.  And 
said  regiments  of  light  horse  shall  be  liable  to  such  regi- 
mental duty  as  the  regiments  of  militia  are  already  by  law 
liable. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  trooper  already  in- 
listed  in  any  troop  of  light  horse  in  this  Colony  shall  equip 
himself  with  arms  and  accoutrements  according  to  law, 
within  three  months  next  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly; 
and  that  every  person  that  shall  hereafter  inlist  into  any  of 
said  troops  of  light  horse  shall  within  six  months  next  after 
his  inlistment  equip  and  accoutre  himself  as  aforesaid;  and 
in  default  thereof  such  trooper  or  troopers  shall  be  reduced 
to  the  foot  company  or  companies  within  the  limits  of  which 
thev  inhabit,  and  be  liable  to  do  duty  in  the  same  as  he  or 
they  were  befoi'e  they  inlisted  into  such  troop  as  aforesaid ; 
any  law  or  usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  for  the  Alteration  of  the  Penalty  of  the  Law  of  this  Colony  en- 
tituled  An  Act  in  Addition  to  the  Law  of  this  colony  entituled  An 
A  ct  for  the  Encouragement  of  Military  8kiU  for  the  better  Defence 
of  this  Colony. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  said  act  that  in  case  any  soldier 
shall  disobey  orders  given  him  by  any  colonel  or  chief  officer 
of  any  regiment,  pursuant  to  orders  given  <fcc.  by  the  Captain- 
General  for  the  time  being,  relative  to  marching  ior  the  de- 
fence of  any  towns  or  places  in  this  or  the  neighbouring  gov- 
ernments attacked  by  an  enemy  or  in  danger  thereof,  such 
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soldier  so  refusing  shall  be  liable  to  suflFer  the  penalty  of 
forty  shillings  only;  which  is  found  not  to  be  adequate  to  the 
merit  of  the  offence :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Govermor^  Council  and  Representa- 
tives^ in  Oeneral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same^  That  whensoever  any  soldier  or  soldiers  belonging  to 
any  of  the  regiments  in  this  Colony  shall  refuse  to  muster 
and  march  according  to  orders  given  him  by  his  commanding 
officer  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  acts,  such  soldier 
so  refusing  shall  suffer  the  penalty  of  ten  pounds,  lawful 
money,  for  the  use  of  the  Colony ;  any  law,  usage  or  custom 
to  tlie  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  for  makingr  and  namingr  a  new  District  for  a  Court  of  Probate  in 
this  Colony  and  erecungr  a  Court  of  Probate  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  town  of  Wallingford  and  that  part  of  Branford 
known  and  called  by  the  name  of  Northford  shall  be  one 
entire  district  of  or  for  a  court  of  probate,  and  shall  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  of  the  District  of  Wallingfoi'd ;  and 
tlmt  in  said  district  there  shall  be  a  court  of  probate  held  by 
one  judjre,  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned  for  that  pur- 
pose according  to  law,  who  shall  have  a  clerk  by  him  .to  be 
appointed  and  sworn  to  that  office ;  which  court  shall  have 
and  exercise  the  same  powers,  authorities  and  privileges  that 
the  other  courts  of  probate  in  the  Colony  by  law  have  and  are 
respectively  vested  with.  And  all  appeals  from  said  court  of 
probate  shall  l)e  regulated  and  governed  according  to  the 
order  and  directions  of  the  law  respecting  appeals  from  the 
courts  of  |)robate  in  this  Colony. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  all  matters  and  business  that 
hath  been  begun,  entered  or  depending  in  the  courts  of  pro- 
bate in  the  districts  of  New  Haven  and  Guilford  shall  be 
issued  and  finished  in  the  courts  of  probate  for  the  districts 
of  New  Haven  and  Guilford  as  though  this  act  had  not  been 
made  ;  anything  therein  contained  notwithstanding. 
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An  Act  in  farther  Addition  to  the  Law  of  this  Colony  entituled  An  Act  for 

forminfiT  and  refirulatlnflr  the  Militia  and  for  Encouragrement  of 

Nulitary  Skill  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Itepresentatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
[564]  That  the  military  companies  in  the  towns  of  ||  East 
Hadam  and  Colchester,  except  the  company  in  the  society  of 
Marlborough,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  and  consti- 
tuted a  distinct  and  entire  regiment,  and  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of- the  twenty-fifth  regiment,  and  shall 
have  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  be  under  the  same  reg- 
ulations as  the  other  regiments  in  this  Colony  by  law  have 
and  are  subject  to. 

An  Act  for  the  more  effectual  Carry  in  er  into  Execution  the  several  Acts 
relative  to  the  Making:  of  Salt  Petre  and  Gun  Powder  within 

this  Colony 

Whereas  by  an  act  of  this  Assembly  in  May  1775,  there 
was  a  premium  of  four  shillings  on  the  pound  granted  for  all 
salt  petre  made  in  this  colony  before  tlie  first  day  of  June 
1776,  and  in  December  1775,  a  bounty  or  premium  of  two 
shillings  on  the  pound  for  all  salt  petre  manufactured 
in  this  Colony  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
1776,  and  before  the  first  day  of  January  1777,  and  that  in- 
spectors should  be  appointed  to  view  and  inspect  the  same 
and  administer  an  oath  and  certify  as  therein  directed,  and 
purchase  and  receive  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  Colony;  and 
by  a  further  act  in  the  same  sessions  it  was  resolved  that  the 
selectmen  in  each  town  within  this  Colony  shall  be  the  in- 
spectors of  salt  petre,  with  all  the  powers  and  authorities  by 
said  acts  given  to  inspectors  of  salt  petre,  &c.:  but  no  time 
being  mentioned  in  said  acts  for  delivering  the  salt  petre  to 
the  inspectors,  nor  price  affixed  for  the  purchase  ;  and  sundry 
other  regulations  being  necessary  to  carry  the  aforesaid  acts 
into  execution. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Hep- 
resent  at  ives,  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  for  all  the  salt  petre  made  in  this  Colony 
before  the  first  day  of  June  1776,  on  which  the  premium  of 
four  shillings  on  the  pound  is  claimed,  shall  be  delivered  for 
inspection  to  the  selectmen  authorized  and  impowered  to  in- 
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spect  tlie  same,  or  be  by  them  inspected,  within  fifteen  days 
at  farthest  after  the  last  day  of  May  instant ;  and  that  after 
the  first  day  of  June  the  manufacturer  producing  the  same 
for  inspection  sliall  make  oath  before  the  inspector  or  inspec- 
tors that  the  said  nitre  or  salt  petre  produced  as  aforesaid 
was  made  and  manufactured  before  the  first  day  of  June,  other- 
wise it  shall  be  considered  as  made  after ;  and  that  all  the 
salt  petre  made  as  aforesaid  after  the  last  day  of  May  and 
before  the  first  day  of  January  next,  in  order  to  be  entituled 
to  the  premium  of  two  shillings  on  the  pound  shall  be  treated 
and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  having  respect  to  the 
first  day  of  January  as  before  to  the  first  day  of  June ;  and 
that  upon  the  whole  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  or 
inspectors  cai^efully  to  see  that  all  the  salt  petre  offered  or 
delivered  to  them  for  inspection  be  pure,  clean  and  dry,  and 
free  from  any  corrupt  mixture  before  they  give  any  certifi- 
cate of  the  same,  and  on  the  same  being  so  found  shall  give 
a  certificate  thereof  with  the  other  requisites  before  either 
the  premium  or  purchase  money  shall  be  paid  therefor ;  and 
the  salt  petre  produced  to  the  inspectors  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  delivered  in  casks  or  other  packages  proper  and  sufficient 
for  transportation  to  the  powder  works,  with  the  maker's 
name  and  the  name  of  the  town  wherein  made  fairly  marked 
thereon. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  for  all  the  salt  petre  made 
and  manufactured  in  this  Colony  before  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary next,  inspected  and  found  to  be  pure,  clean,  dry  and 
unmixed,  and  fit  for  use  according  to  law,  and  so  delivered 
to  tlie  inspector  or  inspectors  in  proper  packages  marked  as 
aforesaid,  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  shall  be  paid  therefor 
out  of  the  Colony  treasury  the  sum  of  three  shillings  per 
pound  for  every  pound,  only  deducting  therefrom  one  half- 
penny on  each  pound  delivered  as  aforesaid,  as  a  general 
estimate  on  the  whole  for  transportation  to  the  respective 
powder-mills  erected  and  allowed  in  this  colony,  and  for 
other  charjLres  attending  the  same. 

Provided  nererf/teles.s^  That  all  persons  who  have  made 
and  manufactured  salt  petre  and  have  already  procured  the 
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same  to  be  inspected  and  delivered  to  the  inspectors  for  the 
use  of  this  Colony  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  tlie  price  afore- 
said therefor,  notwithstanding  the  same  may  not  be  put  up 
in  casks  or  packages  marked  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  several  inspectors  con- 
vey and  deliver  with  all  convenient  dispatch  all  the  salt  petre 
by  them  received  as  aforesaid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
several  powder-mills  in  this  Colony,  assigned  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Committee  of  Safety  for  the  time  being  to  receive 
the  same,  taking  his  or  their  receipt  therefor,  and  the  same 
transmit  and  lodge  with  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table ;  and 
the  inspector  or  inspectors  performing  their  duty  as  afore- 
said shall  be  entituled  to  a  reasonable  allowance  for  his  or 
their  trouble  and  services  as  aforesaid,  to  be  adjusted  by  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  shall  order  payment  of  the 

same  accordin^rly* 

And  to  the  intent  that  all  frauds  and  impure  or  corrupt 
mixtures  may  be  detected,  and  the  persons  concerned  therein 
be  duly  punished, 

Be  it  enacted,  That  the  inspector  or  inspectors  delivering, 
as  also  the  owner,  owners  or  overseers  of  the  powder-mills  re- 
ceiving the  salt  petre  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  and  keep  a 
true,  just  and  fair  entry  of  all  the  salt  petre  delivered  and  re- 
ceived as  aforesaid,  and  the  names  of  the  makers  thereof; 
and  whoever  shall  be  found  guilty  and  be  convicted  of  any 
[655]  fraudulent  and  impure  mixture  in  the  salt  petre  by  || 
them  made  and  delivered  for  inspection  aforesaid  shall  forfeit 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  the  value  of  the  premium 
and  pay  granted  and  allowed  on  the  salt  petre  in  which  such 
mixture  shall  be  found.  And  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
several  powder-mills  shall  well  and  truly  and  faithfully  make 
up  or  cause  to  be  made  all  the  salt  petre  delivered  to  them  as 
aforesaid  into  good  merchantable  powder,  well  dryed  fit  for 
use,  and  find  all  the  other  materials  necessary  therefor,  and 
the  same  put  up  in  good  tight  sizable  casks,  which  shall  con- 
tain either  one  hundred,  one  half  or  one  quarter  hundred 
weight  of  powder,  each  marked  with  the  just  and  true  weight 

of  the  cask,  and  also  ^ith  the  initial  letters  of  the  maker's 
Vol.  XV.-87 
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name,  and  the  same  deliver  to  the  Governor  and  Committee 
of  Safety  of  this  Colony,  or  to  their  order  for  the  use  of  this 
Colony,  and  shall  receive  therefor  out  of  the  Colony  treasury 
at  the  rate  of  nine  dollars  per  hundred  for  every  hundred 
weight  of  good  merchantable  powder  made  and  delivered  as 
aforesaid,  upon  a  certificate  thereof  had  and  obtained  of  the 
Governor  or  Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety  produced  to 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  of  tliis  Colony. 

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Governor  and  Committee 
of  Safety  for  the  time  being  from  time  to  time  order  and  give 
direction's  for  the  dispositions  of  all  their  powder  made  at  the 
several  powder-mills  within  this  Colony,  and  if  need  be  erect 
convenient  houses  for  the  reception  of  the  same  in  such 
places  as  they  think  proper. 

l^he  form  of  the  Oath  as  follows^  viz. 

You  A.  B.  do  swear  by  the  ever  living  God,  that  the  salt 
petre  by  you  now  exhibited  to  be  inspected  was  mdde  and 
manufactured  out  of  materials  collected  within  this  Colony 
by  you  or  on  your  account,  and  that  the  same  was  manufac- 
tured before  the  first  day  of  .  .  .,  and  that  no  certificate  hath 
been  obtained  or  given  therefor:     So  help  you  God. 

The  form  of  the  Certificate  as  follows^  viz. 

This  may  certify,  that  a  quantity  of  salt  petre  offered  for 
inspection  by  A.  B.  of  H.,  the  maker  thereof,  amounting  to 
weight,  is  well  and  carefully  inspected,  and  according 
to  best  judgment  and  skill  the  same  is  found  to  be 

pure,  clean  and  dry,  free  from  any  corrupt  mixture ;  the  said 
A.  B.  having  made  oath  according  to  the  direction  of  the  law 
in  such  case  made  and  provided  ;  which  salt  petre  is  received 
for  the  use  of  the  Colonv.     Dated  at  H  day  of  A.D.

Whereas  the  article  of  Salt  is  of  great  importance  and 
necessity  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  and  the 
obtaining  the  same  in  the  usual  way  of  importation  is  rendered 
difficult  and  uncertain:  It  is  therefore  judged  necessary  to 
encourage  the  manufacturing  thereof  in  this  Colony- 
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Wliereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  pounds  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  of 
this  Colony  to  the  person  or  persons  that  shall  erect  proper 
works  and  vats  for  the  making  and  manufacturing  common 
salt  within  this  Colony,  and  shall  actually  make  therein  the 
first  five  hundred  bushels  of  good  merchantable  salt;  and 
that  the  sum  of  eighty  pounds  shall  in  like  manner  be  paid 
to  the  person  or  persons  that  shall  erect  and  set  up  proper 
works  and  vats  within  this  Colony  and  make  and  manufacture 
therein  the  second  five  hundred  bushels  of  such  salt.  That 
tlie  sum  of  sixty  pounds  shall  in  like  manner  be  paid  to  the 
person  or  persons  that  shall  erect  and  set  up  proper  works 
and  vats  within  this  Colony  and  make  and  manufacture 
therein  the  third  five  hundred  bushels  of  such  salt;  and  that 
the  sum  of  forty  pounds  shall  in  like  manner  bo  paid  to  the 
person  or  persons  who  shall  erect  and  set  up  proper  works 
and  vats  within  this  Colony  and  make  and  manufacture 
therein  the  fourth  five  hundred  bushels  of  such  salt:  provided 
said  several  quantities  of  salt  be  made  and  manufactured 
and  a  certificate  under  oath  or  other  proper  evidence  thereof 
be  produced  by  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  1777. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  as  soon  as  any  person  or 
persons  shall  make  and  manufacture  either  of  the  aforesaid 
quantities  of  salt  and  produce  a  certificate  under  oath  or 
otlier  proper  evidence  thereof  shall  be  entituled  to  receive 
the  premium  for  the  same. 

An  Act  for  raising;  and  equippingr  a  Body  of  Minute  Men  to  be  held  in 

Readiness  Tor  the  better  Uefence  of  this  Colony  and  for 

repeaUngr  an  Act  of  the  same  Title  made  and 

passed  by  this  Assembly  in 

December,  1775. 

Whereas  the  English  American  Colonies  are  threatned 
with  the  immediate  exertion  of  ministerial  power  and  rage, 
and  their  utmost  efforts  are  making  to  reduce  us  to  bondage 
and  slavery  by  their  own  and  foreign  and  additional  troops, 
which  may  be  daily  expected  to  invade  and  attempt  to  lay 
waste  this  country  with  fire  and  sword:  It  is  therefore  of 
great  importance  for  the  salvation  of  this  country,  that  its 
iuhabitauts  should  be  put  into  the  best  situation  for  self- 
defence  and  preservation. 
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Therefore  he  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Rep- 
renentatives^  in  General  Court  assembled ,  and  hy  the  authority 
of  the  same^  That  one  third  part  of  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  7th,  8th, 
9th,  and  20th  regiments,  and  one  quarter  part  of  the  other 
regiments  of  the  militia,  or  a  number  equivalent  thereto, 
[556]  II  be  forthwith  inlisted  or  detached  from  the  limits  of 
the  several  regiments  in  this  Colony,  to  be  held  in  readiness 
for  the  defence  of  this  or  any  of  the  adjoining  Colonies. 

And  that  the  same  may  be  speedily  effected. 

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  colonels  or  chief  officers  of 
the  respective  regiments  shall  forthwith  order  the  chief  offi- 
cer of  each  company  in  their  respective  regiments  to  convene 
their  several  companies,  and  also  give  notice  to  and  request 
the  attendance  at  the  same  time  and  place  of  all  others  wifhin 
the  limits  thereof  who  are  obliged  to  keep  arms  and  are 
between  sixteen  and  fifty-five  years  of  age,  and  being  so  con- 
vened to  inlist  out  of  any  of  them  or  otherwise,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  the  number  aforesaid,  if  he  and  they  shall  be  able. 

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  if  a  sufficient  number 
shall  not  voluntarily  offer  and  inlist  as  aforesaid,  the  captain 
or  chief  officer,  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  other 
commission  oflicers  of  such  company,  shall  forthwith  detach 
and  impress  out  of  said  company  of  militia  such  number  of 
able-bodied  men  as  shall  appear  to  be  wanting  of  the  inlisted 
men  to  make  up  the  complement  aforesaid;  and  every  man 
so  detached  shall  be  considered  and  holden  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  for  the  same  purposes,  and  perform  the  same  duties 
as  the  volunteers  inlisting  as  aforesaid,  on  penalty  of  ten 
pounds  to  be  forfeited  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony,  to  be 
recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information,  in  any  court  proper 
to  try  the  same.  And  the  said  captains  or  chief  officers  of 
said  companies  shall  immediately  execute  said  orders  and 
make  returns  of  their  doings  to  the  chief  officer  of  their 
respective  regiments;  and  thereupon  the  field  officers  of  each 
regiment  of  militia  shall  form  said  men  into  distinct  compa- 
nies, consisting  of  about  sixty-eight  rank  and  file  each,  and 
shall  thereupon,  witli  the  advice  of  the  captains  and  commis- 
sion officers  of  the  several  companies  of  their  respective  regi-

ments,  nominate  oflScers  for  said  new-formed  companies,  viz : 
one  captain,  two  lieutenants,  and  one  ensign,  out  of  such  as 
have  born  or  do  sustain  commissions  of  equal  rank,  and  make 
return  of  such  choice  with  a  muster  roll  of  the  companies  to 
his  Honor  the  Governor,  who  on  receipt  thereof  is  authorized 
to  commissionate  the  proper  officers  accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  desired  to  form  said  companies  into 
distinct  regiments,  and  especially  appoint  and  impower  such 
of  the  field  officers  of  the  militia  to  take  command  of  such 
new-formed  regiments  as  he  shall  think  proper  and  ex- 
pedient. 

A7id  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
each  of  such  officers  and  soldiers  shall  completely  equip 
themselves  with  a  good  musket  and  bayonet,  half  a  pound  of 
powder,  two  pounds  of  bullets  fit  for  his  gun,  six  flints,  a 
powder  horn  and  a  cartouch  box,  and  also  a  good  blanket 
and  knapsack,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  captain,  and  the  same 
hold  in  constant  readiness  for  service,  for  which  they  shall 
be  allowed  and  paid  a  premium  of  forty  shillings  each;  and 
the  captain  of  each  company  shall  procure  a  drum  and  fife 
for  the  use  of  the  same,  for  which  he  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Colony,  and  at  the  end  of  the  service  said  captain  shall  secure 
the  same  for  the  use  of  the  Colony.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  captains  and  commission  officers  of  said  companies 
carefully  to  attend  to  and  see  that  their  said  companies  are 
forthwith  completely  furnished  with  arms  and  equipped  as 
aforesaid;  and  to  that  end  they  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  call  them  together,  and  such  part  of  them  as  they  shall 
find  needful,  as  often  as  necessary,  to  examine  their  equip- 
ments and  see  that  they  are  furnished  as  aforesaid.  And 
said  companies  when  collected  may  choose  their  non-com- 
missioned officers.  And  if  any  of  said  minute  men  shall  not 
be  able  to  furnish  his  arms  as  aforesaid,  and  they  cannot  be 
otherwise  obtained,  such  deficiency  may  be  supplied  by  im- 
pressing the  same;  and  any  proper  civil  authority  on  appli- 
cation by  tlie  captain  for  that  purpose  shall  grant  warrants 
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accordingly,  in  whicli  case  such  deficient  soldier  shall  receive 
but  half  the  aforesaid  premium,  and  the  owner  shall  receive 
such  reward  for  the  use  of  such  arms  so  impressed  as  this 
Assembly  shall  judge  reasonable,  according  to  the  nature  and 
length  of  the  service  to  whicji  it  shall  bo  put,  and  if  lost  or 
damaged  therein  the  value  to  be  paid.  And  the  powder 
and  ball  used  in  service  shall  be  paid  for  or  found  by 
the  Colony,  and  where  it  cannot  otherwise  be  had,  the  ball 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  towns.  And  said  officers  and  minute 
men  shall  be  allowed  for  the  time  necessarily  spent  in  meet- 
ing for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  pay  and  billet- 
ing as.  allowed  for  the  troops  heretofore  raised  by  order  of 
this  Assembly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regiments  and  companies 
raised  and  formed  as  aforesaid  shall  hold  themselves  in  con- 
stant readiness  to  march  at  the  shortest  notice,  for  the  defence 
of  this  or  any  of  the  adjoining  colonies,  in  obedience  to  the 
orders  of  the  Captain  General  of  this  Colony  and  other  their 
superior  officers ;  and  when  they  are  called  out  into  actual 
service  shall  have  and  receive  like  wages  and  billeting  allow- 
ance and  be  subject  to  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  those 
to  which  the  other  officers  and  soldiers  already  raised  and 
inlisted  for  defence  of  this  Colony  by  order  of  the  General 
Assembly  are  intituled  or  subjected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  regiments  and  com- 
panies raised  and  formed  as  aforesaid  •  shall  be  exempted 
from  military  duty  in  any  other  regiment  or  company,  and 
shall  continue  to  be  held  under  the  aforesaid  regulations 
during  the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly,  not  exceeding  one 
year  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June  next,  and  shall 
then  be  disbanded  and  return  into  the  regiments  and  compa- 
nies of  militia  to  whicli  they  respectively  belong,  and  be 
again  subject  to  military  duty  therein,  said  inlistment  or 
detachment  notwithstanding.  Provided  nevertheless,  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  extend  to  include  or  affect 
the  24th  regiment  of  militia  in  the  Colony. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforeaiaid^  That  the 
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[557]  third  part  of  the  third,  ||  eighth  and  twentietli  rogi- 
raents,  and  quarter  part  of  the  militia  in  the  first  regiment, 
and  the  rest  on  the  east  side  of  Connecticut  River  lately 
ordered  by  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety 
to  be  drafted,  equipped  and  held  in  readiness  according  to 
such  order  shall  be  on  the  same  footing,  encouragement, 
allowance  and  regulation,  in  every  respect  as  in  this  act  is 
provided,  including  the  premium  allowed  by  the  order  of  the 
Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety :  provided  nevertheless,  that 
any  of  the  men  who  were  detached  or  impressed  by  vii-tue  of 
said  order,  and  shall  not  voluntarily  inlist  upon  the  incour- 
agement  of  this  act,  may  be  released  unless  it  shall  be  found 
necessary  to  retain  or  detach  them,  or  any  part  of  them,  to 
fill  up  the  complement  as  required  by  this  act  within  their 
respective  limits. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  act  entituled  An  act  for  raising  and  equipping  a  body  of 
minute  men  to  be  held  in  readiness  for  the  better  defence  of 
this  Colony,  made  and  passed  by  this  Assembly  in  December 
1775,  be  ref)ealed,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  made 
void.    . 

And  be  it  further  enacted  and  provided^  That  any  minute 
companies  which  may  have  been  formed  by  virtue  of  said 
repealed  act  and  their  officers  chosen  and  commissioned 
accordingly  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  the  minute  men 
directed  by  this  act  to  be  raised,  and  in  lieu  of  so  many 
within  the  limits  to  which  they  belong;  and  sucli  companies 
shall  be  under  the  same  regulations  and  advantages,  includ- 
ing the  premium  allowed  by  said  former  act,  as  if  they  had 
been  raised  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

Provided  nevertheless^  and  be  it  further  enacted^  That  tlie 
companies  of  minute  men  raised  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall 
not  be  continued  in  actual  service  more  than  the  term  of 
three  months  at  one  time  before  they  are  relieved  or  permit- 
ted to  return  home;  anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

And  it  is  further  provided,  Tiiat  the  premiums  aforesaid 
shall   not  be  paid  until  such  officers  and  soldiers  shall   be 
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compleatly  equipped  as  by  this  act  is  required.  And  as  it  is 
not  reasonable  that  any  should  avail  themselves  of  the  afore- 
said premiums  and  not  be  ready  and  able  to  perform  the 
service  which  it  is  meant  and  given  to  encourage :  therefore, 
if  any  of  such  minute  men  having  received  such  premium 
shall  inlist  into  or  engage  in  either  of  the  regiments  now  or- 
dered to  be  raised  by  this  Assembly,  or  any  other  already 
raised  and  in  service,  he  shall  be  liable  to  refund  such  pre- 
mium, or  to  have  the  same  deducted  from  his  wages  in  said 
regimental  service. 

An  Act  for  ralsingr  a  Battalion  or  Pegriment  of  Troops  within  this  Ck>lo 
ny  to  march  to  Boston  or  elsewhere  in  Pursuance  of  a  Requisition 
now  made  by  the  Hon<>>«  Continental  Cong'ress  for  the  Defence  of  the 
United  Ck>lonies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  one  regiment  or  battalion  of  troops  shall  be  forthwith 
raised  in  this  Colony  by  voluntary  inlistment,  for  the  defence 
of  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United  Colonies  as  the  case  may 
require,  to  consist  of  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant-colonel,  one 
major,  and  eight  companies  with  one  captain,  two  lieutenants, 
one  ensign,  four  sergeants,  four  coi'porals,  one  drummer,  one 
fifer,  and  seventy-six  privates  to  each  company,  and  a  staff 
to  consist  of  one  cliaplain,  one  adjutant,  one  quarter-master, 
one  surgeon  and  one  surgeon's  mate ;  and  that  the  said 
oflicers  and  soldiers  shall  be  under  the  same  command,  laws 
and  regulations,  that  the  continental  troops  now  are,  and 
shall  have  and  be  intituled  to  the  same  pay,  wages  and  al- 
lowances, billeting  and  provisions,  and  the  same  premiums 
for  arms,  accoutremcMits,  blankets  and  knapsacks,  from  the 
date  of  their  commissions  and  inlistments,  as  the  continen- 
tal troops  now  in  service  under  the  immediate  command  of 
his  Excellency  General  Washington  have  and  do  receive; 
and  that  said  battalion,  or  such  ])art  as  may  be,  be  inlisted 
for  and  holden  in  said  service  the  term  of  two  vears  from 
the  14th  of  May  inst.,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  Congress, 
in  whicli  case  tliey  sliall  be  allowed  one  months  pay  on  their 
discharge  ;  or  if  they  cannot  be  prevailed  on  to  engage  for 
that  term,  that  they  or  any  part  of  them  be  inlisted  for  one 
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year  only  from  said  14th  of  May,  and  be  accordingly  holden 
unless  sooner  discharged  as  aforesaid. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  tliis  Colony  have  at  this 
session  enacted  that  one  regiment  or  battalion  of  troops  shall 
be  forthwith  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment,  pursuant  to  a 
request  of  the  Hon*>'«  Continental  Congress,  and  for  conti- 
nental service,  and  that  said  troops  may  inlist  for  one  or  two 
years,  as  they  choose,  from  the  14th  day  of  May  instant,  un- 
less sooner  discharged  by  said  Congress  &c. :  For  the  encour- 
agement of  such  able  bodied  effective  men  as  shall  incline  to 
engage  in  said  service, 

It  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  pay  of  each  ser- 
geant shall  be  48«.,  each  corporal  44^.,  each  drummer  44«., 
each  fifer  44«.,  and  each  private  40«.  per  calendar  month 
during  their  service,  and  shall  have  one  months  pay  advanced 
before  they  march,  and  be  allowed  one  penny  per  mile  for 
marching  expences  out  and  home,  also  twelve  shillings  to 
each  man  who  shall  supply  himself  with  a  good  blanket  and 
take  the  same  away  with  him  at  the  end  of  the  campaign, 
and  such  further  encouragements  as  are  allowed  by  said  Con- 
gress to  the  forces  now  raising  for  continental  service. 

[5581  An  Act  for  ralsingr  two  Regiments  of  Troops  within  this  Colony 

for  the  special  Defence  of  the  Same. 

Whereas  the  present  alarming  movements  and  appearances 
of  the  ministerial  army  and  navy  are  such  as  render  it  highly 
probable  that  a  sudden  attack  will  soon  be  made  by  them 
upon  this  and  the  neighbouring  Colonies  for  the  most  hostile 
and  destructive  purposes :  Which  to  prevent, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  one  regiment  of  the  inhabitants  of  tins  Colony  shall  be 
immediately  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment;  and  that  the 
troops  already  raised  at  and  about  New  London  and  New 
Haven  shall  in  the  same  way  be  augmented  into  a  second 
regiment,  for  tlie  special  defence  of  this  and  the  nciglibour- 
ing  Colonies  as  the  case  may  require;  eacii  of  said  regiments 
to  consist  of  one  colonel,  onq  lieutenant-colonel,  one  major, 
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and  eight  companies  with  one  captain,  two  lieutenants,  one 
ensign,  four  Serjeants,  four  corporals,  one  drummer  and  one 
fifer,  and  seventy-six  privates  to  each  company ;  and  a  staff 
to  consist  of  one  chaplain,  one  adjutant,  one  quarter-master, 
one  surgeon  and  one  surgeon's  mate  to  each  regiment;  and 
the  same  pay,  wages  and  allowance,  billeting  and  provisions, 
and  the  same  premiums  for  supplying  themselves  with  arms 
and  accoutrements,  blankets  and  knapsacks,  shall  be  given 
to  them  whilst  in  service  of  this  Colony  as  were  given  and 
allowed  by  this  Colony  to  the  troops  raised  by  this  Assembly 
in  April  1775,  and  shall  be  under  the  same  laws  and  regula- 
tions; and  said  regiments  when  raised  shall  be  holden  until 
the  first  day  of  January  next,  unless  sooner  discharged,  and 
shall  be  marched  and  stationed  from  time  to  time  as  the 
Captain-General  shall  order  and  direct,  according  to  the  exi- 
gencies of  publick  affairs,  and  be  subject  to  join  the  conti- 
nental army  if  ordered  by  the  Captain-General  or  Command- 
er-in-Chief, in  which  case  both  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be 
under  the  same  laws,  regulations,  pay,  wages  and  allowances, 
in  all  respects  as  the  troops  in  the  continental  army  shall 
then  be  under,  and  be  sul)ject  to  the  same  general  command 
during  their  junction  with  said  army. 

And  he  It  further  enacted  hi/  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
such  troops  raised  as  aforesaid  as  shall  neglect  or  be  unable 
to  furnish  arms  and  accouter  themselves  for  the  premium 
aforesaid  shall  be  furnished,  armed  and  accoutered  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  the  troops  raised  by  this  Assembly 
in  July  last  were  furnished  and  provided  for. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony  in  their 
present  session  enacted  that  one  regiment  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  Colony  be  immediately  raised  by  voluntary  enlistment, 
and  that  the  troops  at  and  about  New  London  and  New 
Haven  shall  in  the  same  way  be  augmented  into  a  second 
regiment  for  the  special  defence  of  this  and  the  neighbouring 
Colonies,  and  be  subject  to  join  the  continental  army  if 
ordered  by  the  Captain-General  or  Commander-in-Chief  as  the 
case  may  require,  and  to  be  holden  in  said  service  until  the 
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first  day  of  January  next  unless  sooner  discharged :  And  for 
the  encouragement  of  such  able  bodied  and  effective  men  as 
shall  voluntarilv  inlist  tliemselves  into  said  service  to  tlie 
acceptance  of  proper  officers, 

Resolved  by  this  Assemhly,  That  eyery  such  person  as 
aforesaid  on  such  inlistment  shall  be  intituled  to  twelve  sliil- 
lings  premium,  in  case  he  supply  liimself  with  a  blanket, 
knapsack  and  cloathing  to  the  acceptance  of  his  captain,  and 
one  months  pay  advanced.  That  eacli  Serjeant  shall  receive 
forty-eight  shillings,  eacli  corporal,  drummer  and  fifer  forry- 
four  shillings,  and  each  private  forty  shillings,  per  calendar 
month,  for  wages  during  their  continuance  in  said  service. 
That  each  man  so  inlisted  as  aforesaid  who  shall  provide 
arms  for  himself,  well  fixed  with  a  good  bayonet  and  car- 
touch  box,  shall  be  paid  a  premium  of  ten  shillings,  and  in 
case  such  arms  are  lost  by  inevitable  providence  such  man 
so  providing  himself  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  just  value 
of  such  arms  and  implements  so  lost,  deducting  said  pre- 
mium of  ten  shillings,  said  premium  of  ten  sliillings  to  be 
paid  as  soon  as  such  man  shall  be  so  provided  as  aforesaid.  A 
particular  account  shall  be  taken  of  all  the  arms  that  may 
be  used  and  the  same  apprized  by  indifferent  judges.  And 
each  man  so  engaging  as  aforesaid  shall  upon  his  inlistment 
be  intituled  to  six  pence  per  diem  for  billeting-moncy  until 
he  is  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  public.

[L.  S.l  Know  ye,  tliat  we  have  assigned  you  and  every 
of  you,  jointly  and  severally,  to  keep  the  peace  witliin  the 
county  of  within  the  Colony  aforesaid ;  and  to  keep 

and  cause  to  be  kept  all  the  laws  and  ordinances  that  are  or 
shall  be  made  for  the  good  of  the  peace  and  conservation  of 
the  same,  and  for  the  quiet  rule  and  government  of  the 
people  within  the  county  aforesaid;  and  to  cliastise  and 
punish  all  persons  offending  in  the  county  aforesaid  against 
the  said  laws  or  ordinances,  or  any  of  them,  as  according  to 
tliose  laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  fit  to  be  done;  and  to 
cause  to  come  before  you,  or  any  of  you,  all  those  persons 
who  shall  threaten  any  one  in  his  person  or  estate,  to  find 
sufficient  sureties  for  the  peace  and  good  behaviour  or  in 
default  of  their  finding  sureties  to  commit  them  to  goal  or 
safe  custody  until  they  shall  do  so.  And  we  have  assigned 
you,  to  assist  the  judge  of  the  county  court  for 

the  county  aforesaid,  to  enquire  of,  hear  and  determine,  by  a 
jury  or  otherwise,  according  to  law,  all  causes,  matters  and 
things,  civil  and  criminal,  cognizable  by  the  said  court.  And

heretofore  appointed  in  any  of  said  cases,  and  that  have 
made  no  report,  be  continued,  and  that  they  be  and  they  are

compleat  answer  to  a  letter  lately  received  from  the  Hon*>*« 
John  Hancock,  Esq%  President  of  the  Continental  Congress; 
and  that  this  act  be  forthwith  printed,  and  distributed  by 
the  Representatives  in  the  present  Assembly ;  and  that  the

An  Act  to  restrain  the  Exportation  of  Rum,  Su^ar,  Molasses,  Salt,  and 

other  West  India  Goods  out  of  this  Colony  for 

the  Time  therein  limited. 

Whereas  it  hath  been  represented  to  this  Assembly  that 
sundry  persons  are  ingrossing  rum,  sugar,  molasses,  salt, 
and  other  West  India  goods,  with  an  intent  to  export  the 
same  out  of  this  Colony,  whereby  great  inconveniencies  may 
at  present  arise, 

Be  if  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representative^^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  no  rum,  sugar,  molasses,  salt,  or  other  West  India 
goods,  shall  be  exported  out  of  this  Colony  by  land  or  water 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  next,  under  the  same 
penalties  and  forfeitures  as  are  already  expressed  in  and  by 
one  statute  of  this  Colony  entituled  An  act  to  enable  the 
Governor  to  lay  an  embargo  and  for  rendering  the  same 
when  laid  effectual,  or  shall  be  otherwise  punished  by  for- 
feiting the  value  of  such  goods  so  put  on  board,  shipt  or 
exported;  and  that  all  offenders  shall  be  proceeded  against 
in  like  manner  and  form  as  in  and  by  said  statute  is  pro- 
vided; and  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  desired  forth- 
with to  issue  his  proclamation,  prohibiting  such  exportation 
accordingly. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  any  West  India  goods  neces- 
sary for  the  use  of  the  continental  army,  upon  application 
made  to  liis  Honor  the  Governor  by  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, or  his  Excellency  General  Washington,  may  be  per- 
mitted to  be  exported  by  the  licence  of  his  Honor ;  anything 
in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Clark's  company  two,  and  in  Capt.  Eliott's  company  two, 
and  a  committee  having  been  now  appointed  to  enquire 
whether  the  mistake  happened  fraudulently,  designedly,  or 
accidentally,  and  who  and  how  far  any  person  or  persons 
were  fraudulently  or  inadvertently  concerned  and  instru- 
mental   therein,   and   what   is   proper  furtlier  to   be  done 
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tliereon ;  and  said  committee  having  now  reported  that  the 
several  persons  concerned  in  the  premises  not  being  present, 
and  that  they  were  not  now  furnished  with  any  documents  to 
investigate  the  true  state  and  circumstances  of  the  several 
matters  aforesaid ;  which  said  report  of  said  committee  is 
now  accepted  and  approved  : 

It  is  thereupon  resolved.  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be 
desired  to  write  to  the  Delegates  from  this  Colony  at  the 
Continental  Congress,  advising  them  of  the  matters  afore- 
said, that  no  prejudice  may  accrue  to  this  Colony  therein ; 
and  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  and  impowered  fully  to  examine  into  the 
several  matters  and  facts  aforesaid  in  such  way  and  manner 
as  to  them  shall  appear  proper  and  necessary,  and  make 
report  of  what  they  shall  find  in  the  premises  to  the  next 
session  of  this  Assembly. 

Capt.  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Colo.  Jonathan  Fitch,  Capt. 
William  Ledyard,  Capt.  Samuel  Squire,  Colo.  Jedidiah  Elder- 
kin,  Mr.  Jedidiah  Strong,  are  appointed  a  committee  to 
purchase  five  thousand  pair  of  yarn  stockings  for  the  use  of 
the  army  in  Canada,  upon  the  best  terms  they  can,  as  soon 
as  may  be,  and  make  report  to  his  Honor  the  Governor  with 
a  fair  account  of  the  number  they  respectively  furnish  and 
the  prices  they  cost ;  and  his  Honor  the  Governor  is  desired 
thereupon  to  cause  said  stockings  to  be  transported  to  New 
York,  and  there  to  be  delivered  to  John  Alsop  or  Francis 
Lewiss,  Esq^*,  agreeable  to  the  request  of  the  Congress,  and 
also  to  transmit  the  accounts  of  the  cost  of  said  stockings 
to  Roger  Sherman,  Esq"",  that  the  same  may  be  speedily 
repaid. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  there  be  a  further  premium 
of  two  shillings  and  six  pence,  lawful  money,  paid  out  of  the 
Colony  treasury  for  each  double  bridled  good  and  well  made 
gun-lock  that  shall  be  made  and  manufactured  within  this 
Colony  after  the  tenth  day  of  June  instant  and  before  the 
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20th  day  of  October  next,  in  addition  to  the  premium  or 
bounty  of  one  shilling  and  six  pence  heretofore  granted  by 
this  Assembly. 

Renolved  hy  this  Assembli/j  That  his  Honor  the  Governor 
and  the  Committee  of  Safety  be  authorized  and  requested 
and  they  are  authorized  and  requested,  to  examine  and 
adjust  all  accounts  of  expenccs  incurred  or  that  may  be 
incurred,  or  for  services  that  have  been  or  may  be  done  on

This  Assembly  do  appoint,  impower  and  desire  his  Honor 
the  Governor,  during  the  present  session  of  this  Assembly, 
to  fill  up  the  blank  commissions  for  Private  Ships  of  War 
and  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprizal  sent,  or  that  shall  be 
sent  from  time  to  time,  by  the  President  of  the  Congress  to 
this  Assembly,  and  the  same  deliver  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons intending  to  fit  out  such  private  ships  of  war  who  shall 
apj)ly  for  the  same,  and  also  to  see  the  proper  bonds  exe- 
cuted, sent  with  such  commissions,  and  see  the  same  duly 
returned  agreeable  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Hon*»^^  Con- 
tinental Congress. 

RcmolveiJ  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Tal)le  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  to  receive  and  adjust 
the  accounts  of  supj^orting  the  continental  prisoners  in  this 
Colony,  and  prepare  authentic  copies  thereof  properly 
attested,  and  transmit  them  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  who 
is  desired  to  forward  the  same  to  be  laid  before  the  Hon^'*' 
Continental  Congress  for  payment. 

[568]  This  Assembly  do  appoint,  impower  and  desire  his 
Honor  the  (lovernor,  to  fill  up  the  blank  commissions  fur 
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Private  Ships  of  War,  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprizal,  sent

It  is  resolved  and  ordered^  That  the  commissaries  appointed 
last  year  by  this  Colony  do  as  soon  as  may  be  collect  an 
exact  account  of  what  quantity  or  part  of  the  daily  rations 
was  delivered  out,  and  of  all  such  arrears  tliat  may  be  justly 
due  to  said  officers  and  soldiers  from  the  colonels  of  the 
respective  regiments  that  marched  to  the  northward,  duly 
certifyed  by  said  colonels  and  the  quarter-masters  of  said 
several  regiments,  or  by  the  commissary  of  supplies,  or  other 
proper  or  sufficient  evidence,  and  that  they  exhibit  such  ac- 
counts as  soon  as  may  be  to  the  Commissary-General  of  the 
northern  department  and  obtain  payment  thereof  as  far  as 
may  be,  ajid  in  case  of  failure  that  they  apply  to  the  Pay-

like stores,  <tc,  and  take  duplicate  copies  of  their  accounts  when 
stated,  settled  and  subscribed  by  said  commissaries,  observing 
nearly  as  can  be  done  a  distinction  between  the  supplies  that 
were  antecedent  to  the  3d  of  August  last  and  those  that  were 
subsequent  to  that  time :  one  set  of  which  copies  will  be 
vouchers  for  the  home  commissaries  to  settle  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table,  and  the  other  to  be  made  use  of  in  sup- 
porting the  Colony's  demand  on  the  Continental" Congress 
for  reimbursement.*

Whereas  it  is  of  importance  as  well  as  necessity  that 
the  troops  that  lately  went  to  the  camp  at  Cambridge  and 
Roxhury  and  also  those  that  marched  to  New  York  in 
Continental  service,  all  from  this  Colony,  and  now  returned, 
should  be  immediately  paid  off  without  further  delay  : 

It  is  thereupon  resolved  and  ordered,  That  Colo.  James

several  companies  that  marched  in  the  service  aforesaid,  and 
apply  to  the  General  to  allow  and  settle  the  same,  and  obtain 
his  order  for  the  payment  of  the  nmnies  due  thereon  for  the 
l)ene[it  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  to  whom  it  is  due,  and 
deliver  and  pay  the  same  accordingly.  And  the  Committee 
of  the  Pay-Table  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  adjust

oath,  and  that  they  draw  on  the  Colony  Treasurer  for  such 
sum  or  sums  as  may  be  found  respectively  and  justly  due  to 
them  upon  such  settlement  and  adjustment  as  shall  l)e  made 
as  aforesaid,  and  to  receive  whatever  sums  shall  be  found 
due  to  the  Colony  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer,  and  also  to 
settle  and  adjust  accounts  with  the  Commissary  General,  and 
to  make  such  allowances  to  him  for  his  trouble  in  receiving 
in  and  delivering  out  stores,  provisions  Ac.  as  they  shall 
judge  just  and  reasonable  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  there- 
for.

to  the  directions  therein  given  and  the  provisions  thereof, 

be  and  they  are  hereby  revived,  and  shall  be  and  they  are 

hereby  revived  and  shall  be  and  continue  in  force  until  the 

session  of  this  Assembly  in  October  next;  and  the  committee 

therein  named  are  directed  to  use  their  utmost  care  and 

vigilance  to  provide  and  procure  the  number  of  such  arms 

as  thereby  directed  and  ordered,  and  make  report  of  their 

doings  in  the  premises. 

Itesolved  by  this  AsxemJfly^  That   the   inluihitants   of  the 
town  of  Saybrook  have  liberty  to  build   a  Battery  at  the 
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place  where  the  old  fort  stood  in  said  town,  so  that  it  be 
well  constructed,  to  contain  six  carriage-guns  for  the  defence 
of  said  town  and  harbour;  and  that  the  inhabitants  be  en- 
couraged thereto  with  the  assistance  of  twenty  men  from

If  is  thereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Attorney 
for  the  (Governor  and  Company  of  this  Colony  in  the  county 
of  Fairfield  be  and  he  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  without 
delay,  to  examine  and  enquire  into  the  grounds  and  founda- 
tion of  the  matters  aforesaid,  and,  where  he  finds  sufficient 
cause,  to  pursue  such  legal  prosecutions  as  are  necessary  to 
bring  such  supposed  ofTenders,  in  case  they  are  found  guilty, 
to  suffer  the  just  punishment  provided  by  law,  and  prevent 
the  mischief  threatened  thereby. 

Mesolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  respective  towns  in 
this  Colony  that  have  supplied  any  powder  for  the  public

oar  drawn  from  the  lead  mine  in  Middleiown  free  from 
charge  and  the  Colony  taking  off  from  his  hands  all  the 
well  wrought,  refined  and  genuine  sulphur  which  he  shall 
manufacture  within  this  Colony  out  of  oar  found  within  the 
same,  at  the  price  of  £2  10  0  for  each  hundredweight  of 
such  sulphur  made  and  manufactured  as  aforesaid  within 
the  space  of  two  years  next  after  the  first  day  of  June  1776, 
he  will  immediately  enter  upon  and  continue  the  manufactur- 
ing of  such  sulphur  in  this  Colony  upon  ore  found  within 
the  same  for  the  space  aforesaid  for  the  use  of  this  Colony, 
and  deliver  what  sulphur  he^shall  so  make  to  the  Colony  at 
said  price,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  term  or  whensoever 
he  shall  quit  said  business  here,  he  will  fully  communicate 
to  some  proper  person  in  tlie  interest  of  this  Colony  and  an 
inhabitant  of  the  same,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Colony,  all  the 
skill  and  art  of  manufacturing  sulphur,  and  leave  such  pots 
and  receivers  in  the  condition  they  shall  tlien  be  found  in  to 
the  use  of  the  Colony ;  which  j)roposals  are  accepted  by  this 
Assembly,  on  this  condition,  that  the  Colony  will  not  at 
present  engage  to  receive  more  than  fifty  tons  of  sulphur  to 
be  made  and  manufactured  by  said  Bidwell  as  aforesaid :

Peter  Lyon  and  Ensign  Samuel 
Hawley,  all  of  the  lltli  company  in  the  fourth  regiment  in 
this  Colony  under  the  command  of  Gold  Selleck  Silliman, 
Esqr,  colonel  of  said  regiment,  have  instead  of  forwarding,  as 
it  was  their  duty  to  do,  endeavoured  to  obstruct  and  em- 
barrass, and  have  in  fact  neglected  and  refused  to  obey 
certain  orders  given  out  to  said  ofiicers  by  said  colonel  in 
pursuance  of  orders  from  the  Governor,  the  Captain-General, 
sometime  in  March  last  for  the  jmrpose  of  inlisting  or 
detaching  a  certain  number  in  said  company  to  march  for 
New   York,  which  orders   said  oflicers  have  severally  cou-

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temptuously  disobeyed  and  greatly  obstructed  the  exocutiou 
thereof:  Whereupon  this  Assembly  order  and  decree,  that  a 
precept  be  issued  forth  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Colony  im- 
mediately, to  arrest  the  bodies  of  them  the  said  Daniel  Hill,

And  whereas  Oliver  Wolcott,  EsqS  one  of  said  Delegates,  took 
for  his  own  use  on  account  of  this  Colonv  out  of  said  sum 
the  sum  of  140  dollars,  and  Roger  Sherman,  Esq"",  took 
for  his  own  use  on  account  of  this  Colony  the  sum  of  100 
dollars,  and  also  sixteen  dollars  given  to  bring  the  remainder, 
being  10,244  dollars,  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony,  and  the 
Rame  is  delivered  to  said  Treasurer:  It  is  now  resolved,  that 
the  Treasurer  charge  the  said  Roger  Sherman  and  Oliver 
Wolcott,  Esq""",  with  the  several  sums  received  as  aforesaid  in 
account.  And  it  is  further  resolved,  that  the  Treasurer  re- 
place the  aforesaid  sums  of  240  dollars  out  of  the  other 
moneys  belonging  to  this  Colony  in  his  hands  and  account 
for  the  10,500  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex- 
pence  of  raising  said  regiment,  and  charge  the  said  sixteen 
dollars  in  said  account.

account;  and  his  Honor  the  Governor  is  desired  on  receipt 
of  said  sum  or  any  part  thereof,  to  forward  the  same  to  the 
proper  treasurer,  paymaster  or  officer,  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid,  and  lay  the  account  thereof  before  the  Con- 
gress that  the  same  may  be  replaced  in  the  treasury  as  soon 
as  may  be.

eighteen  hundred  pounds,  lawful  money,  in  specie  in  the

Selah  Hart  be  and 
he  is  hereby  appointed  in  addition  to  the  committee  appointed 
by  this  Assembly  in  May  last  to  provide  such  store  of  lead 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  use  of  this  Colony;  and 
said  committee  are  further  authorized  and  directed  on  behalf 
of  this  Colony,  to  contract  for,  purchase  and  take  the  lead 
ore  that  is  or  may  be  raised  out  of  the  lead  mine  found  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Mathew  Hart  in  Farmington,  and  to 
dig  and  raise  ore  in  said  mine  so  far  as  shall  appear  to  them 
profitable  and  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  this  Colony. 

Ordered^  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  of  this 
Colony  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  Colo.  Joshua 
Porter  of  Salisbury,  overseer  of  the  cannon-foundry  carrying 
on  at  the  furnace  in  said  town,  for  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
pounds  in  Continental  or  this  Colony  bills,  keeping  a  proper 
account  thereof  and  taking  his  receipt  therefor  to  account 
for  the  improvement  thereoi  in  the  service  aforesaid  when 
thereto  required. 

Resolved^  That  Thaddeus .  Burr,  Esq',  call  upon  the  post- 
masters from  Hartford  to  Greenwich  on  the  road  to  New 
York,  and  receive  their  accounts  of  the  sums  of  money 
received  by  them  respectively  for  postage  of  letters  between 
the  16th  day  of  June  and  15th  day  of  November  1775,  and 
adjust  the  same  with  them,  and  that  he  collect  and  receive  the 
several  balances  due  on  such  accounts  and  render  his  account 
thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  when  required.

and  they  hereby  are  appointed  a  committee  to  settle  and 
adjust  accounts  with  the  said  Daniel  Sherman  and  Benjamin 
Stiles,  Esq"*,  of  their  doings  in  the  premises,  as  also  their 
services,  and  receive  of  them  whatever  sum  or  part  of  said 
£500  pounds  may  be  left  in  their  hands  not  disposed  of  for 
the  use  aforesaid.  And  the  said  Daniel  Sherman  and  Benja. 
Stiles,  Esq",  are  directed  to  render  their  accounts  and  pay- 
ment as  aforesaid  to  this  committee,  who  are  to  make  report 
to  the  next  General  Assembly  of  their  doings  in  the  premises. 

Whereas  information  has  been  given  to  this  Assembly  that 
Capt.  Hezekiah  Brown,  of  the  12th  military  company  in  the 
10th  regiment  in  this  Colony  under  tl'ie  command  of  Colo.

them  as  aforesaid  to  be  repaired  and  maintained.  And  any 
Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
forth  warrants  to  such  surveyors  to  levy  and  collect  such 
taxes  arising  in  manner  aforesaid  within  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  otlier  town  taxes  are 
collected.  And  every  such  surveyor  shall  render  a  true  ac- 
count of  such  money  by  him  so  collected  to  the  selectmen  of 
said  town  in  a  reasonable  time  when  thereunto  required  after 
the  same  becomes  payable  to  said  collectors.  And  all  sur- 
plus of  such  money  as  shall  remain  in  tlie  hand  of  such  sur- 
veyors, or  any  of  them,  after  sucli  highways  are  sufficiently 
repaired  sliall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said 
town  for  the  time  being  and  by  him  and  his  successors  in 
said  office  paid  out  to  the  next  succeeding  surveyors  of  the 
several  districts  respectively,  in  the  same  proportion  as  the 
money  raised  by  said  town  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  high- 
ways for  the  then  current  year  shall  by  said  selectmen  or 
committee  be  ordered  to  be  divided.  And  it  is  further  re- 
solved, that  this  liberty  and  authority  shall  be  and  remain  to 
said  town  of  East  Windsor  during  the  pleasure  of  this 
Assembly. 

[590]  Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Sebastian  Stephany,  pray- 
ing for  a  reasonable  rent  for  thi)  lead  mine  in  Midletown  during 
the  term  the  Colony  hath  or  shall  use  and  improve  the  same,

aforesaid  to  be  repaired  and  maintained.  And  any  Assistant 
or  justice  of  the  peace  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  forth 
warrants  to  such  surveyors,  to  levy  and  collect  such  taxes 
arising  in  manner  aforesaid  within  their  respective  districts, 
in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  other  town  taxes  are 
collected.  And  every  such  surveyor  shall  render  a  true  ac- 
count of  such  monev  bv  him  so  collected  to  the  selectmen  of 
said  town  in  a  reasonable  time  when  thereto  required  after 
the  same  becomes  payable  to  said  collectors.  And  all  sur- 
plus of  such  money  as  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  such 
surveyors,  or  any  of  them,  after  such  highways  are  sufficiently 
repaired  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said 
town  for  the  time  being,  and  be  by  him  and  his  successors

that  the  liberty  granted  to  said  Hosea  Harriss  by  an  act  of  this 
Assembly  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  said  Thomas  Harriss, 
deceas'd,  for  payment  of  his  debts  found  and  allowed  by  the 
said  judge  of  probate,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revoked  and 
made  null  and  void. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Adam  Babcock,  Isaac  Doolittle  and 
Jeremiah  Atwater,  of  New  Haven,  representing  that  it  is 
needful  in  their  opinion  to  have  another  powder-mill  built  in 
this  Colony  for  manufacturing  gun-powder  for  public  use,  and 
that  New  Haven  is  the  most  proper  place,  and  praying  for 
liberty  to  erect  the  same  in  said  town,  where  they  have  a  con- 
venient place  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  have  liberty,  and  licence  is 
hereby  granted  them,  to  erect  such  powder-mill  in  said  New 
Haven  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  under  the  regulations  which 
other  powder-mills  in  this  Colony  by  law  are. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Elnathan  Hooker  and  Daniel  Rowe, 
both  of  Farmington  in  Hartford  county  and  in  the  15th  regi- 
ment in  said  Colony,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  your 
memorialists,  viz,  said  Hooker,  lives  within  the  limits  of  and 
belonging  to  the  first  company  or  trainband  in  said  regiment, 
but  at  a  great  distance  from  the  usual  place  of  parade,  and 
very  inconvenient  to  attend  with  said  company,  but  living 
nigh  the  f)lace  of  parade  in  the  18th  company  in  said  regi- 
ment, and  can  conveniently  attend  with  the  same ;  and  that 
the  said  Daniel  Rowe  belongs  to  and  lives  within  the  limits 
of  said  13th  company  in  said  regiment  at  a  great  distance 
from  the  usual  place  of  parade  in  said  13th  company,  which 
makes  it  vcrv  difficult  for  him  to  attend  with  said  13th  com- 
pany,  and  living  near  the  usual  place  of  parade  in  said  first 
company  in  said  regiment  can  very  conveniently  attend  w^ith 
the  same ;  praying  that  the  exchange  may  be  made,  and  that 
the  said  Hooker  and  farm  and  family  may  be  annexed  to  the 
said  13th  company,  and  said  Rowe  and  his  farm  and  family 
may  be  annexed  to  said  first  company  in  said  16th  regiment: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Hooker  and  the 
limits  of  his  farm  shall  be  annexed  unto  and  included  within 
the  limits  of  said  13th  company,  and  the  said  Rowe  and  his 
farm  be  annexed  to  and  included  within  the  limits  of  said 
first  company  within  said  15th  regiment. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Treat,  Benjamin  Hale  and 
others,  inhabitants  of  the  first  society  in  Glastonbury,  shew- 
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ing  to  this  Assembly  that  before  and  until  the  year  1773, 
there  was  but  one  military  company  in  said  first  society ; 
that  in  the  year  1773,  the  military  officers  of  said  company 
made  a  division  of  said  company,  which  is  apprehended  by 
the  memorialists  to  be  unequal  and  causes  great  uneasiness 
among  the  inhabitants  of  said  society  ;  praying  for  some  re- 
lief in  the  matter  aforesaid,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  said  division  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  set  aside ;  and  James  Wadsworth  jun%  Selah  Hart 
and  Dyer  Throop,  Esq",  are  appointed  a  committee  to  repair 
to  said  society  and  view  the  situation  and  circumstances  of 
the  military  company  or  companies  in  said  society,  and  con- 
vene the  disputing  parties  before  them  and  hear  the  matters 
of  their  uneasiness  aforesaid,  and  consider  all  circumstances 
relative  to  a  division  of  the  military  company  in  said  society; 
and  in  case  said  committee  should  judge  it  necessary  and  best 
for  the  whole,  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  draw  a  line  of 
division  whereby  said  com})any  or  militia  in  said  society  will 
be  laid  into  two  distinct  military  companies  in  the  most 
reasonable  and  convenient  situations,  and  make  return  of 
their  doings  thereon  to  this  Assembly  at  their  next  sessions ; 
all  at  the  cost  and  charge  of  the  memorialists.

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Alford  of  Hartford,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  in  August  last  he  took  up  the 
notorious  Richard  Steel,  who  escaped  from  Newgate  prison, 
on  an  advertisment  in  which  ten  dollars  reward  was  engaged. 
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and  that  lie  escaped  Ac. ;  praying  for  said  premium  and  such 
further  allowance  for  his  charges  as  shall  be  reasonable  &c., 
as  per  memorial  on  file  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
memorialist  receive  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  Colony  four 
pounds,  money  ;  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the 
same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Union,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that,  on  account  of  the 
peculiar  circumstances  which  have  attended  them,  they  have 
always  been  freed  from  paying  any  Colony  tax,  but  are  now 
cited  by  act  of  Assembly  to  send  in  a  list  of  the  polls  and 
rateable  estate  of  said  inhabitants  to  the  General  Assembly 
for  the  purpose  of  being  taxed  as  other  towns  are ;  further 
representing  that  they  are  still  unable  to  pay  any  Colony  tAX, 
for  reasons  in  said  memorial  set  forth,  as  per  memorial  on 
file:*  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  be 
and  they  are  hereby  freed  and  exempted  from  paying  any 
Colony  tax  and  from  any  warrants  being  granted  against 
them  for  that  purpose,  until  further  order  from  the  General 
Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Peter  Scofield,  administrator  on  the 
estate  of  Joseph  Scofield  late  of  Stamford,  deceas'd,  shewing 
that  the  debts  due  from  said  estate  surmount  the  personal  in- 
ventoried estate  of  said  deceas'd  in  the  sum  of  j£19  6  5V, 
and  f>raying  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said 
deceased  as  to  enable  him  to  pay  said  debt  and  incident 
charges  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  Peter  Scofield 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  imf)owered  to  sell  so  much 


*  They  represent  the  poverty  of  the  town;  they  are  now  indebted  to 
their  minister  for  more  than  two  years  sahiry;  about  one  thirteenth  purl 
of  the  hind  belongs  to  persons  living  out  of  the  Colony  and  who  arc  tories. 
and  they  suppose  steps  are  taking  to  declare  the  lands  forfeited  to  the 
Colony;  27  of  the  inhabitants  went  into  the  continental  service  in  1775,

erated and  freed  from  his  present  confinement,  and  for  the  fu- 
ture his  person  shall  be  exempted,  freed  and  protected  from 
any  arrest  or  imprisonment,  either  on  mesne  process  or  exe- 
cution, for  or  on  account  of  any  debt  due  from  said  Carter  at 
the  date  of  said  petition.  And  said  trustees  are  hereby  im- 
powered  to  proceed  in  the  execution  of  said  trust  in  the  same 
manner  and  are  vested  with  the  same  powers  as  trustees  of 
the  estate  of  insolvent  debtors  were  directed  to  proceed  and 
were  vested  with  by  a  late  law  of  this  Colony,  entituled  An 
act  for  preventing  fraud  in  debtors  and  for  securing  the  effects 
of  insolvent  debtors  for  the  use  of  their  creditors  and  for  the 
ecjuitable  division  of  the  estates  and  effects  of  such  debtors 
to  and  among  their  creditors.  And  the  said  Carter  shall 
give  all  intelligence  in  his  knowledge  relating  to  the  situation 
of  his  affairs  and  his  respective  credits,  and  promote  and  for- 
ward the  recovery  of  the  same  in  his  own  name  or  the  name 
of  said  trustees,  not  only  by  giving  proper  information  but 
also  by  attending  court  and  testifying  in  such  cases  where 
his  testimony  is  admissible, receiving  therefor  what  is  custom- 
ary for  witnesses  to  be  paid  by  said  trustees ;  and  no  dis- 
charges of  any  debts  wliich  shall  hereafter  be  made  by  him 
shall  be  of  any  validity  in  law  or  pleadable  in  any  court 
against  said  trustees.  And  if  said  Carter  shall  refuse  to  give 
such  intelligence  and  testimony,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be 
imprisoned,  anything  in  this  act  notwithstanding. 
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And  whereas  the  said  Carter  hath  delivered  over  sundry 
credits,  conveyances,  estates  and  choses  in  actions  to  Mark 
Leavenworth,  Esq"^,  of  said  New  Haven,  wlio  has  become  lia- 
ble to  satisfy  many  of  said  Carter's  debts,  and  given  bond  of 
prosecution  and  may  be  liable  still  further  to  pay  monies  on 
said  matters  in  his  hands  :  To  the  intent  that  the  creditors 
may  receive  all  the  avails  or  proceeds  of  said  matters  in  his 
hands,  it  is  furtlier  enacted,  tliat  said  trustees  upon  his  de- 
livering up  to  them  all  matters  relating  to  said  Carter's  estate 
shall  pay  and  indemnify  him  from  all  bonds,  securities  and 
obligations  in  the  matters  aforesaid,  and  shall  pay  and  sat- 
isfy his  demands  as  soon  as  tlie  same  shall  be  ascertained 
mutually  by  him  and  said  trustees  or  by  rcferrees  by  them 
mutually  agreed  upon,  and  upon  their  receiving  said  effects 
out  of  his  hands.  Provided  nevertheless,  that  all  suits  already 
commenced  may  be  still  prosecuted  by  said  trustees  in  the 
name  of  said  Carter  for  the  use  of  said  creditors  respectively, 
and  the  same  or  any  judgment  or  execution  rendered  on  them 
shall  not  be  liable  to  be  discharged  nor  withdrawn  by  him 
without  the  consent  of  said  trustees,  they  satisfying  all  costs 
that  may  arise  or  be  recovered.  Also  provided,  said  Carter 
shall  have  the  benefit  of  any  action  already  commenced  or  to 
be  commenced  for  any  personal  tort  or  injury  by  him  suffered 
and  also  his  future  estate  shall  be  liable  to  satisfy  his  said 
debts.  Provided  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  of  any 
force  or  validity  unless  the  major  part  in  value  of  said  Car- 
ter's creditors  shall  consent  to  have  the  same  operate  and  have 
effect  and  express  such  their  consent  in  writing  to  said  trus- 
tees, and  that  they  have  for  that  purpose  the  space  of  six 
weeks  to  consider,  determine  and  express  their  consent  as 
aforesaid.

This  Assembly  do  grant  to  his  Honor  Deputy  Governor 
Griswold  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  money,  for  the  first  half  of 
his  salary  the  current  year. 

This  Assembly  do  grant  to  John  Lawrence,  Esq%  Treas- 
urer, the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  pounds  as  and  for 
his  salary  the  year  past. 

This  Assembly  do  grant  to  George  Wyllys,  EsqS  Secretary, 
the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  as  and  for  his  salary  in  the  year 
past,  and  direct  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same  to  him 
accordingly. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  in  their  present  sessions  have  made 
many  preparations  for  defence  against  the  increasing  hostili- 
ties and  efforts  of  our  unnatural  enemies,  yet  considering  the 
alarming  situation  of  the  United  Colonies,  being  threatned 
witli  the  whole  force  of  Great  Britain  united  with  all  such 
foreign  mercenaries  as  they  are  able  to  engage  to  assist  the 
execution  of  their  causeless  vengeance  on  these  devoted  Col- 
onies, and  to  burn  and  destroy  our  seaport  towns,  and  to 
spread  rapine,  murder  and  destruction  through  the  whole : 
in  this  situation  our  utmost  efforts  cannot  be  too  much,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  individual  to  contribute  all  in  his  power 
to  serve  and  defend  our  most  important  cause. 

Therefore  this  Assembly  do  most  earnestly  recommend  it 
to  all  persons  of  every  rank  and  denomination,  to  furnish 
themselves  with  all  possible  expedition  with  good  sufficient

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fire-arms,  and  other  warlike  accoutrements,  and  with  bullets 
sufficient  and  fit  for  their  guns ;  and  especially  that  all  able- 
bodied  men  who  are  not  of  the  standing  militia,  and  such  as 
have  been  dismissed  from  common  militar}'  exercise,  form 
themselves  into  companies,  choose  their  officers,  according  to 
the  number  of  such  who  can  convene  together,  and  equip 
themselves  so  as  to  be  in  readiness  for  mutual  defence  against 
our  common  enemy.  That  all  the  field-officers  put  themselves 
in  readiness  to  conduct  and  lead  forth  their  respective  corps 
on  the  most  sudden  call,  and  in  the  meantime  use  tlieir  ut- 
most endeavours  and  care  with  the  assistance  of  the  commis- 
sion officers  in  their  respective  regiments,  to  encourage  mili- 
tary skill  and  every  warlike  preparation,  and  to  see  that  all 
defective  arms  be  immediately  repaired.  That  tlie  commit- 
tee appointed  to  procure  fire-arms  to  be  made  in  this  Colony 
use  their  utmost  diligence  to  promote  the  same  and  purchase 
in  all  good  arms  for  sale,  except  such  as  any  person  hatli  for 
his  own  proper  use. 

The  events  of  this  year  may  prove  most  decisive  to  these 
Colonies  and  that  all  human  care,  efforts  and  exertions  are 
but  fruitless  attempts  for  our  security  and  defence,  and  will 
prove  vain  and  abortive  unless  attended  with  the  blessing  of 
Heaven,  which  we  have  no  reason  to  expect  but  on  a  sincere 
repentance  and  reformation : 

^  Wherefore,  in  this  day  of  darkness  and  threatning  calam- 
ity, it  is  most  earnestly  recommended  to  and  pressed  upon  all 
persons  of  every  rank  and  denomination  in  this  Colony,  to 
promote  and  cultivate  charity  and  benevolence  one  towards 
another,  to  abstain  from  every  species  of  extortion  and  oppres- 
sion, sincerely  to  repent  and  break  off  from  every  sin,  folly 
and  vice,  to  live  together  in  peace,  love  and  harmony  among 
themselves,  to  look  up  with  earnest  importunity  to  Heaven 
for  help,  success,  salvation  and  deliverance,  and  with  careful 
attention  to  the  use  of  means  hope  and  trust  in  the  Lord 
of  Hosts,  who  presides  over  universal  nature,  guides  and  gov- 
erns all,  and  we  not  fear  or  be  dismayed  at  all  the  attempts 
or  numerous  hosts  with  which  we  are  threatned. 

It  is  ordered  that  the  foregoing  be  printed  and  dispersed. 
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and  be  read  and  published  in  all  the  religious  societies  in  this 
Colony. 

This  Assembly  is  adjourned  by  proclamation  <Src.  until  his 
Honor  the  Governor,  or«in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Governor, 
shall  see  cause  to  call  it  to  meet  again.

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An  Act  in  Addition  to  a  Law  of  this  Colony  entituled  An  Act  for  re- 
Btrainingr  and  punishingr  Persons  who  are  inimical  to  the  Liberties  of 
this  and  the  Best  of  the  United  Colonies  and  for  directing:  Proceed- 
iners  therein. 

Whereas  the  provision  made  in  said  act  relative  to  the 
estates  of  such  persons  as  are  inimical  to  the  liberties  of  this 
and  tlie  United  Colonies,  and  absent  themselves  out  of  this 
Colony,  is  limited  to  real  estates  only,  which  is  found  in- 
sufficient to  answer  all  tlie  necessary  purposes  that  ought  to 
be  provided  for  by  the  law : 

Be  It  therefore  enacted  b//  the  Governor^  Council  and  Rep- 
renentativeSy  in  General  Court  asttembled^  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same^  That  whensoever  any  ])erson  or  persons  shall  h6 
possessed  of  any  goods,  chattels  or  effects  belonging  to  any 
person  or  persons  who  have  or  shall  join  the  ministerial  army 
or  navy  acting  against  America,  and  continue  to  hold  and 
screen  themselves  under  them,  or  have  aided  or  assisted  or 
continue  to  aid  or  assist  in  carrying  into  execution  the  pres- 
ent ministerial  measures,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  select- 
men of  every  such  town,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  where 
such  person  or  persons  dwell  who  shall  be  possessed  of  such 
goods,  chattels  or  effects,  to  exhibit  a  representation  thereof 
to  any  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  same  county, 
who  is  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  issue  a  warrant 
thereon  directed  to  the  sheriff'  of  the  county,  his  deputy,  or 
constable,  requiring  him  or  them  to  seize  and  hold  such 
goods,  chattels  or  effects  of  such  inimical  person  or  persons 
and  make  return  of  such  warrant  with  his  doings  thereon  to 
the  next  county  court  in  the  same  county,  who  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  eiK^uire  into  the  matters  aforesaid 
relative  to  the  property  of  such  goods  so  attached ;  and  if 
the  property  of  the  same  shall  be  found  to  be  in  any  person 
or  persons  inimical  as  aforesaid,  such  county  court  shall 
render  judgment  that  such  goods,  chattels  or  elTects  shall  be 
sold  and  disposed  of  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  and  the  avails 
thereof  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony,  taking  his  re- 
ceipt for  the  same  and  lodge  the  same  with  the  Secretary  of 
this  Colony. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore^aid^  That 
whenever  it  shall  so  happeu  that  any  person  or  persons  in 
this  Colony  is  or  shall  be  indebted  to  any  person  or  persons 
inimical  as  aforesaid,  either  by  bond,  note,  book-debt,  or  for 
rent  in  arrears,  or  accountable  as  bailiff  and  receiver,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  wherein  such  debtor, 
agent,  factor  or  ^trustee  dwells,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  in  their  own 
names  and  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  to  institute  proper  suit 
or  suits,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require,  against  such 
debtor,  agent,  factor  or  trustee,  for  the  recovery  of  such  sum 
or  sums  as  shall  be  due  or  oweing  to  any  such  inimical  per- 
son or  persons  as  aforesaid,  giving  a  full  and  plain  represen- 
tation of  the  facts  relative  to  the  merits  of  the  cause  to  the 
county  court  in  the  same  county  where  such  debtor,  agent, 
factor  or  trustee  dwells  ;  which  county  court  shall  render 
judgment  in  such  suit  or  suits  so  brought  for  such  sum  or 
sums  found  to  be  due  and  oweing  by  such  debtor,  agent,  factor 
or  trustee  as  aforesaid,  for  the  use  of  the  Governor  and  Com- 
pany of  this  Colony,  to  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
in  manner  as  is  already  provided  in  this  act.  And  that  all 
recovery  or  recoveries  against  such  debtor,  bailiff,  tenant  or 
receiver,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  all  payments  or  delivery 
of  goods,  chattels  or  effects  by  such  debtor,  agent,  factor  or 
trustee,  on  the  requisition  aforesaid,  shall  as  effectually  dis- 
chari^e  such  debtor,  tenant,  bailiff,  factor  or  trustee,  for  such 
sum  recovered  as  aforesaid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as 
though  the  same  had  been  made  or  done  to  the  original  cred- 
itor himself  antecedent  to  incurring  the  forfeiture  aforesaid. 
And  that  all  contracts  made  by  such  debtor,  tenant,  agent, 
factor  or  trustee,  with  any  such  inimical  person  or  persons 
shall  be  construed  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  parties  at  the  time  of  making  the  same.  And  that 
whensoever  any  warrants  shall  be  issued  pursuant  to  this 
act,  to  seize  the  estate  and  effects  of  such  inimical  person  or 
])('rsons,  tlie  officer  to  whom  the  warrant  shall  be  directed  is 
hen^by  ordered  to  leave  a  true  and  attested  copy  thereof  with 
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every  person  or  persons  in  such  respective  town  as  shall  be 
debtor,  a^nt,  factor  or  trustee  to  such  inimical  person  or 
persons,  or  has  his  or  their  estate  or  effects  in  his  hands,  at 
least  twelve  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  court  to  which  the 
said  warrant  shall  be  made  returnable ;  which  service  shall 
effectually  secure  such  debts,  j^oods,  chattels  or  effects  in  the 
hands  of  such  debtor,  agent,  factor  or  trustcjc,  till  the  same 
shall  be  properly  inquired  into  and  determined,  that  so  the 
avails  may  be  applied  to  the  purposes  required  by  this  act. 

Provided  always^  and  he  it  further  enacted^  That  in  case 
any  such  debtor,  agent,  factor  or  trustee  aforesaid,  shall  freely 
and  voluntarily  pay  such  debt  or  sum  or  sums  of  money  in 
his  or  their  liands  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  he 
or  they  dwell,  the  said  selectmen  may  receive  the  same  with- 
[606]  out  instituting  ||  such  suit  as  aforesaid,  and  give  their 
receipt  or  discharge  of  such  debt  or  demand,  which  shall  be 
good  and  effectual  in  law  to  secure  such  debtor,  agent,  factor 
or  trustee  against  the  original  creditor  or  principal  for  such 
sum  or  sums  received  as  aforesaid.  And  such  selectmen 
shall  pay  such  sum  or  sums  so  received  to  the  Colony  Treas- 
urer and  take  liis  receipt  for  the  same  and  lodge  it  with  the 
Secretary  as  aforesaid. 

And  it  in  further  enacted  and  provided^  That  such  select- 
men shall  have  and  receive  a  reasonable  reward  for  their  ser- 
vice and  expences  in  and  about  the  premises,  which  shall  be 
taxed  and  allowed  by  the  county  court  of  tliat  county  in 
which  such  selectmen  reside ;  and  an  order  or  orders  shall 
be  drawn  by  the  clerk  of  such  court  upon  the  Colony  Treas- 
urer for  the  payment  of  the  same  accordingly. 

ReHolved  by  this  AHuemhly,  That  an  Embargo  be  forthwith 
laid  upon  the  exportation  out  of  tliis  Colony  by  water  of  the 
following  articles  of  provision,  viz,  wheat,  rye,  indian  corn, 
pork,  beef,  live  cattle,  peas  and  beans,  butter,  cheese,  bread, 
flour,  and  every  kind  of  meal,  and  that  no  pork  be  exported 
out  of  this  Colony  by  land  or  water,  except  necessary  stores 
for  vessels  bound  to  sea ;  and  that  his  Honor  the  Governor 
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be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  a  Proclamation  laying 
such  enibariro  and  prohibiting  the  ex[X)rtation  of  such  provi- 
sions accordingly.  Such  embargo  to  continue  and  be  in  force 
until  the  risin<^  of  this  Assembly  in  October  next. 

Provided  nevertheleHH^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  grant  permits  for 
the  exportation /)ut  of  this  Colony  of  live  cattle  and  provi- 
sions in  such  cases  and  to  such  ports  and  ])laces  as  he  shall 
judge  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  public  service. 

Provided  rt/x^>,  That  his  Honor  the  Governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council,  may  discontinue  the  embargo  in 
whole  or  in  j)art  at  any  time  when  they  shall  judge  it  expe- 
dient. 

Whereas  the  King  and  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  by 
many  acts  of  said  Parliament  have  claimed  and  attemjited 
to  exercise  j)owers  incompatible  with  and  subversive  of  the 
antient  just  and  constitutional  rights  of  this  and  the  rest  of 
the  p]nglish  Colonies  in  America,  and  have  refused  to  listen 
to  their  many  and  frequent  humble,  decent  and  dutiful  peti- 
tions for  redress  of  grievances  and  restoration  of  such  their 
rights  and  liberties,  and  turning  from  them  with  neglect  and 
contem])t  to  support  such  claims  after  a  series  of  accumulated 
wrong  and  injury  have  proceeded  to  invade  said  Colonies 
with  fleets  and  armies,  to  destroy  our  towns,  shed  the  blood 
of  our  countrymen,  and  involve  us  in  the  calamities  incident 
to  war.  and  are  endeavouring  to  reduce  us  to  an  abject  sur- 
render of  our  natural  and  stijailated  rights,  and  subject  our 
j)roperty  to  the  most  precarious  dependence  on  their  arbi- 
trary will  and  ])lcasure,  and  our  ])ersons  to  slavery ;  and  at 
length  have  declared  us  out  of  the  King's  protection,  have 
engaged  foreign  mercenaries  against  us,  and  are  evidently 
and  strenuously  seeking  our  ruin  and  destruction.  These 
and  many  other  ti'ausactions,  too  well  known  to  need  enumer- 
ation, the  painful  ex])erience  and  elTects  of  which  we  have 
suffered  and  feel,  make  it  evident  beyond  the  possibility  of  a 
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doubt,  that  we  have  nothing  to  hope  from  the  justice,  human- 
ity or  temperate  councils  of  the  British  King  or  his  Parlia- 
ment, and  that  all  hopes  of  a  reconciliation  upon  just  and 
equal  terms  are  delusory  and  vain.  In  this  state  of  extreme 
danger,  when  no  alternative  is  left  us  but  absolute  and  indefi- 
nite submission  to  such  claims  as  must  terminate  in  the 
extreme  of  misery  and  wretchedness  or  a  total  separation 
from  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  renunciation  of  all  con- 
nection with  that  nation,  and  a  successful  resistance  to 
that  force  which  is  intended  to  effect  our  destruction  :  Ap- 
pealing to  that  God  who  knows  the  secrets  of  all  hearts  for 
the  sincerity  of  former  declarations  of  our  desire  to  preserve 
our  antient  and  constitutional  relation  to  that  natioti,  and 
protesting  solemnly  against  their  oppression  and  injustice, 
which  have  driven  us  from  them  and  compelled  us  to  use 
sucli  means  as  God  in  his  providence  hath  put  in  our  power 
for  our  necessary  defence  and  preservation : 

Resolved  unanimously  hy  this  Asmmhly^  That  the  Delegates 
of  this  Colony  in  General  Congress  be  and  they  are  hereby 
instructed  to  propose  to  that  respectable  body,  to  declare  the 
United  American  Colonies  Free  and  Independent  States, 
absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
and  to  give  the  assent  of  this  Colony  to  such  declaration  when 
they  shall  judge  it  expedient  and  best,  and  to  whatever  meas- 
ures may  be  thought  proper  and  necessary  by  ihQ  Congress 
for  forming  foreign  alliances,  or  any  plan  of  operation  for 
necessary  and  mutual  defence.  And  also,  that  they  move 
and  promote,  as  fast  as  may  be  convenient,  a  regular  and 
permanent  Plan  of  Union  and  Confederation  of  the  Colonies, 
for  the  security  and  preservation  of  their  just  rights  and  lib- 
erties and  for  mutual  defence  an&  securitv  :  savin ji:  that  the 
administration  of  government  and  the  power  of  forming  gov- 
ernments for,  and  the  regulation  of  the  internal  concerns 
and  police  of  each  Colony,  ought  to  be  left  and  remain  to  the 
respective  Colonial  Legislatures ;  and  also,  that  such  plan  of 
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confederation  be  laid  before  such  respective  legislatures  for 
their  previous  consideration  and  assent.* 

An  Act  for  raisingr  two  Battalions  to  join  the  Continental  Army  in  Canada. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  have  received  a  requisition  from 
[607]  the  Hon^''®  ||  Continental  Congress  for  troops  to  rein- 
force the  continental  army  in  different  departments, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Repre- 
sentativeSy  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  Tliat  two  battalions  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
Colony  shall  be  immediately  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment 
to  join  the  continental  army  in  the  northern  department: 
each  battalion  to  consist  of  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant-colo- 
nel, one  major,  and  eight  companies  with  one  captain,  two 
lieutenants,  one  ensign,  four  Serjeants,  four  corporals,  one 
drummer,  one  fifer,  and  seventy-nine  privates  to  each  com- 
pany, and  a  staff  to  consist  of  one  chaplain  to  said  two  bat- 
talions, and  one  adjutant,  one  quarter-master,  one  surgeon  and 
one  surgeon's  mate,  to  each  battalion,  and  to  be  liolden  in  the 
continental  service  until  the  first  day  of  December  next. 
And  each  able  bodied  effective  man  who  shall  voluntarily 
inlist  into  said  service  and  sufficiently  cloath  himself  therefor

The  preamble  resembles,  and  the  resolve  pretty  closely  copies,  that 
adopted  by  the  Virginia  Convention,  May  15th,  1776,  but  with  the  addition 
of  the  last  clause,  relative  to  laying  the  plan  of  confederation  before  the 
respective  legislatures. 
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shall  receive  a  premium  of  six  pounds,  lawful  money.  And 
every  such  man  so  inlisted  as  aforesaid  who  shall  provide  for 
himself  a  good  blanket,  knapsack,  gun,  bayonet,  and  cartouch- 
box,  to  the  acceptance  of  his  captain,  shall  receive  a  further 
premium  of  one  pound  two  shillings,  money,  therefor,  and 
at  the  same  rate  and  proportion  for  so  many  of  the  articles 
aforesaid  as  he  shall  so  furnish  himself  with  as  was  allowed 
and  given  by  this  Assembly  to  the  troops  raised  for  the  de- 
fence of  this  Colony  in  April  1775,  and  whilst  in  service  shall 
be  under  the  same  general  command,  laws  and  regulations, 
and  entituled  to  the  same  pay,  wages,  privileges  and  allow- 
ances, as  the  continental  troops  are,  and  shall  also  receive 
one  months  pay  in  advance  before  he  marches  out  of  this 
Colony. 

An  Act  for  raising'  seven  Battalions  to  join  the  Continental  Army  in 

New  York. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  have  received  a  requisition  from 
the  Hon^'*  Continental  Congress  for  troops  to  reinforce  the 
continental  army  in  different  departments  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Repre- 
sentatiues,  in  Q-eneral  Court  assembled^  and  ht/  the  authority  of 
tJie  same.  That  seven  battalions,  inclusive  of  the  regiment  or 
battalion  voted  to  be  raised  for  the  general  service  by  this 
Assembly  in  May  last,  be  forthwitli  i-aised  l)y  voluntary  inlist- 
ment,  to  march  directly  to  New  York  and  there  join  the  con- 
tinental army  in  that  place.  Each  battalion  to  consist  of  one 
colonel,  one  lieutenant-colonel,  one  major,  and  eight  companies 
with  one  captain,  two  lieutenants,  one  ensign,  four  Serjeants, 
four  corporals,  one  drummer  and  one  fifer,  and  seventy-nine 
privates  to  each  company  ;  and  a  staff  to  consist  of  one  chap- 
lain, one  adjutant,  one  quarter-master,  one  surgeon  and  one 
surgeon's  mate  to  each  battalion  ;  and  to  be  holden  in  said 
service  until  the  2oth  day  of  December  next,  unless  sooner 
discharged.  And  each  able  bodied  efTective  man  who  shall 
so  inlist  into  the  service  and  for  the  term  aforesaid  and  suffi- 
ciently  cloath  himself  therefor  shall    receive  a  premium  of 
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three  pounds,  lawful  money.  And  every  such  man  so  inlisted 
as  aforesaid  who  shall  provide  for  himself  a  good  blanket,  knap- 
sack, gun,  bayonet  and  cartouch-box,  to  the  acceptance  of  his 
captain,  shall  receive  a  further  premium  of  one  pound  two 
shillings,  money,  therefor,  a^^d  at  the  same  rate  and  propor- 
tion for  so  manv  of  the  articles  aforesaid  as  he  shall  furnish 
himself  with  as  was  allowed  and  given  by  this  Assembly  to 
the  troops  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony  in  April  1775, 
and  shall  receive  one  months  pay  in  advance  before  he 
marches  out  of  this  Colony.  And  all  those  who  have  inlisted 
as  minute-men  and  will  lay  claim  to  the  forty  shillings  given 
to  them  as  encouragement  to  furnish  themselves  and  stand 
ready  as  minute-men,  and  shall  also  inlist  into  the  service 
established  by  this  act  shall  be  entituled  to  a  further  sum  of 
forty-two  shillings,  they  furnishing  and  equipping  themselves 
in  the  same  manner  as  abovesaid,  that  they  may  be  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  other  troops  now  to  be  raised  for  the 
same  service.  And  that  each  Serjeant  shall  receive  forty- 
eight  shillings,  each  corporal  forty-four  shillings,  each  drum- 
mer and  fifer  forty-four  shillings,  and  each  private  forty 
shillings,  per  calender  month  for  wages  during  their  contin- 
uance in  said  service.  And  in  case  any  gun,  bayonet  or  car- 
touch-box shall  be  lost  by  inevitable  providence,  the  man  so 
providing  the  same  shall  be  paid  the  just  value  thereof;  and 
a  particular  account  shall  be  taken  of  all  the  arms  that  shall 
be  used,  and  the  same  be  apprized  by  indifferent  men  under 
oath.  And  each  man  so  engaging  as  aforesaid  shall  upon 
inlistment  be  intituled  to  six-pence  per  day  for  billeting 
money  until  he  shall  march,  and  shall  then  be  allowed  one 
penny  per  mile  in  lieu  of  rations  for  travelling  expences  and 
one  days  pay  for  every  twenty  miles  between  home  and  the 
general  rendezvous,  going  and  returning. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  bt/  the  authority  aforemaid^  That 
the  sum  of  forty  shillings  shall  be  given  as  a  further  pre- 
mium and  encouragement  to  each  such  man  as  aforesaid  who 
shall  inlist  into  the  continental  regiment  voted  to  be  raised 
in  the  last  session  of  this  Assembly  and  destined  to  Boston, 
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over  and  above  the  suras  already  promised  to  them  by  this 
Assembly.  And  all  the  aforesaid  troops  while  in  service 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  general  command,  law  and  reg- 
ulations, and  entituled  to  the  same  pay,  wages,  privileges 
and  allowances,  as  the  continental  troops  are. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforemid^  That 
the  act  entituled  An  Act  for  raising  and  equipping  a  body  of 
minute-men  to  be  held  in  readiness  for  the  better  defence  of 
this  Colony  &c.,  made  and  passed  by  this  Assembly  at  their 
sessions  in  May  last,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  raising  of  such 
minute-men  pursuant  to  said  act,  be  repealed,  and  the  same 
is  liereby  repealed. 

Whereas  the  trooj)s  now  raising  in  this  Colony  must  be 
furnished  with  necessary  fire-arms,  accoutrements  and  uten- 
sils for  the  service. 

It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assemhly^  That  Capt.  Jere- 
miah Wadsworth  and  Colo.  Jonathan  Pitch  be  and  they  are 
hereby  impowered  and  directed  forthwith  to  purchase  a 
sufficient  number  of  tin  kettles,  if  to  be  had  in  this  Colony, 
[608]  for  the  use  of  the  two  battalions  now  raising  and  ||  des- 
tined to  the  northern  department,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
delivered  to  the  care  of  the  commissary  to  be  forwarded 
with  the  baggage  of  said  battalions  to  the  northward,  taking 
his  receipt  therefor.  They  are  also  hereby  directed  to  pur- 
chase suitable  iron  hollow-ware,  so  far  as  tin  cannot  be  had, 
sufficient  for  the  use  of  the  battalions  now  raising  and  des- 
tined to  New  York,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  care  of  the 
commissary-general  at  New  York  by  the  clieapest  and  most 
convenient  carriage,  taking  his  receipt  therefor.  That  the 
committee  who  have  procured  fire-arms  to  be  made  in  the 
several  counties  be  and  they  arc  hereby  directed  to  make  a 
division  of  the  whole  number  of  those  arms  already  procured 
to  and  among  the  several  towns  in  this  Colony  according  to 
their  respective  lists,  and  certify  to  the  selectmen  of  each  town 
the  number  of  guns  and  bayonets  allotted  to  them  and  where 
they  may  be  found,  and  give  proper  orders  to  them  to  receive 
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the  same  ;  and  snob  selectmen  shall  deliver  such  arms  as  they  • 
shall  so  receive  to  the  chief  officers  of  the  troops  now  raising 
in  such  towns,  taking  their  receipts  therefor,  which  receipts 
shall  be  lodged  in  tlie  liandsof  t lie  treasurers  of  the  respect- 
ive towns,  and  such  arms  when  returned  shall  be  lodged  with 
the  same  treasurers,  to  be  by  them  kept  in  constant  repair  at 
the  cost  of  such  towns,  and  fully  to  equip  said  troops. 

It  i»  further  reaolvcd^  That  the  fire-arms  taken  from  per- 
sons belonging  to  this  Colony  who  are  enemies  to  this  coun- 
try, and  in  the  hands  of  the  committees  of  inspection  or 
others,  shall  be  marked  with  the  initial  letters  of  the  owners 
names  and  apprized  by  two  indiflferent  men  under  oath,  and 
a  particular  account  thereof  taken  by  such  committee  and 
lodged  wilh  the  treasurers  of  the  respective  towns  where  snch 
owners  live,  and  shall  also  be  repaired,  if  need  be,  by  order 
of  such  committee  at  the  expence  of  the  Colony,  and  when 
repaired  shaH  be  delivered  to  the  chief  officers  of  the  com- 
panies raising  in  the  towns  where  the  owners  of  such  arms 
belong,  taking  their  receipts  therefor,  which  receipts  together 
with  the  marks  and  prices  of  such  arms  and  the  names  of 
the  owners  shall  be  recorded  bv  the  town  clerks  of  the  towns 
where  such  owners  lived  when  said  arms  were  taken  from 
them,  and  a  particular  account  of  the  repairs  of  those  arms 
shall  by  such  committee  be  laid  before  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Tal)le  for  adjustment,  and  they  are  directed  to  give  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  for  payment ;  and  when  such  guns  are  returned 
they  shall  be  lodged  with  the  clerk  of  such  committee  of  in- 
spection, there  to  be  kept  until  further  orders  from  such 
committee  or  this  Assembly.  And  in  case  of  loss  of  any  such 
arms  of  inimical  persons,  the  same  may  be  laid  before  this 
Assembly  for  their  orders  therecm. 

Arid  it  Is  further  ret^olved^  That  the  selectmen  of  the  sev- 
eral towns  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  purchase  or 
hire  arms  to  furnish  such  S(»ldiers  of  any  of  the  battalions 
aforesaid  as  cannot  furnish  themselves  or  be  furnished  in  any 
of  the  ways  aforesaid,  and  shall  allow  to  the  owner  of  each 
gnn  so  hired  the  sum  of  six  shillings,  and  to  the  owner  of 
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each  bayonet,  belt  and  cartouch-box  so  hired  the  sum  of  four 
shillings,  and  if  such  arms  are  lost  by  inevitable  providence, 
the  owners  thereof  shall  be  paid  for  the  time  according  to 
apprizal  to  be  made  thereof  by  two  indifferent  men  under 
oath  ;  and  a  particular  account  of  all  such  arms  purchased  or 
hired  as  aforesaid  shall  be  taken  by  the  selectmen  and  laid 
before  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  shall  give  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  for  payment  thereof,  and  of  the  cost  of  pur- 
chasing or  hiring  such  arms.  And  in  case  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  arms  cannot  be  obtained  in  the  ways  aforesaid,  the 
number  wanting  shall  be  impressed  from  householders  or 
others  not  in  the  militia  roll,  by  warrant  for  that  purpose 
from  civil  authority,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  im- 
pressed arms  may  demand  a  receipt  of  the  officer  who  shall 
impress  and  receive  the  same,  and  be  paid  the  same  sums  for 
the  use  thereof  as  those  from  whom  arms  are  hired  as  afore- 
said, and  in  case  of  loss  shall  be  paid  for  such  arms  accord- 
ing to  apprizal  to  be  made  as  aforesaid. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  the  captain  or  chief  officer 
of  each  company  in  the  battalion  aforesaid  shall  take  a  par- 
ticular account  of  all  the  arms  used  in  his  company,  dijstin- 
guishing  such  as  belong  to  the  Colony,  such  as  soldiers  pro- 
vide for  themselves,  such  as  are  purchased,  such  as  are  hired, 
such  as  are  impressed  as  aforesaid,  and  such  as  belong  to 
persons  inimical,  and  transmit  the  same  with  the  prices  and 
repairs  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  that  he  may  know  the 
state  thereof. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  the  selectmen  and  com- 
mittees aforesaid  who  are  to  procure  any  arms  to  be  repaired 
shall  keep  a  particular  account  of  tlie  repairs  of  such  arms 
and  enter  the  same  distinctly  with  the  prices  of  such  arms  in 
their  accounts  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  for  their  orders  for  payment.  And  when  such  arms 
shall  be  returned  to  the  owners,  the  cost  of  the  repairs  shall 
be  deducted  out  of  the  premium  or  hire  thereof ;  and  in  case 
of  loss  of  any  of  the  arms  taken  up  in  any  of  the  ways  afore- 
said by  inevitable  providence,  the  value  thereof  at  the  apprizal 
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aforesaid  together  with  said  premiums  or  hire  shall  be  paid 
to  the  owners  of  such  arms  upon  proper  certificate  thereof 
made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table.

march,  and  what  they  shall  so  deduct  shall  be  by  them  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  captains  of  the  several  companies,  to  be 
by  them  paid  to  the  soldiers  according  to  act  of  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  the 
Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
order  and  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  several  captains  or  chief 
officers  of  companies  in  the  several  regiments  or  battalions 
ordered  to  be  raised  by  this  Assembly  in  their  last  and  in  the 
present  session,  to  the  sum  and  amount  of  the  several 
premiums  and  advance  pay  and  wages  granted  and  ordered 
by  this  Assembly  to  them  and  their  respective  companies  to 
be  paid  and  advanced  to  them  severally  and  respectively  on 
their  undertaking  or  inlistments  or  before  their  march  out  of 
tills  Colony :  such  captains  first  lodging  sufiicient  bonds  with 
surety  to  the  acceptance  of  said  committee  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duty  in  paying  out  the  same  to  the  soldiers 
or  others  intituled  to  receive  the  same  according  to  the  acts 
of  this  Assembly  respecting  their  several  destinations,  and 
tiiereof  render  and  settle  their  accounts  with  said  committee ; 
for  which  service  said  captains  or  chief  officers  shall  be 
allowed  at  the  rate  of  one  and  a  half  per  cent. 
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Whereas  the  General  Assembly  held  at  Hartford  in  May 
last  did  resolve,  and  enacted  that  the  troops  in  tlie  pay  of 
this  Colony  at  New  London,  New  Haven,  Groton  and  Ston- 
ington,  shall  be  augmented  into  a  regiment  and  should  liave 
and  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  in  every  respect  as 
the  troops  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony  in  April, 
1775,  had  and  received,  which  is  found  to  be  inconvenient, 

Reatolved  by  thu  Assembly^  That  the  said  troops  now  at 
New  London,  Groton,  Stonington  and  New  Haven,  and  the 
additional  troops  raised  or  to  be  raised  to  augment  said 
troops  into  a  regiment,  shall  have  and  receive  the  same  pay, 
wages  and  allowances,  in  every  respect  as  the  troops  raised 
by  order  of  the  Continental  Congress  for  continental  service 
do  have  and  receive ;  any  act  or  resolve  of  this  Assembly  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.* 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  every  able  bodied  effective 
man  that  hath  or  shall  inlist  into  any  of  the  companies 
ordered  to  be  raised  to  augment  said  troops  now  at  New 
London,  New  Haven,  Groton  and  Stonington,  into  a  regiment, 
shall  have  and  receive  a  premium  or  bounty  of  twenty  shil- 
lings over  and  above  the  continental  allowances  aforesaid. 

And  whereas  a  resolve  was  made  and  passed  by  said  As- 
sembly held  here  in  May  last,  impowering  and  directing  his 
Honor  the  Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety  by  all  proper 
ways  and  means  to  bring  said  companies  at  New  London  &c, 
upon  the  present  Colony  plan  and  regulations,  in  the 
manner  in  said  resolve  particularly  pointed  out,  which  being 
now  become  unnecessary, 

It  is  further  resolvtd,  That  said  act  or  resolve  last  men- 
tioned be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  made  null  and 
void. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  colonels  of  the  several 
regiments  ordered  by  this  Assembly  to  be  raised  and  to  join 
the  continental  army  at  New  York  be  permitted  and  allowed 
to  ship  or  transport  to  the  place  of  their  destination  four  liogs- 
heads  of  rum,  two  hogsheads  of  molasses  and  two  barrels  of 
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sugar  for  each  of  their  respective  regiments  for  their  present 
supply,  the  embargo  on  West  Indies  goods  laid  by  this  As- 
sembly in  their  last  sessions  notwithstanding. 

Colo.  Samuel  Abbott,  Mr.  Hezekiah  Lane,  Mr.  Thaddeus 
Burr,  and  Colo.  Jonathan  Fitch,  Capt.  Elisha  Child  and  Mr. 
Joseph  Hopkins,  are  appointed  in  addition  to  the  former 
committee  to  procure  fire-arms  and  gun-locks  to  be  made  and 
manufactured  in  this  Colony  to  be  purchased  and  taken  up 
by  this  Colony  upon  the  encouragement  and  according  to  the 
resolutions  of  this  Assembly  in  that  behalf. 

Wiiereas  there  is  great  reason  to  apprehend  that  there  will 
be  large  demand  for  the  article  of  pork  for  the  supplies  of  the 
forces  that  have  or  may  be  raised  for  the  public  service,  and 
unless  some  measures  are  taken  to  secure  a  supply  thereof 
tliere  may  be  danger  of  quantities  being  clandestinely  pur- 
chased up  and  conveyed  to  our  enemies  or  engrossed  by 
particular  persons,  which  may  occasion  both  public  and 
private  distress  for  want  thereof  :  Which  to  prevent, 

It  uf  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Jeremiah 
Wadsworth  of  Hartford,  John  Deshon  of  New  London, 
Jonathan  Fitch  of  New  Haven,  and  Samuel  Squire  of  Fair- 
field, David  Trumbull  of  Lebanon,  and  Lynde  Lord  of  Litch- 
field, and  any  or  either  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed to  purchase  up  for  the  use  of  this  Colony  all  the  pork 
within  the  same,  at  the  market  price  as  it  now  is,  to  be  stored 
and  kept  in  proper  stores  to  be  di8|X)sed  of  and  applied  from 
time  to  time  for  the  public  use,  according  a»  the  exigencies 
of  affairs  may  require,  for  the  use  of  this  Colony  or  of  the  con- 
tinental army,  under  the  direction  of  this  Assembly  or  of  the 
Governor  and  his  Council  of  Safety.  And  the  Pay-Table  is 
hereby  directed  to  draw  oh  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  either 
of  said  committee  for  money  to  pay  for  the  same.  And  if 
any  person  or  persons  who  are  possessed  of  any  quantity  of 
stores  of  pork  more  than  sufficient  for  their  own  use  shall 
[618]  refuse  to  sell  and  ||  deliver  such  pork  to  said  committee 
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or  either  of  them,  on  his  or  their  request  and  tender  of  money 
or  bills  of  credit  therefor  at  the  market  price  as  aforesaid 
wliere  the  same  may  be,  such  person  or  persons  so  refusing 
shall  incur  the  penalty  and  forfeiture  of  the  full  value  of  such 
pork  80  by  him  or  them  refused  to  be  sold  and  delivered  for 
the  use  of  this  Colony,  to  be  recovered  by  action,  bill,  plaint 
or  information,  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same ;  and  either 
of  said  committee  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to 
prosecute  the  breach  or  breaches  of  this  act. 

Whereas  the  article  of  lead  is  wanted  in  this  Colony  for 
public  use,  and  in  order  to  provide  the  same. 

It  is  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  selectmen  of  the 
respective  towns  in  this  Colony  be  and  they  are  hereby  im- 
powered and  directed  forthwith  to  purchase  such  lead  weights 
and  other  implements  of  lead,  as  well  as  all  the  bar  and  old 
lead  except  sheet  lead  on  buildings,  as  also  all  shot  as  shall 
be  found  in  the  hands  of  particular  persons  in  this  Colony, 
at  a  reasonable  price  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  and  certify 
the  quantity  by  them  obtained  and  price  agreed  on  to  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  shall  draw  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  in  favour  of  such  selectmen  for  the  payment 
thereof.  And  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  shall  certify  the 
several  quantities  so  obtained  in  each  town  to  his  Honor  the 
(jovernor,  that  the  same  may  be  by  him  and  his  Council  of 
Safety  ordered  and  disposed  of  to  the  several  towns  which  are 
deficient,  or  to  public  use  as  they  shall  direct. 

And  he  it  further  resolved^  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  refuse  to  sell  and  deliver  such  lead  in  their  custody  to 
said  selectmen,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  civil  authority,  on 
application  made  by  the  selectmen,  to  grant  proper  warrants 
for  impressing  the  same  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  to  be 
paid  for  as  aforesaid. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assemhly^  That  the  committee  appointed 
to  procure  tin  kettles  and  iron  hollow-ware  for  the  use  of  the 
battalions  of  foot  ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  Colony  do  like- 
wise purchase  two  suitable  brass  wash-kettles  for  each  of  the 
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companies  in  the  battalions  aforesaid,  and  deliver  the  same 
to  the  Commissary-General  or  his  deputy,  for  the  use  of  said 
battalions. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  holden  at  Hartford  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  May  last  did  agree  with  Tliomas  Bidwell 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  to  manufacture  sulphur  in  and  for 
this  Colony:  And  whereas  those  persons  on  whose  estates 
the  ore  of  sulphur  may  be  found  may  not  be  willing  to  per- 
mit such  ores  to  be  dug  up  and  raised  without  difficulty  and 
delay :  Which  to  prevent. 

Resolved  hy  tlm  Aasemhly^  Thar  Daniel  Brainerd,  Dyar 
Throop  and  Jabez  Chapman,  Esq""",  or  either  two  of  them, 
be  a  committee  with  full  power  speedily  to  agree  with  any 
person  or  persons  in  whose  lands  or  estate  such  ore  of  sul- 
phur may  be  found,  for  liberty  to  dig  and  use  such  ores  for  a 
reasonable  rent.  And  in  case  they  shall  not  be  able  speedily 
to  make  such  agreement,  said  committee  are  authorized  and 
impowered,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  to  authorize  and 
impower  the  said  Thomas  Bidwell  or  his  servants  to  enter 
upon  such  lands  or  estates  and  dig,  take  and  use  such  ore  of 
sulphur  therein  found,  he  allowing  and  paying  such  rent  for 
the  same  as  said  committee  shall  judge  just  and  reasonable 
and  appoint.  And  such  writing  shall  be  taken  and  deemed 
as  effectual  in  law  to  entitle  the  said  Thomas  Bidwell  to  use 
and  improve  such  oars  or  mines  of  sulphur  ore  for  and  dur- 
ing the  term  therein  mentioned  as  a  lease  in  writing  mider 
the  hand  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  estate  would  be. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  holden  at  Hartford  in  May 
last  did  appoint  Colo.  Joshua  Porter  to  procure  twenty  iron 
pots  and  receivers  for  the  use  of  Thomas  Bidwell,  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  sulphur  for  the  benefit  of 
this  Colony,  and  said  Porter  being  unable  to  attend  said 
business:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Major  Xath" 
Terry  be  and  he  is  appointed,  instead  of  said  Colo.  Porter, 
to  procure  said  pots  and  receivers  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
and  deliver  the  same  to  said  Thomas  Bidwell. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Joseph  Hopkins,  Esq% 
Mr.  Isaac  Doolittle,  Capt.  Elisha  Childs,  Colo.  Samuel  Gliap- 
man  and  Capt.  Henry  AUjn,  be  a  committee,  severally  or  in 
conjunction,  to  search  after  lead  mines  in  this  Colony  and 
inform  his  Honor  the  Governor  of  any  discovery  they  shall 
make,  that  he  may  state  the  same  to  the  President  of  the 
Hon^'e  Continental  Congress. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-overnor^  Council  and  Representatives,^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  there  be  forthwith  imprinted  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
pounds  bills  of  credit  on  this  Colony  equal  to  lawful  money, 
of  suitable  denominations  from  six  pence,  L.  money,  to  forty 
shillinpjs  inclusive,  and  of  the  same  tenor  with  the  late  emis- 
sions of  bills  of' credit  of  this  Colony,  without  interest,  pay- 
able at  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  1782,  dated  the 
19th  day  of  June  1776.  And  Jabez  Hamlin,  William  Pitkin, 
[619]  George  VVyllys,  Elisha  Williams,  ||  Benjamin  Payne, 
Thomas  Seymour  and  Jesse  Root,  Esq""*,  or  any  three  of 
them,  are  appointed  a  committee  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
to  take  care  said  bills  are  imprinted  with  all  convenient 
speed  and  to  sign  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Colony,  taking  his  receipt  therefor.  And  either  one  of 
said  committee  signing  the  said  bills  of  the  denomination  of 
six  shillings  and  under,  and  any  two  signing  the  other  bills, 
shall  be  siillicient.  And  said  committee  shall  be  sworn  to  a 
faithful  discharge  of  their  trust.  And  the  Treasurer  is 
hereby  directed  to  pay  out  said  bills  according  to  the  orders 
of  this  Assembly. 

And  for  providing  ah  ample  and  sufficient  fund  to  call  in, 
sink  and  discharge  the  aforesaid  sum  to  be  emitted  as 
aforesaid, 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  a  tax  of 
seven  pence  on  the  pound  be  and  is  hereby  granted  and  or- 
dered to  be  levied  on  all  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  in  this 
Colony,  according  to  the  list  thereof  to  be  brought  into  this 
Assembly  in  October  1779,  with  the  additions;   which  tax 
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shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  Colony  treasury  by  the 
last  day  of  December  1781;  which  tax  may  he  discliarged 
by  paying  any  of  the  bills  emitted  by  order  of  this  Assem- 
bly, or  continental  bills, or  lawful  money;  and  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Colony  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  send  out  his 
warrants  for  collecting  said  tax  accordingly. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  confer  on 
the  differing  votes  of  the  Houses  on  the  memorial  of  the 
committee  of  inspection  of  the  town  of  Norwich  concerning 
the  brig  Nancy  and  her  cargo  brought  into  Norwich  in  July 
last,  reporting  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  brig  and  cargo 
was  the  property  of  'one  Joshua  Winslow  late  of  Boston,  de- 
ceased ;  that  the  said  Joshua  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  a 
person  reputed  to  be  an  enemy  to  this  country ;  that  the 
projjerty  of  said  brig  and  cargo  on  the  death  of  said  Joshua 
vested  in  his  widow  and  children  as  heirs  at  law ;  that  the  said 
widow  Hannah  Winslow  also  has  tlie  cliaracter  of  an  enemy 
to  this  country;  that  the  said  brig  came  into  Stonington 
about  the  beginning  of  July  last,  where  she  was  secured  by 
order  of  some  gentlemen  in  Norwich,  who  sent  Cai)t.  Robert 
Niles  and  he  took  some  others  witli  him  and  brought  her  to 
Norwich,  to  prevent  her  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy 
then  in  Boston ;  that  Capt.  Niles  was  not  then  in  the  service 
of  this  Colony ;  that  said  brig  was  laid  up  in  Norwich  and 
her  cargo  secured  there  on  the  18th  day  of  July  last  l)y  the 
committees  of  correspondence  and  inspection  in  Norwich, 
where  the  same  are  still  kept;  that  Messrs.  Israel  Dodge  and 
company  of  Salem  having  a  considerable  demand  on  the 
estate  of  said  deceas'd  brought  their  action  for  the  same  in 
the  county  of  New  London  against  the  administrators  of  said 
estate  and  served  their  writ  by  leaving  copies  tliercof  with 
the  persons  who  have  said  molasses  in  j)ossession,  and  said 
suit  is  yet  depending  in  the  law,  and  the  admini.strators  are 
supposed  to  be  gone  with  the  enemy  from  Boston  to  Halifax; 
that  said  brig  is  lying  at  the  wharf,  cannot  be  kept  out  of  a 
perishing  condition,  and  that  the  molasses  is  an  article 
Vol.  XV.— 56 
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greatly  wanted  by  the  householders  in  this  Colony  and  is 
[in]  a  perishing  condition  ;  which  report  being  accepted  and 
approved,  as  on  file  : 

RcHolvcd  hij  this  AsHeinbly^  That  the  committee  of  inspec- 
tion of  the  town  of  Norwich  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  impowered  by  themselves  or  such  person  or  persons 
as  they  shall  appoint,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  brig  Nancy 
and  her  appurtenances  and  cargo  at  the  just  value  thereof, 
or  to  tlie  best  advantage :  *  said  molasses  to  be  sold  to 
householders,  or  such  persons  as  will  dispose  thereof  to 
householders  at  a  reasonable  price  :  said  committee  of  safety 
to  render  an  account  of  sales  of  said  brig  and  appurtenances 
and  cargo  to  this  Assembly,  and  deposit  the  avails  thereof 
in  the  Colony  treasury,  there  to  be  kept  ready  to  be  re- 
sponded so  much  thereof  to  said  Dodge  and  company  as  they 
shall  recover  for  debt  and  cost  on  their  demand  aforesaid, 
and  the  remainder  to  such  persons  as  shall  shew  to  this 
Assembly  their  just  claim  or  title  to  the  same. 

Whereas  information  hath  been  made  to  this  Assembly  by 
Amos  Barns,  Dan  Hill  and  James  Stoddard,  three  of  the 
committee  of  inspection  in  Farmington,  that  Thomas  Brooks 
of  Farmington,  lieutenant  of  the  12th  company  in  the  15th 
regiment,  hath  openly  professed  before  said  committee  that 
he  could  not  satisfy  himself  that  the  Colonies  could  be  justi- 
fyed  in  their  present  measures,  and  that  he  could  not  join 
with  them  aL^ainst  Great  Britain  or  against  the  King,  and 
that  he  is  unlit  to  sustain  any  military  oflice:  Kesolved  by 
this  Asseniblv,  that  Colo.  John  Pitkin  and  Colo.  Thomas 
Belden  be  a  coniniittee  to  call  said  Brooks  before  them  and 
examine  into  the  matters  alledged  in  said  complaint  oi*  in- 
formation, and  report  make  of  what  they  shall  find,  with 
tlicir  opinion  thereon,  to  this  or  the  next  General  Assembly; 
and  that  in  the  meantime  he  be  and  is  hereby  suspended 
from  the  exorcise  of  his  t)iriee  of  lieutenant  of  the  company 
aforesaid.

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Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  desired  to  employ  a  suita- 
ble person  to  ride  post  from  this  Colony  to  Albany,  and  to 
any  further  or  more  northern  place  or  stage  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary and  his  Honor  shall  direct,  to  carry  and  bring  letters 
and  intelligence,  for  the  year  ensuing  or  until  this  Assembly 
or  his  Honor  and  the  Committee  of  Safety  shall  otherwise 
order.

and  make  report  of  their  doings  in  the  premises  to  this  or  the 
next  (leneral  Assembly;  all  at  the  cost  of  the  memorialists. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ephraim  Minor  of  New  London, 
shewing  to  tliis  Asscnil)ly  that  he  lives  in  the  county-house 
near  the  goal  in  New  London,  wliich  for  a  long  time  has 
been  a  house  of  entertainment,  and  that  in  Januarv  last

him,  to  keep  a  house  of  public  entertainment  where  he  now 
lives  until  the  sitting  of  the  county  court  in  New  London  in 
June  1777  ;  and  that  said  memorialist  first  enter  into  aud 
lodge  a  bond  with  the  treasurer  of  N.  London  county  for  due 
observation  of  the  laws  respecting  tavern-keepers  or  inn- 
holders. 

[621]  Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  Norwalk  in  the 
county  of  Fairfield,  praying  for  liberty  and  authority  to  tax 
the  polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town, 
to  raise  money  to  repair  the  highways  in  said  town  during 
the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  town  of  Norwalk  have 
lil>erty,  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  inhabitants  o^ 
said  town,  to  tax  the  polls  and  rateal)le  estate  of  said  inhab- 
itants to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  said  town  shall  from 
time  to  time  judge  necessary  and  sufficient  to  repair  all  public 
highways  in  said  town ;  which  taxes  sliall  be  collected  by  the 
several  surveyors  of  the  several  districts  for  repairing  high- 
ways in  said  town  and  be  by  such  surveyors  laid  out  and 
improved  for  the  repairing  highways  in  each  district  in  said 
town.  And  said  town  is  hereby  impowered  by  the  selectmen 
or  a  committee  chosen  annually  or  from  time  to  time,  as 
occasion  shall  require,  to  divide  the  highways  in  said  town 
into  districts  and  to  assign  to  each  surveyor  a  certain  pro- 
portion of  highways  to  be  repaired  and  maintained,  and  to 
divide  out  and  proportion  to  the  several  surveyors  of  the 
several  districts  the  money  so  raised  by  said  town  according 
to  the  quantity  or   proportion  of   roads  set  out  to  them  as 
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aforesaid  to  be  repaired  and  maintained.  And  any  Assistant 
or  justice  of  the  peace  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  forth 
warrants  to  such  surveyors  to  levy  and  collect  such  taxes 
arising  in  manner  aforesaid  within  their  respective  districts, 
in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  other  town  taxes  are  col- 
lected. And  every  such  surveyor  shall  render  a  true  account 
of  such  monev  by  him  so  collected  to  the  selectmen  of  said 
town  in  a  reasonable  time  when  thereunto  required  after  the 
same  becomes  payable  to  said  collectors.  And  all  surplus 
of  such  monevs  as  shall  remain  in  the  liands  of  such  sur- 
vcyors,  or  any  of  them,  after  such  highways  shall  be 
sufficiently  repaired,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  of  said  town  for  the  time  being,  and  by  him  and 
hi6  successors  in  said  office  paid  out  to  the  next  succeeding 
surveyors  of  the  several  districts  respectively,  in  the  same 
proportion  as  the  money  raised  by  said  town  for  the  purpose 
of  repairing  highways  for  the  then  current  year  shall  by  said 
selectmen  or  committee  be  ordered  to  be  divided.  And  it  is 
further  resolved,  that  this  liberty  and  authority  shall  be  and 
remain  to  said  town  of  Norwalk  during  the  pleasure  of  this 
Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Brattle,  of  Pitsfield  in  the 
county  of  Berkshire  and  Province  of  the  Massachusets  Bay, 
showing  to  this  Asseml)ly  that  in  November  last  past  he  pur- 
chased two  hogsheads  of  rum  and  two  barrels  of  sugar  in 
this  Colony  and  loft  the  same  in  the  store  of  Justus  Riley  of 
Weathcrslield  ;  praying  for  liberty  to  transport  the  same  out 
of  this  Colony  <tc.,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Kesolved  by 
this  Assemblv,  that  the  said  Brattle  have  libertv,  and  libertv 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  Brattle,  to  trans])ort  the  said 
two  hogsheads  of  rum  and  two  barrels  of  sugar  out  of  this 
Colony  to  the  said  town  of  Pitsfield;  the  late  embargo  i)assed 
in  this  Assemldy  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Timothy  Scranton,  shewing  that 
his  son  came  home  from  the  army  and  remained  grievously 
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sick  for  the  space  of  twelve  weeks,  liis  said  son  being  a  sol- 
dier in  Colo.  Ward's  regiment ;  that  his  said  son  has  received 
no  wages  during  the  time  of  liis  said  sickness,  and  he  was  put 
to  considerable  expence  in  restoring  him  to  health ;  praying 
for  relief  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  A.s8eml)ly,  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  do  adjust  the  account  of  wages  and  ex- 
pences  of  the  memorialist's  said  son  and  allow  what  they 
may  judge  just  and  reasonable,  and  give  order  for  payment 
thereof  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Colmrn  of  Hartford,  sliewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  in  November  last  he  had  transported 
from  New  York  to  said  Hartford  twentv  casks  of  loaf  and 
brown  sugars,  the  property  of  Duncan  Ingraham  of  Cam- 
bridge near  Boston;  praying  this  Assembly  that  he  might 
have  liberty  to  transport  said  twenty  casks  of  sugar  out  of 
this  Colony  to  Cambridge,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Colmrn  have  liberty,  and  lib- 
erty is  hereby  granted  to  him,  said  Col)urn,  to  transport  the 
said  twenty  casks  of  sugar  by  land  only  out  of  this  Colony 
to  Cambridge;  the  embargo  lately  laid  by  this  Assembly 
notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Gershom  Clark  of  fjebanon,  repre- 
senting that  in  the  battle  on  Bunkers  Hill,  17th  of  June 
1775,  being  a  soldier  in  General  Putnam's  regiment  he  re- 
ceived a  shot  through  his  body  by  which  he  was  dangerously 
wounded,  and  has  been  and  is  thereby  unable  to  labour  at 
his  trade  or  otherwise  for  the  support  of  himself  and  family ; 
praying  for  an  allowance  towards  his  support,  as  per  memo- 
rial on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  sum  of 
thirty  pounds  be  granted  to  said  memorialist  out  of  the  pub- 
lic treasury,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  to  pay  the 
same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  (iracc  Meigs  of  Midlctovvn,  praying 
for  the  wages  of  her  husband  Return  Jonathan  Meigs  as  a 
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major  in  the  service  of  tliis  Colony  from  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember last  to  the  first  day  of  June  instant,  he  being  detained 
a  prisoner  of  war  at  Quebeck  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  tlie  Committee  of  Pay -Table 
make  up  and  adjust  an  account  of  the  wages  of  the  said 
Maj*"  Return  Jona.  Meigs  until  the  first  day  of  June  instant 
and  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  balance  that  sliall  be 
found  due  thereon,  to  be  paid  to  the  memorialist  accordingly. 

[622]  Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Pitkin,  George 
Wyllys,  Samuel  Talcott,  Benjamin  Payne,  Thomas  Seymour 
and  Jesse  Root,  Esq^*,  sliewing  that  there  is  about  six  hun- 
dred acres  of  land  situate  in  the  town  of  Stafford  belonging 
to  the  Free  Grammar  School  in  Hartford,*  of  which  thev  are 
the  committee ;  that  they  have  an  opportunity  now  to  dispose 
of  said  lands  for  the  benefit  of  said  school ;  praying  for  lib- 
erty to  dispose  of  the  same  <fec.,  as  per  memorial  &c. :  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  committee,  the  memo- 
rialists, be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  authorized,

Stephen  Ranny  fifteen  bushels  of  salt,  with  intent  to  trans- 
port said  goods  to  said  Glasgow,  and  praying  for  liberty  to 
carry  said  goods  out  of  this  Colony,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty, 
and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to  transport  said  three 
hundred  gallons  of  New  England  rum  and  fifteen  bushels  of 
salt  fronii  said  Midletown  to  said  Glasgow;  anything  in  said 
act  of  Assembly  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  authority,  selectmen  &c.  of  the 
town  of  Windham,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  since 
the  nomination  of  persons  in  said  town  proper  to  keep  houses 
of  public  entertainment,  there  is  erected  a  powder-mill  near 
to  the  house  of  David  Young  in  said  Windham,  which  mill 
and  the  manufacturing  powder  therein  is  the  occasion  of 
much  company,  teams  &c.,  resorting  and  being  there  on 
business ;  praying  said  Youngs  may  be  appointed  to  keep  a 
house  of  entertainment  &c.,  as  per  said  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  David  Young  be  and 
he  hereby  has  liberty  and  licence  granted  to  him  to  keep  a 
house  of  public  entertainment  in  the  house  where  he  now 
dwells,  till  the  sitting  of  the  county  court  in  Windham 
county  June  4th  Tuesday  1777,  he  giving  bond  in  due  form 
of  law  as  other  persons  licenced  to  keep  houses  of  entertain-

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ment  are  obliged  to  do,  before  the  next  county  court  to  be 
holden  in  said  county. 

This  Assembly  is  adjourned  by  proclamation  &c.  until  his 
Honor  the  Governor,  or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Governor, 
shall  see  cause  to  call  it  to  meet  again.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

The  Race  of  Mankind  was  made  in  a  State  of  Innocence 
and  Freedom,  subjected  only  to  the  Laws  of  God  the  Creator, 
and  througli  liis  ricli  Goodness,  designed  for  virtuous  Liberty 
and  Happiness  here  and  forever;  and  when  moral  Evil  was 
introduced  into  tlie  World,  and  Man  had  corrupted  his  Ways 
before  (lOD,  V^ice  and  Iniquity  came  in  like  a  Flood,  and 
Mankind  became  ex])osed,  and  a  prey  to  the  Violence,  Li- 
justice  and  ()p[)ression  of  one  another.  God,  in  great  Mercy, 
inclined  his  IVoy)le  to  form  tliemselves  into  Society,  and  to 
set  up  and  establish  civil  Government  for  the  Protection  and 
Security  of  their  Lives  and  Properties  from  the  Invasion  of 
wicked  Men:  Hut  tlirough  Pride  and  Ambition,  the  King's 
and  Princes  of  tlie  World,  ap|)ointed  by  the  People  the 
Guardians  of  their  Lives  and  Liberties,  early  and  almost 
universally,  degenerated  into  Tyrants,  and  by  Fraud  or  Force 
betrayed  and  wrested  out  of  their  Flands  the  very  Rights  and 
Propeities  thoy  were  appointed  to  ])rotect  and  defend.  But 
a  suiall  I^nt  of  the  Human  Race  maintained  and  enjoyed  any 
toleral)le  Oeuree  of  Freedom.  Among  those  happy  Few  the 
Nation  of  Gnuit-Briiain  was  distinguished,  by  a  Constitution 
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of  Government  wisely  framed  and  modelled,  to  support  the 
Dignity  and  Power  of  the  Prince,  for  the  Protection  of  the 
Rights  of  the  People;  and  under  which,  that  Country  in 
long  Succession,  enjoyed  great  Tranquility  and  Peace,  though 
not  unattended  with  repeated  and  powerful  Efforts,  by  many 
of  it's  haughty  Kings,  to  destroy  the  constitutional  Rights  of 
the  People,  and  establish  arbitrary  Power  and  Dominion. 
In  one  of  those  convulsive  Struggles,  our  Forefathers  having 
suffered  in  that,  their  native  Country,  great  and  variety  of 
Injustice  and  Oppression,  left  their  dear  Connections  and  En- 
joyments, and  fled  to  this  then  inhospitable  Land,  to  secure  a 
lasting  Retreat  from  civil  and  religious  Tyranny. 
.  The  God  of  Heaven  favored  and  prospered  their  Under- 
taking—  made  Room  for  their  Settlement  —  increased 
and  mutiplied  them  to  a  very  numerous  People,  and 
Inclined  succeeding  King's  to  indulge  them  and  their 
Children  for  many  Years,  the  unmolested  Enjoyment  of  the 
Freedom  and  Liberty  they  fled  to  inherit:  But,  an  unnatural 
King  has  risen  up  —  violated  his  sacred  Obligations,  and  by 
the  Advice  of  evil  Counsellors,  attempted  to  wrest  from  us, 
their  Children,  the  sacred  Rights  we  justly  claim,  and  which 
have  been  ratified  and  established  by  solemn  Compact  with, 
and  recognized  by,  his  Predecessors  and  Fathers,  King's  of 
Great'Brltain  —  laid  upon  us  Burdens  too  heavy  and  griev- 
ous to  be  born,  and  issued  many  cruel  and  oppressive 
Edicts,  depriving  us  of  our  natural,  lawful,  and  most  im- 
portant Rights,  and  subjecting  us  to  the  absolute  Power  and 
Controul  of  himself,  and  the  British  Legislature;  against 
which  we  have  sought  Relief  by  humble,  earnest  and  dutiful 
Complaints  and  Petitions  :  But,  instead  of  obtaining  Redress, 
our  Petitions  have  been  treated  with  Scorn  and  Contempt, 
and  fresh  Injuries  heaped  upon  us,  while  hostile  Armies  and 
Ships  are  sent  to  destroy  and  lay  waste  our  Country.  In 
this  distressing  Dilemma,  having  no  Alternative  but  absolute 
Slavery,  or  successful  Resistance ;  this,  and  the  United 
American  Colonies,  have  been  constrained  by  the  over-ruling 
Laws  of  Self-Preservation,  to  take  up  Arms  for  the  Defence 
of  all  that  is  sacred  and  dear  to  Freemen,  and  make  their 
solemn  Appeal  to  Heaven  for  the  Justice  of  their  Cause, 
and  resist  Force  bv  Force. 

God  Almighty  has  been  pleased',  of  his  inriuite  Mercy,  to 
succeed  our  Attempts,  and  give  us  many  Instances  of  signal 
Success  and  Deliverance;  but  the  Wrath  of  the  Ring  is  still 
increasing,  and  not  content  with  before  eni|»loying  all  the 
Force  which  can  be  sent  from  his  own  Kingdom  to  execute 
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his  cruel  Purposes,  has  procured,  and  is  sending  all  the 
Mercenaries  he  can  ohtain  from  foreign  Countries,  to  assist 
in  extirpating  the  Rights  of  America^  and  with  their's,  al- 
most all  the  Liberty  remaining  among  Mankind. 

In  this  most  critical  and  alarming  Situation,  this,  and  all 
the  Colonies,  are  called  upon,  and  earnestly  pressed,  by  the 
honorable  CONGRESS  of  the  American  Colonies,  united  for 
mutual  Defence,  to  raise  a  large  additional  Number  of  their 
Militia  and  able  Men,  to  be  furnished  and  equipped  with  all 
possible  Expedition,  for  Defence  against  the  soon  expected 
Attack  and  Invasion  of  those  who  are  our  Enemies  without 
a  Cause.  In  chearful  Compliance  with  which  Request,  and^ 
urged  by  Motives  the  most  cogent  and  important  that  can 
affect  the  human  Mind,  the  General  Assembly  of  this 
Colony  have  freely  and  unanimously  agreed  and  resolved, 
that  upwards  of  Seven  Thousand  able  and  effective  Men  be 
immediately  raised,  furnished  and  equipped,  for  the  great 
and  interesting  Purposes  aforesaid.  And  not  Desirous  that 
any  should  go  to  a  Warfare  at  their  own  Charges,  (though 
equally  interested  with  others)  for  Defence  of  the  great  and 
all-important  Cause  in  which  we  are  engaged,  have  granted 
large  and  liberal  Pay  and  Encouragements,  to  all  who  shall 
voluntarily  undertake  for  the  Defence  of  themselves  and 
their  Country,  as  by  their  Acts  may  appear. 

I  Do  THEREFORE,  l)y  and  with  the  Advice  of  the  Council, 
and  at  the  Desire  of  the  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  issue  this  PROCLAMATION,  and  make  the 
solemn  Appeal  of  said  Assembly  to  the  Virtue  and  public 
Spirit  of  tiie  good  Pcoj)le  of  this  Colony.  Affairs  are  hasten- 
ing fast  to  a  Crisis,  and  the  approaciiing  Campaign  will,  in  all 
Probabilitv,  determine  forever  the  Fate  of  America,  If  this 
should  be  successful  on  our  Side,  there  is  little  to  fear  on 
Account  of  anv  other.  He  exhorted  to  rise,  therefore, 
to  superior  Exertions  on  this  great  Occasion ;  and  let  all 
that  are  able  and  necessary,  shew  themselves  ready  in  Be- 
half of  their  injured  and  oppressed  Country,  and  come  forth 
to  the  Help  of  the  Lord  against  the  Mighty,  and  convince 
the  unrelentinfj:  Tvrant  of  Britain^  that  thev  are  resolved  to 
be  Free.  Let  them  stej)  forth  to  defend  their  Wives,  their 
little  Ones,  their  Liberty,  and  every  thing  they  hold  sacred 
and  dear,  to  defend  the  Cause  of  thoir  Country,  their  Religion 
and  their  GOD.  Let  everv  one  to  the  utmost  of  their  Power, 
lend  a  helping  Hand  to  promote  and  forward  a  Design  on 
which  the  Salvation  of  Aniericn  now  evidently  depends.  Nor 
need  any  be  dismayed  :  the  Cause  is  certainly  a  just  and  a 
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glorious  one :  God  is  able  to  save  us  in  such  Way  and  Man- 
ner as  he  pleases,  and  to  humble  our  proud  Oppressors.  The 
('ause  is  that  of  Truth  and  Justice ;  he  has  already  shewn 
his  Power  in  our  Behalf,  and  for  the  Destruction  of  many  of 
our  Enemies.  Our  Fathers  t runted  in  Mm  and  were  delivered. 
Let  us  all  repent,  and  thoroughly  amend  our  Ways,  and 
turn  to  him,  put  all  our  Trust  and  Confidence  in  him  —  in 
hi»  Name  ^o  forth,  and  in  his  Name  set  up  our  Banners,  and 
he  will  save  us  with  temporal  and  eternal  Salvation.  And 
while  our  Armies  are  Abroad,  jeoparding  their  Lives  in  the 
high  Places  of  the  Field,  let  all  who  remain  at  Home,  cry 
mightily  to  God  for  the  Protection  of  his  Providence,  to 
shield  and  defend  their  Lives  from  Death,  and  to  crown 
them  with  Victorv  and  Success.  And  in  the  Name  of  the 
said  General  Assembly,  1  do  hereby  earnestly  recommend  it 
to  all,  both  Ministers  and  People,  frequently  to  meet  together 
for  social  Prayer  to  Almichty  God,  for  the  out-pouring  of  his 
blessed  Spirit  upon  this  guilty  Land  —  That  he  would 
awaken  his  People  to  Righteousness  and  Repentance  —  bless 
our  Councils  —  prosper  our  Arms,  and  succeed  the  Measures 
using  for  our  necessary  Self-Defence  —  disappoint  the  evil 
and  cruel  Devices  of  our  Enemies  —  preserve  our  precious 
Rights  and  Liberties  —  lengthen  out  our  Tranquility,  and 
make  us  a  People  of  his  Praise,  and  the  blessed  of  the  Lord, 
as  long  as  the  Sun  and  Moon  sliall  endure. 

And  all  the  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in  this  Colony,  are 
directed  and  desired  to  publish  this  Proclamation  in  their 
several  Churches  and  Congregations,  and  to  enforce  the  Ex- 
hortations therof  by  their  own  pious  Example  and  public 
Instructions.

Whereas  two  battalions  are  raising  in  this  Colony  to  reinforce 
the  northern  army  in  pursuance  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
Continental  Congress  and  as  very  few  of  the  people  of  this  Colony 
have  passed  thro'  the  small  [pox]  now  prevalent  in  that  army, 
recruiting  for  that  service  is  likely  to  he  greatly  \hindered,'\  as  there 
is  a  high  probability  of  that  infectious  distemper's  spreading  among 
the  new  troops  as  fast  as  they  arrive,  which  more  effectually  retards 
the  entering  into  the  service  than  any  other  prospect  of  danger  or 
fear  of  the  enemy: 

This  Board  are  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  it  is  highly  proi)er  to 
remove  that  impediment  as  far  and  as  soon  as  possible,  and  do, 
therefore,  as  an  expedient  for  that  purpose,  appoint,  impower  and 
direct,  Maj"^  John  Ely,  physician  and  surgeon  and  a  gentleman  who 
has  had  great  experience  in  that  disease,  to  repair  forthwith  to  the 
army  in  the  northern  department,  wait  on  the  general  and  proper 
officers,  find  and  learn  the  true  stat<j  of  said  army  with  respect  to 
[11]  that  infectious  sickness,  {|  advise  and  consult  with  the  general 
ic.  concerning  the  most  proper  methods  to  cleanse  and  remove 
said  infection  from  the  army  and  prevent  the  further  spreading 
thereof,  if  it  shall  be  found  practicable  and  expedient,  and  affonl 
his  best  advice  and  assistance  for  those  purposes,  and  in  K<?neral  of 
whatever  may  contribute  to  the  health  of  said  army,  as  far  as  may 
be  proper  and  suitable  in  his  character,  with  the  allowance  and 
approbation  of  the  general.

[17]  turns  discoui-sed  on  |  the  subject  at  several  days  and  times, 
do  conclude  and  advise  that  William  Williams,  Esq.,  do  as  soon  as 
may  be  repair  to  and  attend  said  Congress,  as  one  of  the  Delegates 
apjjointcd  by  the  General  Assembly,  Mr.  Hosmer  and  he  having 
discoursed,  and  partly  agreed,  on  which  should  attend  &c.*

ColUcUous,  ii,  349,  shew  thai  he  did  not  take  his  seat  in  Congress  until

On  representation  of  the  committee  of  inspection  for  Symsbury 
and  others,  of  the  dangerous  situation  of  Newgate  prison,  and 
especially  since  a  number  of  tory  prisoners  are  committed  there, 
and  the  great  uneasiness  of  the  people  concerning  them,  and  that 


*  These  were  the  transport  ships  Lord  Howe  and  George,  and  the  brig 
Annabella.  The  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  Capt.  Harding  to  Gov. 
Trumbull  was  publiBhed  in  the  Couraht  of  June  24th,  No.  596.  The  let- 
ter was  dated  Boston,  June  19th,  1776. 

**I  sailed  on  Sunday  last  from  Plymouth;  soon  after  we  came  to  sail,  I 
heard  a  considerable  firing:  to  the  northward.  In  the  evening  1  fell  in 
with  four  arm*d  schooners,  near  the  entrance  of  Boston  harbour,  who 
informed  me  they  had  been  engag'd  with  a  ship  and  brigg,  and  were 
obliged  to  quit  them.  Soon  after  I  came  up  into  Nantasket  Boad,  where 
I  found  the  ship  and  brigg  at  anchor.  I  immediately  fell  in  between  the 
two,  and  came  to  anchor  about  11  o'clock  at  night.  I  hail'd  the  ship, 
who  answer'd  from  Great  Britain.  1  ordered  her  to  sti  ike  her  colours  to 
America.  They  answered  by  asking  What  brigg  i»that?  I  told  them  ^A^ 
Defence.  I  then  hail'd  him  again,  and  told  him  I  did  not  want  to  kill  his 
men,  but  would  have  the  ship  at  all  events,  and  again  ordered  them  to 
strike;  upon  which  the  major  (since  dead)  said  yea,  I'll  ttrike,  and  fired  in 
a  broad-side  upon  me,  which  I  immediately  returned,  when  an  engage- 
ment began,  which  lasted  three  glasses,  when  the  ship  and  brig  both 
struck.  In  this  engagement  1  had  9  men  wounded,  but  none  killed.  The 
enemy  had  18  killed,  and  a  number  wounded.  My  otficers  and  men 
behaved  with  great  bravery,  none  could  have  outdone  them.  We  took 
out  of  the  above  vessels  210  prisoners,  among  whom  is  Col.  Campbell  of 
Ovn.  Frazer's  regiment  of  Highlanders.  The  Maj.  [Menzies]  was  kill'd 
in  the  engHgement. 

'•Yesterday  a  ship  was  seen  in  the  Bay,  which  came  towards  the 
entrance  of  Boston  harbour;  upon  which  I  came  to  sail,  with  four 
bchooners  in  company:  we  came  up  with  them,  and  took  them  without 
an  engagement:  there  were  on  board  112  Highlanders  ...  As  there 
are  a  number  more  of  the  same  tleel  expected  every  day,  and  the  General 
here  urges  my  stay,  I  shall  tarry  a  few  days,  and  then  proceed  for  Mew 
Loudon.    My  biig  is  much  damaged  in  her  sails  and  rigging." 
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the  keeper  is  uneasie  with  his  situation  &c.,  and  requesting  liberty 
of  a  guard  &c.,

advised  and  directed,  and  they  are  hereby  advised  and  directed,  to 
procure  and  place  a  guard  of  two  faithful  men  every  night,  or 
more  if  they  shall  judge  necessary,  carefully  to  watch  and  guard 
said  prison  and  all  the  avenues  thereof,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  any  of  said  prisoners,  and  any  access  to  them  by  unknown 
or  suspicious  persons.  And  that  said  committee  be  desired  to 
examine  into  the  true  situation  and  circumstances  of  said  affair, 
and  inform  his.  Honor  the  Governor  as  soon  as  may  be  and  of  the 
necessity  of  the  case,  in  order  to  receive  further  instructions  in  the 
premises.

Whereas  many  persons  inimical  to  the  United  States  of  America 
do  wander  from  place  to  place  with  intent  to  spy  out  the  state  of 
the  Colonies  and  give  intelligence  to  their  enemies,  whereby  con- 
federacies may  be  formed  and  strengthened,  and  other  gre^i 
[26]  inconveniences  may  ensue  ||  thereupon:   Which  to  prevent. 

Resolved,  That  no  person  or  persons  unknown  or  suspected, 
whether  they  appear  in  the  character  of  gentlemen,  expresses, 
travellers,  or  common  beggars,  be  permitted  to  travel  or  pass  from 
town  to  town  in  this  Colony,  unless  he  or  they  can  and  do  produce 
a  certificate  from  some  Congress,  Committee  of  Safety  or  of 
Inspection,  some  magistrate,  justice  of  the  peace,  general  or  field 
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officer  in  the  army,  therein  mentioning  from  whence  and  to  what 
place  the  person  producing  the  same  is  travelling,  and  that  he  is 
friendly  to  the  liberties  of  the  American  States,  unless  he  be  a 
person  well  known  and  friendly  as  aforesaid.  And  all.  officers 
civil  and  military,  selectmen,  committees  of  inspection,  sheriffs, 
constables,  grand  jurors,  and  tythingmen  in  this  Colony,  are  di- 
rected to  require  every  person  travelling  as  aforesaid  to  produce 
such  certificate,  and  to  stop  and  examine  such  persons  travelling 
without  ceitificate  as  aforesaid,  and  unless  he  or  they  can  give  full 
satisfaction  that  he  or  they  are  pursuing  their  lawful  business,  and 
are  friendly  to  the  liberties  and  interests  of  the  United  American 
States,  and  hath  no  design  to  hurt  or  injure  tliem  in  his  or  their 
journey,  that  they  apprehend  such  person  or  persons  and  him  or 
them  carry  before  the  civil  authority,  selectmen,  or  committee  of 
inspection  of  the  town  in  which  he  or  they  shall  be  found,  to  be 
further  examined  and  dealt  with  as  the  nature  of  the  case  in  his  or 
their  opinion  may  require. 

And  it  is  further  recommended  to  the  civil  authority  and  select- 
men of  the  larger  towns  in  this  Colony,  that  proper  watches  and 
wards  be  kept  in  suitable  places  in  said  towns  by  night,  to  appre- 
hend any  such  persons,  as  aforesaid,  that  may  travel  by  night 
from  place  to  place  and  practice  mischief  against  this  or  the  rest  of 
the  United  American  Colonies,  and  bring  them  before  proper 
authority,  that  they  may  be  dealt  with  in  such  manner  as  the 
nature  of  their  several  cases  may  require.

This  record  of  the  Governor  and  Council  was  entered  by  Secretary 
John  Allvn  in  a  book  which  was  rebound  a  few  years  ago  and  lettered 
Colonial  Record*,  Ntno  England,  1664-1702. 

The  Council  was  constituted  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  held 
March  11th.  16«2-3,  which  was  repealed  at  the  session  held  April  20th, 
1665.     Ante,  vol.  i.  397.  440. 

A  session  of  the  Council  July  lOlh,  1663.  recorded  in  this  book,  is  also 
found  in  the  Public  Records  and  printed  ante,  vol.  i,  406-7,  and  therefore 
here  omitted.

Tliis  Councill  doe  declare  that  as  farr  as  it  lyes  in  their  power 
they  doe  grant  M'  Westall  of  Saybrook  liberty  to  sell  liq"  and 
wine  to  his  neighbours,  so  he  doe  not  suffer  men  to  tiple  in  his 
house  contrary  to  lawe. 

Seuerall  complaynts  l^eing  made  of  Jacob  Mygatts  troublesome 
carriage  and  the  wasting  and  spoyleing  of  his  goods  and  estate  &c. 
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the  Councill  haueing  considered  the  same  doe  judge  it  meet  that 
he  be  kept  in  safe  custody  by  Daniel  Garrad  untill  he  doth  receiue 
farther  order.

Mr  Sam"  Willys  doth  resigne  up  his  interest  in  the  mortgage  of 
Long  Island,  to  the  Colony  of  Conecticut,  trusting  that  they  will 
consider  him  w*^  some  thing  that  may  be  a  valuable  consideration, 
and  tliat  he  will  deliuer  the  mortgage  itselfo  to  the  Secretary,  whoe 
is  ordered  by  the  Councill  to  record  it  in  the  book  of  records:  and 
the  Councill  doth  order  that  what  part  of  the  sume  disburst  is  yet 
unpayd  shall  be  duely  sattisfyed  for  by  the  Islanders  w*^in  the 
bownds  of  the  mortgage.*

They  are  also  to  giue  their  best  advice  to  the  people  of  the 
8**  island  that  they  may  agree  joyntly  to  make  sattisfactiou  for  the 
papers  in  Major  Leueritts  hand,  and  for  the  payment  what  is 
behind  of  the  mortgage. 

Instructions. 

1  You  are  to  enquire  by  what  right  Stiuerson  claymes  the 
English  plantations. 

2  You  are  to  demand  a  reason  why  they  threatened  his  Majes- 
ties good  subjects  for  asserting  his  royall  interest  there. 

3  To  demand  the  reason  why  they  did  in  such  a  hostill  manor 
persue  and  affront  his  Majesties  subjects  when  they  were  in  the 
persuit  of  theire  lawfull  occations  beyound  the  Manathas,  and 
in  forme  them  that  their  carriage  therin  will  not  be  forgotten, 
nor  bom  long. 

4  If  the  English  plantations  on  the  west  end  of  Long  Island  doe 
continnue  there  desires  to  shrowd  themselues  under  tliis  gouerm', 
then  you  are  to  order  the  people  or  major  part  of  them  to  chuse 
two  able  and  judicious  men,  or  appoynt  them  yourselves  in  each 
towne,  where  the  major  part  submitts,  to  serue  as  com"  and  one 
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for  constable  pro  tempore,  and  untill  they  haue  farther  order, 
and  to  administer  oath  to  them  for  the  faythfull  execution  of 
there  office. 

5  You  are  to  informe  them  that  they  are  to  gouem  the  people  in 
their  respectiue  townes  according  to  such  orders  they  haue  all- 
ready  establisht  amongst  themselues,  not  contradictory  to  y*  ten- 
our  of  the  charter,  or  according  to  o*"  lawes  and  in  defect  of 
these  according  to  the  lawe  of  God,  which  we  hope  may  tend  to 
y"  promoteing  of  their  peace  and  safety  for  present. 

6  And  you  are  to  informe  the  inhabitants  there,  they  may  send 
an  agent  to  the  Gen'*  Assembly  in  May  next  for  a  farther  setle- 
ment. 

7  And  you  are  to  aduice  them  to  labour  to  manage  theire 
affayres  in  a  |)eaceable  maner,  according  to  former  aduice  given  by 
this  Council!.

63 
will  appeare:  this  Councill  doth  in  answer  to  his  petition  grant  his 
desires  therein,  provided  the  Generall  Court  in  March  except  not 
against  it. 

This  Councill  doth  desire  and  appoynt  M'  Mathow  Allyn  to  goe 
ouer  to  Long  Island  to  the  mooting  of  the  ishmders  at  Ilempstocd, 
and  in  the  name  of  this  Councill  ho  is  to  declare  unto  the  inhabit- 
ants of  y*  sayd  island  that  shall  be  there  assembled  together,  that 
this  Councill  hath  according  to  theire  desires  when  the  mortgage 
of  y*  sayd  island  was  presented  to  us.  comissioned  Capt.  Tallcott, 
Capt  Scott  and  Capt  Young,  to  setle  them  in  a  pr(?sent  way  for 
gouerment,  and  for  there  reloasement  from  the  bondage  of  the 
Dutch  (as  they  called  it).  But  the  said  Capt"'  makeing  noe  returnes 
of  what  they  had  done  m  the  premises  vnder  their  hands,  and  we 
heareing  of  your  assembling  together,  thought  it  convenient  to 
request  M'  Allyn  to  be  w***  you  at  your  meeting  to  informe  you  of 
o'  care  of  you,  and  to  perfect  your  setlement,  if  it  be  not  allready 
attayned,  whoe  is  authorized  hereunto.  And  for  the  setlement  of 
gouerment  in  an  orderly  man  ageing  thereof  for  tlie  future,  we 
desire  that  the  people  would  apply  themselues  to  the  (xenerall 
Assembly  in  May  next,  where  we  doubt  not  but  what  tends  to  the 
orderly  setlement  of  the  peoi)ell  there  will  be  readily  attended. 

M*"  Willys,  M'  Woolcott,  John  Allyn  and  M'  James  Richards 
are  desired  by  this  Councill  to  goe  to  Guilford  and  Xew  Hauen, 
and  to  treate  w***  o'  freinds  as  followeth  : 

Jt  is  agreed  by  the  Councill  that  if  o'  honoured  freinds  of  N.  H., 
Guilford,  Brandford,  Milford  and  Stanford  will  treat  w^**  us  for  an 
accomadation,  then  we  will  graunt  and  confirme  to  them  all  such 
priviledges  as  they  shall  desire,  which  are  not  repugnant  to  the 
tenour  of  o'  charter. 

(This  followeing  |x^rticuler  is  not  to  be  put  in  execution  before 
we  heare  what  o*"  Qono"*  Gouernour  and  the  rest  (^iTect  there.) 

But  i£  they  w^ill  not  treate  w***  us,  and  agree  for  their  setlement, 
then  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  read  the  charter  at  a  publi'que 
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meeting  (if  they  can  attayno  it)  and  to  declare  that  we  expect  their 
submission  to  his  Majesties  order  therein  conteined,  and  allso  to 
comision  those  now  in  place  to  goveme  the  people  there  according 
to  lawe  untill  farther  order  be  taken,  and  to  draw  up  a  declaration 
which  shall  be  publiquely  made  knowen  to  y'  people  whereby  they 
may  be  informed  what  rationall  and  christianlike  propositions  haue 
bene  made  to  the  gent"  there  in  seuerall  treaties  for  the  setlement 
of  o'  and  their  vnion.

the  Colony  of  Conecticutt)  and  they  are  inuested  w***  magistraticall 
power  w*^in  the  limitts  afoarsayd,  and  the  afoat'sayed  com"  them- 
selues,  or  any  one  of  them  w*^  the*  assistance  of  the  selectmen  of 
Wickford,  haue  power  to  keep  courte  for  the  determination  of  all 
cases  under  the  value  of  forty  shillings,  and  all  matters  of  a  crimi- 
nail  nature  that  by  law  com  under  their  cognizance. 

It  is  allso  ordered  that  the  inhabitants  of  Wickford  afoarsayd 
doe  assemble  themselues  together  at  a  time  and  place  by  them  ap- 
poynted,  and  elect  out  of  and  from  amongst  themselues  one  or 
two  able  and  judicious  men  to  serue  as  constables  for  the  sayd 
towne,  and  one  or  either  of  the  com"  afoarsayd  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  administer  the  constables  oath  to  the  persons  that  shall  be 
elected  to  tlie  office  of  a  constable  as  afoarsayd. 

It  is  allso  ordered  that  if  any  differences  doe  arise  at  Wickford 
that  are  aboue  the  cognizance  of  tlie  courte  at  Wickford,  that  y' 
issue  of  such  matters  be  referred  for  a  determination  to  the  next 
courte  from  that  time  that  shall  be  at  New^  London. 

It  is  the  desire  of  this  Councill  that  the  inhabitants  of  Wickford 
would  be  carefull  seasonably  to  prouide  an  able  orthodox  minister 
to  disspence  the  word  of  God  to  them,  and  if  God  please  to  incline 
M""  Brewster  to  com  amongst  them,  it  is  desired  he  might  haue  all 
due  incourageiiient,  which  will  be  very  acceptable  to  the  Councill. 

Capt"  Edward  Hutchinson  is  desired  and  appoynted  to  be  com- 
ander  in  cheife  for  the  towne  of  Wickford,  whoe  is  to  exercise  all 
male  persons  from  sixteen  years  old  to  sixty,  in  the  arte  and  skill 
of  handleing  their  armes,  and  in  military  discipline  as  they  are 
ca]')eable  six  times  a  yeare  vntill  the  Court  order  otherwise. 

It  is  the  order  of  this  Councill  that  the  officers  respectiuely  take 
due  care  to  suppresse  sin  and  prophanesse,  and  incourage  piety 
according  to  their  best  skill. 
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Capt"  Hutchinson  is  to  administer  the  oath  of  a  com'  to  M'  Rich- 
ard Smith  sen'. 

Capt°  Hutchinson  and  Capt"  Hudson  tooke  y*  comissioners  oath 
in  y*  Councill. 

Thbmas  Burnam  acknowledged  himselfe  hownd  to  this  Colony 
in  the  sume  of  twenty  pounds  that  Gerald  Fitz  Grerrald  shall  ap- 
peare  and  answer  what  is  objected  against  him,  when  called  by 
the  magistrate. 

The  lett'  drawn  up  to  Capt"  Young  is  approued  of  by  the  Coun- 
cill, and  to  be  signed  by  the  Secret'y  and  sent  to  him.

Joshua  Ginings,  John  Knowles,  Frances  Bradley, 
Dauid  Osbom,  Steuen  Sherwood  and  Mathew  Sherwood,  they  allso 
testify  that  they  knew  not  of  the  Indians  coming  before  they  sawe 
them  after  they  had  arrested  Capt"  Scott.  Taken  upon  oath,  in 
court  Aprill  7*  1664. 

Capt"  Scott  owned  in  the  Councill  that  he  brought  the  agree- 
ment between  Ash  ford  and  himselfe  to  the  Secretary  to  record 
here  in  the  court  roles,  and  that  he  set  John  Ketchams  hand  and 
seale  to  the  sayd  writting  because  he  had  an  interest  in  him.* 

He  allso  owned  in  the  Councill  that  he  exprest  himselfe  to  j* 
Qouemour  in  England  that  he  was  willing  the  townes  on  Long 
Island  that  were  under  the  gouerment  of  Conecticutt  should  so 
continue,  and  that  he  wrott  a  letter  to  M'  Williamson  from  Hart- 
ford,! wherein  he  signifyed  what  good  service  Conecticutt  had  don 
for  his  Majestic,  in  releiuing  his  Ma*'**  subjects  from  the  vsurpa- 
tion  of  the  Dutch  on  the  western  end  of  the  island. 

Capt  Scott  affirmed  in  y*  Councill  that  he  had  testimonies  to 
y*  number  of  fifty  fower,  against  seuerall  pei*sons  in  authority 
here,  and  others  for  heinous  crimes  many  of  them  were. 

The  Councill  orders  the  Secretary  to  write  a  letter  to  Capt"  Top- 
pin,  Capt"  Young,  M'  Howell  and  M'  Woodhull  about  the  tests:

Resolved,  That  Robert  Treate  Esq",  Govern  our  of  the  said  Colony, 
and  John  Allen  Esq'",  Secretary,  be  sent  for  to  attend  his  Excel- 
lency in  Council,  and  that  his  Majesty's  said  commands  be  first 
communicated  to  them. 

Pursuant  to  the  said  resolve,  the  said  Governour  and  Secretary 
came,  and  to  them  was  signified  by  his  Excellency  his  Majesty's 
commands  for  that  Colony.

His  Excellency  after  repeated  the  substance  of  what  had  been 
read,  and  shewed  how  gracious  his  Majsty  had  been  to  his  subjects 
of  Connecticott;  telling  them,  that  they  were  now  intituled  to  all 
the  grace  and  favour  conteined  in  the  said  letters  patents,  and  that 
the  former  authority  and  General  Court  of  that  Colony  was  dis- 
solved, and  the  said  Colony  annexed  to  the  Dominion  of  New 
England  accordingly. 

Pursuant  to  his  Majesty's  commands,  Rob*  Treat,  Esq',  the  late 
Governour  of  Connecticott,  and  John  Allen,  Esq',  the  late  Secre- 
tary, were  sworn  of  his  Majesty's  Council.

The  Governour  and  Council  doth  a]jpoint  the  last  Wednesday  in 
March  next,  to  be  kept  and  observed  a  Religious  Fast  throughout 
this  Colonie.  A  bill  for  that  end  prepared  was  read  and  approved 
in  Cou!xil,  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  several  towns. 

A  letter  drawn  to  be  sent  to  Governour  Dudley  was  read  and 
approved  in  Council. 

Forasmuch  as  the  present  state  of  affairs  relating  to  the  war 
make  it  necessary  that  the  Colonie  be  forthwith  put  into  the  best 
posture  of  defence,  and  secured  against  the  threatning  insults  of 
the  enemy, 

It  18  ordered  &c..  That  effectual  care  be  taken  to  inspect  the  stocks 
of  ammunition  which  the  law  requires  to  be  prepared  and  kept 
ready  in  each  countie  and  in  each  tow^n,  and  if  there  be  any  defect 
in  either  of  them,  both  for  quantitie  or  qualitio,  it  may  be  imme- 
diately rectified ;  and  an  account  of  the  state  of  said  stocks  niturned 
in  writing  to  the  Governour  by  such  as  have  charge  of  them,  that 
it  may  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

2ly.  That  orders  be  pciven  out  forthwith  to  the  chief  officers  of 
every  regiment  for  an  exact  view  of  the  souldiers  belonging  to 
their  regiment,  and  report  made  to  the  Governour  of  the  state  they 
are  in. 

Sly.  That  an  exact  account  of  the  state  of  the  forts  of  New- 
london  and  Saybrook  and  of  the  ammunition  therein  store  be

Upon  the  complaint  of  Edward  Poisson  and  James  Poisson, 
French  refugees  residing  at  Wethersfield,  that  they  have  been 
warned  out  of  that  town  by  the  selectmen  thereof,  by  virtue  of  a 
law  of  this  Colony,  which  directs  such  as  desire  to  live  in  any 
town,  to  seek  the  approbation  of  the  selectmen  of  such  town,  and 
to  depart  in  case  such  approbation  cannot  be  obtained :  The  Gov- 
ernour and  Council  having  considered  that  that  law  was  never 
intended  to  exclude  French  refugees  from  the  liberty  of  residing 
in  this  Colony,  provided  they  are  conformable  to  law,  as  other  her 
Majesty's  subject^i,  do  advise,  that  the  said  Edward  and  James 
Poisson  (giving  security  tiot  to  become  a  publick  charge)  be  suf. 
fered  to  live  quietly  in  the  said  town  of  Wethersfield,  or  any  other 
town  of  this  Colony  where  they  shall  desire,  until  the  next  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  until  the  said  Assembly  shall  take 
further  order  therein. 

Ordered^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  do  forthwith  send  to 
all  the  captains  or  other  commanders  in  chief  of  the  several  com- 
panies of  souldiers  that  were  the  last  summer  past  drawn  out  of 
the  counties  of  Newhaven,  New  London  and  Fairfield,  all  the  sev- 
eral accounts  of  goods  and  things  taken  up  by  any  of  the  said 
Bouldiers  which  were  now  lately  collected  and  laid  before  this 
Board,  to  the  end  that  the  said  goods  and  things  may  by  the  said 
captains  and  commanders  be  charged  to  the  said  souldiers  respect- 
ively  that  had  and  received  the  same,  and  deducted  out  of  their

Two  expresses  from  CoU.  Partridge,  one  of  June  23d  1709,  with 
a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Albany  of  June  19,  1709;  another  of  June 
29,  1709,  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Albany  June  22,  1709,  were 
read  at  the  Board.  The  latter  of  them  contained  advice,  that  a 
party  of  40  French  and  140  Indians  marched  froni  the  head  of 
Otter  Creek  the  19th  of  June,  with  a  design  to  surprize  Deerfield; 
that  one  man  was  killed  and  2  wounded  within  3  miles  of  Deer- 
field  the  24th  of  this  present  month,  and  that  its  probable  2  men 
from  Deerfield  fell  into  the  enemies  hand  the  day  before. 

An  express  from  the  Committee  of  War  at  Hartford,  dated 
June?  24,  1709,  was  read,  advismg  that  upon  the  above  intelligence 
they  were  marching  90  horse:  60  to  Coll.  Partridge  and  30  to 
Synisbury. 

Bcsoh'ed,  That  the  above  orders  given  by  the  Committee  of  War, 
upon  the  intelligence,  is  what  is  requisite  in  that  quarter  till  further 
advice. 

A  letter  from  roll.  Nicholson  and  Coll.  Vetch,  dated  June  24, 
1709,  was  read  at  this  Board,  signifying  their  opinion  of  the 
necessity  of  the  Governor's  being  at  Albany  within  ten  days.

The  Govemour  and  Council  have  resolved  to  desire  and  appoint,

*  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall  came  over  with  John  Winthrop  in  1630,  and 
remained  in  this  country  nearly  a  year.  He  was  one  of  the  grantees  in 
the  deed  of  the  earl  of  Warwick,  March  19th,  1681-2,  commonly  called 
the  old  Connecticut  Patent.  He  sent  over  a  bark  of  forty  tons,  (the  Chris- 
tian of  London,  John  White  master,)  with  twenty  servants  under  the 
superintendence  of  Francis  Stiles,  to  prepare  a  place  for  himself  and 
otliers.  This  was  the  first  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  patentees  to  reduce 
any  portion  of  their  territory  to  possession.  The  ship  arrived  at  Boston 
June  16.  1685,  and  after  a  stay  of  about  ten  days  Stiles  and  his  men  sailed 
for  what  is  now  Windsor,  but  they  were  interfered  with  in  impaling  land 
there  by  Mr.  Ludlow  and  others  from  Dorchester,  who  were  proposing  to 
make  a  settlement.  Stiles  returned  to  England  to  report,  and  Sir  Richard 
wrote  about  it,  Feb.  27,  1635-6.  to  John  Winthrop  jun.,  who  in  the  pre- 
vious July  liad  been  appointed  by  the  patentees  governor  of  the  river 
Connecticut  with  the  places  adjoining.  By  the  title  of  Governor  we  must 
not  suppose  that  the  earl  or  his  grantees  could  confer  power  of  govern- 
ment: that  could  only  come  from  the  crown:  Winthrop  was  but  their  resi- 
dent managing  director.  In  October  1635,  soon  after  their  arrival  in 
America,  Henry  Vane,  Winthrop  and  Hu&^h  Peters,  as  agents  of  the 
patentees  present  in  New  England,  addressed  a  letter  to  Messrs.  Ludlow, 
Maverick,  Newberry,  Stoughton,  and  the  rest  engaged  in  the  business  of 
Connecticut  plantations  in  the  town  of  Dorchester,  asking,  whether  those 
lately  removed  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay  to  take  up  plantation  within 
the  limits  of  the  Connecticut  patent  acknowledged  the  rights  of  the  per- 
sons of  quality  interested  in  said  patent,  and  in  testimony  thereof  would 
submit  to  the  counsel  and  direction  of  their  present  governor  Mr.  John 
Winthrop  the  younger,  established  by  commission  from  them  in  those 
parts.  Secondly,  under  what  right  and  pretence  they  had  lately  taken  up 
their  plantations  within  the  precincts  forementioned,  and  what  govern- 
ment they  intended  to  live  under,  because  the  said  country  is  out  of  the 
claim  of  the  Massachusetts  patent.  Item,  what  answer  and  reasons  they 
might  return  to  the  said  patentees,  if  the  said  towns  intended  to  intrench 
upon  their  rights  and  privileges  and  justify  the  same. 

Sir  Uichard,  who  had  intended  to  build  at  Hartford  and  join  Mr. 
Hooker,  sent  over  his  son  Robert  about  1640,  to  see  to  his  Windsor  lands, 
and  it  seems  that  about  2024  rod  of  pale  was  set  up. 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  May  1710.  an  act  was  passed  to 
establish  the  north  line  of  Windsor,  in  which  it  was  provided  that  nothing 
therein  should  be  construed  to  the  prejudice  or  hurt  of  the  heirs  of  Sir 
Richard  Saltonstall,  deceased,  in  their  claim  and  right  to  a  tract  of  land 
near  the  Warehouse  Point,  commonly  called  Saltonstall's  Park.

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ingly  he,  said  Francis  Stiles,  had  taken  up  that  quantity  of  land 
for  the  said  Saltonstall  on  the  east  side  the  said  river,  at  and  near 
the  place  called  Warehouse  Point,  at  the  foot  of  the  falls  between 
Windsor  and  Endfield;  and  that  the  same  park  was  one  mile  in 
breadth  from  north  to  south  at  the  said  river,  and  did  run  east 
with  that  breadth  from  the  river  until  it  included  the  quantity  of 
two  thousand  acres;  and  that  the  said  river  was  the  west  bounds 
thereof;  also,  that  a  certain  brook  running  upon  the  said  tract  of 
land,  commonly  called  SaltonstalFs  Brook,  and  the  said  place  called 
Warehouse  Point,  are  both  comprehended  and  contained  within 
the  said  park,  and  tbat  he,  said  Francis  Stiles,  had  purchased  the 
said  tract  of  land  for  a  park  of  one  Ne-row-we-nock,  an  Indian 
sachem.  And  the  said  deponents  also  testifie  and  say,  that  they 
have  formerly  heard  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  Windsor  tell  and 
declare,  that  the  said  Francis  Stiles  was  agent  for  the  said  Sir 
Richard  Saltonstall,  and  that  he  did  take  up  the  aforementioned 
tract  of  land  for  a  park  for  him,  and  that  the  said  brook  was  first 
named  Saltonstall's  Brook,  by  reason  of  its  being  within  the  said 
Park.  And  the  said  deponents  further  testifie  and  say,  that  to 
their  certain  knowledge  the  said  brook  hath  been  commonly  called 
Saltonstairs  Brook,  and  the  said  point  commonly  called  Ware- 
house Point,  for  above  fifty  years  last  past,  and  that  they  never 
heard  or  knew  of  any  person  whatsoever  that  did  ever  yet  improve 
or  manure  any  part  of  the  park,  or  tract  of  land  aforementioned, 
to  this  day.  And  the  said  Daniel  Haydon  further  testifies  and 
says,  that  about  sixty  years  ago  he  saw  a  company  of  men  going 
towards  the  said  park  to  work,  and  that  his  father,  William  Hay- 
don, then  told  him  they  were  going  to  fence  in  the  said  park. 
And  the  said  Henry  Stiles  also  further  says,  that  he  hath  seen  an 
high  palibado  fence  that  was  set  up  and  standing  near  the  south 
side  of  the  said  park  about  sixty  years  ago.     And  further  say  not. 

The  above  named  Henry  Stiles  and  Daniel  Haydon  made  oath 
to  their  abovewritten  evidence,  severally,  before  the  Governour  and 
Council  in  Hartford,  June  26th,  1710.
